TECHNICAL, ECONOMIC COOPERATION LOANS GRANTED TO JORDAN 
Baghdad AL-THAWRAH in Arabic 28 Oct 81 p 6 


{[Article: "Agreement and Joint Statement on Economic and Technical Cooperation 
Between Iraq and Jordan; Taha Yasin Ramadan and Mudar Badran Celebrate the 
Brotherly Spirit Characterizing the Discussions" ] 


[Text] Amman, 26 October, Iraqi Press Agency--Iraq and Jordan have signed an 
agreement setting up an Iraqi fund for foreign development, beginning with the 
presentation of a loan to implement several development projects in sister coun- 
try Jordan. 


Signing the agreement on behalf of Iraq was Taha Yasin Ramadan, member of the 
Revolutionary Leadership Council and First Deputy Prime Minister; signing on 
behalf of Jordan was Prime Minister Mudar Badran. 


Mr Taha Yasin Ramadan, in his address on this occasion, expressed his thanks 
and appreciation for the warm hospitality and reception and for the opportunity 
to visit sister Jordan, as well as for the friendly, positive atmosphere that 
prevailed in all the meetings and the fruitful results of the visit. 


[Ramadan] said: "What we attained is not something new along the road to de- 
veloping relations between the two sister nations that have been characterized 
for a long time by coordination and cooperation in all areas without exception. 
These are the outstanding characteristics of the relations existing between the 
two countries and their growth." 


[Ramadan] added that what was attained by the two countries was among the direc- 
tives of President Saddam Husayn, out of faith in the certainty of the struggle 
and complete Arab unity. 


The Revolutionary Leadership Council member pointed out that the illustrative 
plan for developing relations between the two countries has begun to progress 
to include new areas along the way to anchoring the Arab economic structures 
and Arab economic coordination and integration. 


He described his discussions with the Jordanian officials as successful and 
leading to the establishment of a form of total cooperation between the two 
countries in these precise stages through which the Arab nation is passing. 














Jordanian Prime Minister Mudar Badran delivered his address on the occasion. 

In it he emphasized that the continuing meetings between the two countries con- 
firm the auspicious destiny for developing the cooperation between the two sis- 
ter countries and aim toward realizing economic integration and Arab unity. 


The official joint statement of the Iraqi-Jordanian committee for economic and 
technical cooperation was signed on behalf of Iraq by Mr Hasan ‘Ali, a member 

of the Revolutionary Leadership Council and Minister of Commerce. Signing the 
pact on behalf of Jordan was Mr Walid ‘Usfur, Minister of Industry and Commerce. 


The official text of the agreement calls for the formation of three special 
committees on commercial trade, industry, mining, transportation, communications, 
and housing, and a technical, scientific and educational cooperation committee, 
as well. 


[The agreement] also covers expanding the volume of trade between the two coun- 
tries, including industrial and agricultural goods, and boosting cooperation in 
the fields of housing, roads, transportation, industry and education. This is 
in addition to increasing the shares of the two commercial centers in each of 
the countries. 


Also signed was the basic contract for the Iraqi-Jordanian Company for Industry. 
Signing on behalf of Iraq was Mr Muhammad Tahir al-Hayali, president of the Gen- 
eral Establishment for Nutritional Industries. Mr Muhammad Salih al-Hawrani, 
the Jordanian Deputy Minister of Industry, signed on behalf of Jordan. 


The contract calls for the development of industrial cooperation and for setting 
up economically profitable joint industtrial projects. It also calls for set- 
ting up a number of development projects between the two sister countries to 
serve their people on the road to Arab economic integration.

MAGHREB: BETWEEN MODERNISM, FUNDAMENTALISM 
Islam's Puritans

[Text] Following a visit to Algeria that scarcely seems to have 
improved relations between the two countries, Colonel Qadhdhafi 
has just gone to Tunisia -- without being invited -- where his 
stay was not very welcome. Above and beyond the "unionist" propa- 
ganda of the Libyan chief of state, his "Islamic" style of agita- 
tion illustrates the impact of religious factors on the domestic 
evolution in the countries of North Africa. Recent strong tension 
in Algeria, Morocco and Tunisia has pointed up the increasing role 
of the fundamentalists in public life. 


The purpose of the series of articles whose publication we are 
beginning is to reveal the role of the religious fundamentalists 
in the Maghreb and the way they are clashing with modernist ten- 
dancies, with which they are fighting for preeminence with height- 
ened vigor, particularly since the establishment of an "Islamic 
Republic" in Tehran. 


Does the shadow of the Imam Khomeyni stretch over northwest Africa? Is the shock 
wave of the Iranian revolution alone responsible for the fundamentalist demonstra- 
tiors in the Arab (West) Maghreb? As one might imagine, the answers to these 
questions depend on what is happening in the countries in the region, which are 
divided between modernist reformism and Islamic fundamentalism. 


The Islamic Renewal Movement, the Islamic Tendency Movement (MTI), the Islamic 
Progressive Tendency: The organizations claiming a return to the Koran are 
flourishing in Tunisia. And yet, the country, which practices a very liberal 
socialism, is also one that has gone the furthest in the secularization and 
modernization of social life. 


Nor has revolutionary Algeria, whose Third Worldist socialism should have pro- 
tected it from this fundamentalist wave, escaped it, as the violent incidents at 
the Laghouat mosque in October revealed to the world. 








Because Morocco is the most traditionalist of the three nations in the Central 
Maghreb and because -- for the time being, at least -- the opposition parties 
play the role of escape valve, it seems to have been spared. And yet, at the 
height of the uprising against the Shah in Tehran in 1978 and later, when King 
Hassan II welcomed the exiled emperor, it also experienced fever pitches of Mus- 
lim activism and no one can guarantee that more profound disturbances will not 
rack it in the future. 


In Rabat, as in Algiers and Tunis, one meets young people who, following the 
example of the Prophet Muhammad, wear beards and long, white djellabas (robes) 

to affirm their faith and rejection of Western clothing. Im the streets, univer- 
sities and government offices, one sees "Muslim sisters" (counterpart to the 
expression "Muslim brothers," used somewhat indiscriminately to designate all 
activists), who ostensibly follow the rules of the traditionalists. 


What, then, is happening in the two extreme wings: in Libya, a country straddling 
the Maghreb and the Machrek (Arab East) and Mauritania, a link between White and 
Black Africa? How is one to expiain the fact that in Nouakchott, the Military 
Committee for National Salvation (CMSN), which since 10 July 1978 has undertaken 
far-reaching reforms of unquestionable modernity -- in particular, the abolition 
of slavery and the promotion of Black African national languages -- has restored 
the charia, or Islamic law? That eminently peaceful country, where custom con- 
demns bloodshed, is one of the few Muslim nations to have applied Koranic law to 
the letter: In September 1980, a murderer was shot and three thieves had a hand 
cut off in public, inasmuch as the Koran says that punishment should serve as an 
example. 


Several reasons may have caused the military men to act as they did. The regime, 
which resulted from a coup, was undoubtedly seeking legitimacy in Islam, to 
which the Mauritanians remain very attached. The CMSN was probably also trying 
to fight the increase in crime caused by the influx of people into the capital, 
resulting from the drought and the war waged by former President Ould Daddah 
against the POLISARIO Front. Finally, it is possible that the government gave 
way to the urgings of certain backers, such as Saudi Arabia. 


Reformist Libya 


Libya passes for a fundamentalist but actually is not. Colonel Qadhdhafi is a 
reformist and many orthodox theologians believe that his little “Green Book" 
reeks of brimsttone. Despite his radicalism, the Islam he preaches and applies 
obviously tries to integrate modernity. It is very clear, for example, with 
respect to the emancipation of women, whom the guide of the revolution is parti- 
cularly proud to have provided with a military academy that is unique in the 
world. On the other hand, he does share with the fundamentalists his violently 
anti-imperialist remarks and the denunciation of a West deemed to be decadent 
and corrupting. As for the proselytism he practices in order to spread his 
thought in that same West, it fits into a tenacious Maghrebian tradition, 


And yet, beyond the differences that have been cultivated by colonization and that 
have often become more marked since their independence, the countries of the 








Maghreb aiso have analogies. It is not by any accident that Islamologist Louis 
Gardet devotes several pages to"Berber Islam." He naturally adds that it is 
“somewhat offensive to speak of it as if it were a whole," when "what was Berber 
has, in fact, slowly become Arabized." On these two points, he agrees with Ibn 
Khaldoun. Already in the 14th century, the Maghrebian historian and sociologist 
emphasized: "The Arabs and Berbers (...) have lived in the Maghreb for 30 long 
that one has difficulty imagining that they could have lived elsewhere."” But 
he also recalls the particular traits of the region in defining the Berber as the 
man who shaves his head, eats couscous and wears the burnoose. While the first 
custom has practically disappeared, in contrast, couscous and the burnoose still 
define the Maghreb today because they do not go beyond Libya in the east and, in 
the south, the border that separates the Sahara from Black Africa. 


Many current phenomena have their roots in the past. The conquest of the Maghreb 
by the Arab armies stretched out over some 50 years, but did not result in a 
colonization by settlement. Amr, the conqueror of Egypt, pushed toward the west 
in 642: Cyrenaica and Tripolitania fell one after the other, but the Arab army, 
with an estimated 20,000 men, did not make use of its advantage over the Byzantine 
troops. 


The real conquest would be the work of Sidi Okba Ibn Nafi, who took the oasis 

of Ghadames in 662. He went to southern Tunisia in 670, at the head of 10,000 
calvalry troops, founded Kairouan and pushed on toward the Atlantic. On his way 
back, he naturally encountered the resistance of Kousayla, but also gained many 
followers before being killed and buried in 683, near Biskra, in a village that 
bears his name and which became a place of pilgrimage. 


At the end of the century, Queen Kahina of the Aures was beaten by Moussa Ben 
Nossayr. Extremely shrewd, that Arab general quickly entrusted the Spanish expe- 
dition to a Berber, Tarik Ibn Ziyad, From that time on, the Islamization of the 
Maghreb would be the work of Berbers already converted. Their leaders would adopt 
Arabic as the administrative language, but the Arabization of the people was not 
to begin seriously until the llth century. 


From the very beginning, Maghrebian Islam was characterized by its doctrinal 
intransigence, its moral strictness and its proselytism. In the early centuries, 
Kharijite Shiism, born in the East, enjoyed great success in what was then called 
Ifriqiya. These dissidents,-who had condemned Caliph Moawiya because he had taken 
up arms against Ali, son-in-law and cousin of the Prophet, subsequently turned 
on Ali, who had made the mistake of accepting arbitration, which would bring 
about his downfall. 


The Kharijites, "those who have come out,” believed that any irreproachable and 
capable believer could, "even if he should be a Black slave," be elected caliph. 
These "puritans of Islam," as they are called, also believed that faith not ex- 
pressed in action is not enough. In eastern Algeria, they founded the Kingdom 
of Tahert, which also took in Tripolitania and Tunisia, but they disappeared 

as a result of confrontations with the Ratimids in 908-909. Their descendents 
are now grouped together under the name of Ibadites, on Nefoussa Mountain in 
Libya, on the island of Djerba in Tunisia and in Algeria, around Ghardhaia, in 
M'Zab and Ouargla. 
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The Shiites also marked the Maghreb for several centuries with the Fatimids 
(908-1171) and previously, with King Idris, founder of Fes and the Moroccan 
monarchy, assassinated in /92 by an emissary sent from Baghdad by Haroun al- 
Rachid. As for the Moors (Mauritanians and Saharans), they say that their black 
cheches (veils) -- black is the color of the followers of Ali and Hussein, his 
son, who died as martyrs -- are a remembrance of that time: "We are Sunnites, 
but in our hearts, we are Shiites," they say. 


At any case, it would be one of their own, Youssouf Ibn Tachfin, who, after a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, restored Sunnite orthodoxy in the Maghreb and consolidated 
Islam in Spain, The founder of Marrakech a-d the Almoravid dynasty (1050-1147), 
it was he who created the tribat, fortified venters held by brotherhoods that 

were both religious and military. Their members, warrior monks, were called 

the Mourabitoune, whence we have the word "Marabout," whose meaning would evolve 
in time. A land of dissent and revolt, the Maghreb over the centuries would 

know, alongside the official doctrine, a mystical Islam, embodied by the Sufis. 
and a people's Islam that would be expressed through brotherhoods or zaouias. 

The tombs of their leaders, known as local saints, came to be known as “marabouts." 


Betrayal of the Clergy 


Another Berber dynasty, this one in the Rif in northerm Morocco, was that of the 
Almohads (1147-1269), the Mouwahidoune (unitarians). It had as its mahdi Ibn Tou- 
mart, whose doctrine was aimed at rebuilding, without concessions, the unity of 
the Muslim community. To the five pillars of Islam: the oneness of God, prayer, 
giving alms, the Ramadan fast and the pilgrimage to Mecca, he imperatively added 
a sixth: the jihad or holy war which, according to him, had to be waged against 
the bad Muslims even more than against the infidels! With rare perseverance, he 
would fight the Maghreb's affiliation with the Malekites, the strictest of the 
four major Sunnite cults (the other three are those of Abou Hanifa, Chafei and 
Ibn Handal) that were dominant in the land of Islam. But, Henri Laoust notes, 
"missionary action and coercive action would never completely succeed in over- 
coming the live forces of Maghrebian Islam: the attachment to the school of Imam 
Malik and the people's forces of Sufism." 


The Ottoman occupation that began in the 16th century spared Morocco but did not 
substantially modify the situation in the rest of the Maghreb. In contrast, 

this would not be the case of the French colonization of Algeria (1830), Tunisia 
(1881), Morocco and Mauritania (end of the 19th and beginning of the 20th centur- 
ies), the Spanish colonization of part of Morocco and the Western Sahara (begin- 
ning of the 20th century) and the Italian colonization of Libya (1911-1912). 
These occupations took place when, in the Machrek, the renaissance (Nahda) begun 
by Mohamed-Ali on the political and technological levels continued in the field 
of thought, with two main trends: liberal modernism and islamic fundamentalism. 


Influenced by the French Revolution and the Saint Simonians, the Egyptian El- 
Tahtaoui (1801-1873) would be the first cantor of patriotic modernism. "Let our 
homeland be the place of our common happiness , that we shall build through free- 
dom, thought and work," he wrote in 1869, The second group is empodied by Jamal 
Al-Din Al-Afghani (died 1897) and his disciple Mohamed Abdoh (1849-1905), who 











recommended a return to the sources of the faith and restoration of past great- 
ness, not of the homeland, but of the Ummah (community of Muslims), taking the 
demands of the contemporary world into account. 


At different intervals, these ideas reached all the countries in the Maghreb, 
although for a long time already, religion had served as a ferment for people's 
resistance to foreign penetration, At the same time, there was a betrayal of 

the clergy, or at least, of certain members. Belonging to the urban bourgeoisie 
in Tunisia and Algeria or close to the Palace in Morocco, ulemas and shaykhs 
turned to the past, “while rallying beyind the colonial regime, either through 
their silence or their inaction."’ In contrast, others, like Algerian Ben Badis, 
who has remained famous because of this phrase: "Algeria is my homeland, Arabic 
my language, Islam my religion," and Moroccan Allal El-Fassi, preached the libera- 
tion struggle to defend Arab and Islamic values. 


And yet, independence would mainly be the work of modernists who were fairly 
Westernized but whose ideological range was great. In the 1950's, one saw in the 
Maghreb outstanding men such as Mauritanian Mokhtar Ould Daddah, Moroccans Mehdi 
Ben Barka, Abderrahim Bouabid and Ali Yata, the leaders of the Algerian FLN, and 
their elder, Tunisian Habib Bourguiba, while the East was dominated by two fi- 
gures: Iranian Mosaddeq and Egyptian Gamal Abdel-Nasser. Beginning in 1965, 
another generation would take over: that of Boumediene and Qadhdhafi in the 
Maghreb and of Yasser Arafat and Saddam Hussein in the Machrek, while the funda- 
mentalist wave began to appear on the horizon. It would not cease to grow over 
the past decade, sometimes becoming openly fundamentalist [integriste] and reach- 
ing a climax with the Iranian revolution. In the face of this groundswell of 
Islamic activism, how did the countries in the Central Maghreb react?

Emancipated Islam

[Text] A land of dissent and revolt, the Maghreb has, since its 
conversion to Islam in the 7th century, been characterized by its 
doctrinal intransigence, moral strictness and proselytism. Islam 
would be the ferment for people's resistance to foreign penetration, 
but independence was to be achieved by rather Westernized modernists. 
In the face of the fundamentalist wave, Libya opted for radical re- 
formism, while Mauritania hesitates- (Li MONDE, 26 January). 


Tunis--"Islam has liberated the mind and recommends that its laws be reflected 
upon so that they might be adapted to the human evolution." On the eve of inde- 
pendence, on 2 August 1956, President Bourguiba thus commented on the proposed 
personal status code defining the rights of women through, .among other things, 
the suppression of polygamy. This text, adopted a few days later, was the first 
manifestation of his will to emancipate Tunisian society. In the euphoria reign- 
ing after the power takeover, the elite of the Destourian Socialist Party (PSD) 
and a large part of public opinion, mainly the young, unreservedly supported this 
spirit of reform of an unprecedented boldness in the Arab and Islamic nations at 
the time. 


The nationalist epic and the fight against “Youssefist dissidence" led by Salah 
Ben Youssef, secretary general of the PSD, of a conservative nature, gave to the 
party of the commander in chief great ascendancy, which in turn enabled him to 
sweep away the reticence and even the hostility aroused here and there among the 
traditionalist bourgeoisie, but also, among the people, by secular and modernist 
reforms he managed to bring about: suppression of the religious tribunals, dis- 
mantling of the Zitouna university, liquidation of the habous (property in mort- 
main), debate on the fasting in the month of Ramadan and the use of contraceptives. 


The shrewdness of President Bourguiba and the other Tunisian leaders mainly con- 
sisted of warding off the accusation of atheism in advance by systematically re- 
ferring to the Koran, at least to a rational, contemporary and living reading 

of the sacred book. In 1964, on the first day of the month of Ramadan, the 
chief of state had himself filmed by television cameras while drinking a glass 
of orange juice during the fasting hours, but immediately rationalized the 
"sacriligious" gesture by referring to the spirit of the Koran. "A working man 
cannot stand fasting and must not deprive himself of food out of fear of scandal, 
he said. "The prophet himself broke Lent.... Every time the exigencies of 
temporal life became difficult to reconcile with the obligation to fast, our 
prophet let logic and reason of state prevail. Right now, it is in our interest 
to work...." 





Such a challenge, added to the excessive zeal on the part of a number of local 
authorities, apparently left its mark: It was not by any accident when, some 
20 years iater, the fundamentalists used that episode and the personal status 








code to revive dissent. But did that dissent truly needs such alibis in order to 
surface? Tunisia has always been a favorite place for ideological debate and 
historians point to currents of thought which emerged at the Zitouna University 
in Tunis before reaching the Machrek, where they reportedly contributed to the 
Organization of the "Muslim brothers," for example. Nor must one forget that 
President Bourguiba was just as marked by the French pre-World War II policy 

as he was by the important movement of the Muslim reformists of the 19th century. 
That Zitouna always remained aloof from the nationalist action led by the Des- 
tourian Party, if not openly hostile to-it, must also be taken into account. This 
duel between rationalists having graduated from the Sorbonne and the followers 

of Zitounian metaphysics could only lead, upon independence, to the supremacy of 
the former and the distrust, opposition and then rancor of the latter. 


At the beginning of the 1960's, on essential matters, the Bourguibian policy, 

by virtue of nuances and shrewd meandering, still went down with public opinion. 
Article 1 of the constitution was content to state: "Tunisia is a free, indeper- 
dent and sovereign nation....'"' However, most Muslim countries state precisely 
that: "Islam is the state religion."’ The government nevertheless set up an 
organization of religious institutions, placed under the supervision of the prime 
minister, while official speeches mingled praises of religion, spiritual impera- 
tives and sovial considerations with the denunciation of archaic practices. 


Iranian Shock Wave 


The religious movement did not begin to take wing until 1969, at the time of the 
crisis of confidence affecting the party after the halt in the socialist policy, 
at the time when President Bourguiba, now ill, was forced to seek care abroad. 
Between the Draconian and authoritarian socialism of Ahmed Ben Salah and the 
almost uncontrolled liberalism of ‘Hedi Nouira, who suddenly took his place, a 
considerable vacuum opened up and the Islamic ideology easily filled it. 


In 1970, the Association To Protect the Koran was formed with the backing of the 
government. At the time of the first congress a year later, its leaders developed 
positions mainly inspired by the Pakistani and Machrek fundamentalist movements. 
The ebb of the secular policy watched as the government, mainly in the universi- 
ties, mobilized young Islamic "soldiers" fight th. ascent of the left, using 

the Association which, for its part, developed its network through cultural, even 
philanthropic, activities. At the prompting of the government, more mosques be- 
gan to be built. 


But for the government, the warning level was reached following the dark days of 
January 1978, The Tunisian General Federation of Labor (UGTT), which for several 
months had rallied most of the opposition (not hesitating to use religious slogans, 
as at Sfax during the months of Ramadan in 1977), was then decapitated. The 
mosques and the Islamic associations were very quickly able to impose their power 
as the sole places of dissent and free speech. Sermons in the mosques took on a 
subversive tone, It was in this context that the Iranian revolution occurred. It 
helped radicalize the methods and issues of the religious movement in Tunisia. 

From that time on, the government would have to reckon with the existence of an 
increasingly determined network, apparently enjoying substantial financial means, 








backed by youths who preached fundamentalists and anti-imperialist sermons and 
who were increasingly hostile to the established political system. 


This trend, initially called the Islamic Revival Movement, recruited its most 
active members from among the intellectuals and their sympathizers in all strata 
of society, from the poorest rural environments to technicians and government 
employees at the highest levels. 


In November 1979, the movement secretly held its first meetings in the Tunis 
suburbs. The main figures to emerge were Abdelfattah Mourou, attorney, Hassan 
Ghodbani, also an attorney, whose skill as an orator won him great notoriety 
among those who faithfully attended Friday prayers, Habib Mokni, and especially, 
Rached Ghannouchi, philosophy professor, who very quickly-came to the forefront 
as the "emir." But at the same time that their following increased, the first 
dissension emerged among the fundamentalist leaders, whether over questions of 
ideology, tactics or quite simply, leadership. 


The movement then became a kind of mosaic in which groups and organizations of 
various fairly well-defined allegiances intermingled. In addition to the faction 
headed by Rached Ghannouchi, which later became the Islamic Tendency Movement (MTI), 
one noted the existence of the-Progressive Islamic Tendency, which claimed to 
follow "open and revolutionary" Islam and whose action was mainly aimed at social 
and cultural aspects. The Islamic Party of the Choura (coordination), now left 
out and once led by Hassan Ghodbani, was long the cantor for the Iranian revolu- 
tion, before slipping unnoticed toward the Iraqi Ba'th in its fight against the 
Khomeyni regime. In addition, there were: the Islamic Avant-Garde, which 
preached explosive, underground action; and the Islamic Liberation Party, which 
has never made its activist objectives publicly known, but which was reportedly . 
inspired by the ideology of the tabligh wa daoua (the message and the appeal) 
faction. 


The Islamic Tendency Movement is by far the best organized, the most powerful 
and the most widely heeded. Last spring, it took advantage of the democratiza- 
tion policy begun by the government to demand its recognition as a political . 
party, probably believing that the time had come to try to play the card of © 
legal intervention in order to make political use of the following already won 
by its underground, then semi-underground, action and by the preachers it in- — 
tended to influence. 


"Islam is our ideological platform, determining all of our options and choices on 
the economic, cultural and social levels," explained its president, Ghannouchi, 
at the time the movement was set up. Some time earlier, his assistant, Abdel- 
fattah Mourou, told us: "We no longer want Islam to be shut up in the mosques." 


Halting the Violence 





Among other things, the MTI wanted to develop the mosques "as centers of worship 

and mobilization of the people." It wanted the adoption of an "overall concept of 
Islam" in all sectors and the "practicing of political action far from secularity 
and opportunism." Nevertheless, references to democratic principles, to the right 
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of the people's forces to exercise freedom of expression and assembly, to the 
necessary "consolidation of trade union action so as to guarantee its autonomy" 
and to "support for national libération movements in the world" give its manifesto 
a shading differentiating it from the traditional fundamentalist statements. 


Less than 2 months after the publication of this profession of faith, most of the 
leaders of the movement, some of which had already been questioned several times 
by the police briefly, were arrested and charged. One must observe that from 

the very beginning of 1981, dissent, often initiated and conducted based on re- 
ligious slogans, resulted in increasingly frequent acts of violence. The move- 
ment in the high schools, whose origin lay in fairly well-founded demands, led 

to the looting and burning of a number of schools and disorder in the streets, 
and in the universities, where knives and iron bars made-their appearance, the 
escalation led to the kidnaping and threatened killing of the dean of the School 
of Science. A series of incidents, generally marked by Islamic slogans, were 
rightly or wrongly attributed to the MTI, whose ever growing numbers were evi- 
denced in the streets by their clothing. + In the face of the spreading violence, 
the MTI adopted a somewhat ambiguous attitude. It naturally condemned it, but 

it also advanced arguments justifying the anger leading to these excesses. 


Curiously enough, at the time of the September trial of the some 100 leaders and 
members of the movement given harsh sentences ranging as high as 11 years in 
prison, the accusations of violence, inciting to revolt, violation of individual 
freedoms and relations with "foreign parties belonging to nations with expan-zion- 
istic aims on behalf of the religious revolution," made against them by the min- 
ister of interior, were not retained. 


In not hesitating to begin the trial, whose obvious political nature was in 
annoying contrast with the democratic process underway, it would appear that the 
authorities felt that there was a real risk of seeing the underground, then 
extremist, more radical organization go beyond the legal framework with which | 
the movement had just endowed itself.in order to better consolidate an already 
substantial foothold. Moreover, after this halt, which nearly coincided with 
the campaign of arrests unleashed in Egypt by President Sadat just before 

his assassination on 6 October and the bloody incidents at the -Laghouat Mosque 
in Algeria, all the political groups participating in the 1 November legislative 
elections, including the Communist Party, solicited fairly directly the voters 
close to the MTI,~ constantly referring in their campaign to Arab-Islamic values.? 


And what is the situation of fundamentalism in Tunisia today? No-one, even at 
the government level, can answer the question precisely. But it is certain that 
the religious influence, mainly advanced by a secularization that was perhaps too 
rapid and the internal crises which the regime experienced, then used by the 
government itself for reasons of stability, had a definite impact on the popula- 
tion. It found a favorable terrain in the "new middle classes,"" on which is 
anchored the ideology of an Islamic renewal based on the dream, in the middle of 
the 20th century, of a rebirth of the political and social system of the original 
Muslim community of Medina. 


Prime Minister Mohamed Mzali takes a confident tone: "First of all, I dispute 
the label ‘Islamic tendency,' because all Tunisians are Muslims," he recently 
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told us. "It is a group that uses religion for political purposes and its ac- 
tion degenerated into acts of violence. I do not believe that Tunisians as a 
whole can follow these extremists. They find their troops mainly among adoles- 
cents mostly from poor backgrounds who feel excluded from society. Consequently, 
their only means of fighting it is to attack the Western model with which they 
identify the regime, It is up to us to explain to them and prove that the situa- 
tion is compietely different and I believe that in the end, good sense will win ou 
out."

1. Since the month of September, a government circular, which is not strictly 
applied, has banned "denominational clothing" in the schools and public 
departments. 


2. The Tunisian press as a whole formally accused the MTI of collusion with Iran 
and waged a virulent campaign against the regime of Imam Khomeyni. 


3. Before their arrest, the MTI leaders let it be known that they would refuse 
to participate in the elections which "the government was organizing in order 
to camouflage its repeated failures and deceive the people about its real 
intentions." 


Algeria: Defending Authentic Islam

[Text] After two initial articles devoted to fundamentalism in 
the Maghreb and the special situation in Tunisia, D. Junqua now 
analyzes the case of Algeria (LE MONDE, 26, 27 January). 


Algiers--Allaaaaaaaaah Ouakbar: Amplified as loud as it would go, the holy 
phrase that calls Muslims to prayer all over the world breaks the silence of the 
night and reminds us that "God is the Almighty."" The voice of the muezzin dwells 
at length on the second syllable, which comes through the dawn air of all the 
quarters of the city like a moan. 


Algeria now has some 5,000 mosques, but that figure will soon be surpassed. Work 
is underway everywhere. 


In order to be convinced of the Islamic thrust, one would only have to go to the 
outlying areas of the capital on Friday morning. The mosques, often set up in 
apartments or garages, are too small to hold all the faithful and they line up 

in long rows in the streets, which are temporarily blocked and supervised by 

young people in white robes. But many other signs bear witness to this revival of 
Islam: the setting up of prayer rooms in the factories, government offices, 
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universities; the appearance in the streets of "Muslim sisters"; the craze for 
the pilgrimage to Mecca, in which tens of thousands of Algerians participate 
every year; the giving up of alcohol by some men, and so on. 


These spontaneous and profoundly popular phenomena are become more marked in the 
past 3 years under the particular influence of the Iranian revolution, although. 
the people are conscious that they are reviving an old tradition: "Until the 
French colonization, Algerian Islam exercised great influence," we were told by 
Meziane, rector of the University of Algiers. "Its role was especially important 
in Africa. The Tijania, a brotherhood that is now very active in Senegal, Gambia, 
Chad, Niger and Nigeria, began in the 19th century with a people's spirituality 
movement in the region of Laghouat.... Another important brotherhood, the Senous~ 
sia, began in Mazouna, north of El Asnam, in the Dahra Mountains.... Algerian 
Islam's following is also greatly due to the way in which it resisted the coloni- 
zation and preached the jihad. Abd el-Kader's influence was felt throughout the 
Maghreb and its resistance was a model for the entire Muslim world. He also 

left a spiritual message. In the East, he is known as the man who protected the 
Druses and the Christians against ‘the massacres. Colonization concealed this 
rich past, but Islam nevertheless remained a living reality in the people, one 

of the most solid elements of the Algerian soul." 


False Modernism and Rural Customs 


For 130 years, the Muslim faith constituted the central core of resistance to be- 
coming French, to the loss of identity. Islam now plays the same role in the 

face of a threat that is no longer political or military, but that is more insidi- 
ous because it is of sociocultural essence. massive industrialization, urbaniza- 
tion, development of school attendance, brutal confrontation with the rationalist 
universe of science and technology, the discovery -- thanks to oil revenue -- of 
the consumer society: These things have unleashed an enormous upheaval testing 
the traditional values and structures, when they were not swept away. 


"The injection of large financial means into economic circuits helped create a 
new social class of entrepreneurs, upper-level management and technical person- 
nel and courtiers, whose way of life shocks believers," one sociologist says. 
"They feel attacked by a false modernism. Algerian society is still profoundly 
penetrated by rural traditions, It reacts morally rather than politically. In 
the face of phenomena of waste, corruption, scorn for the public welfare, the 
decline of morals and the development of social inequalities, there is a pheno- 
menon of rejection and a return to Islam. One has here a sign of moral health 
that has nothing disturbing, on the contrary, and that contains no trace of fana- 
tacism," 


But Islam can also be a refuge: "We watch young people arrive from modest cir- 
cumstances, filled with traditional values," a professor at the Bab Ez-Zouar Sci- 
ence and Technical University near Algiers, tells us, "They discover other young 
people who are closer tc Western culture, who hum the latest hit songs from 
London or Paris, wear imported clothing, speak French, drink alcohol and organize 
parties, The choice is simple. Either they accept being left out, meaning that 
they are inferior, or they reject it all and affirm their own identity, which 

















means giving greater value to the Arabic language and the practice of religion. 
These are the young people who ‘requisitioned’ three class rooms to set them up 
as prayer rooms. The two groups scorn one another, if they do not actually hate 
each other. But the gap between them is cultural rather than political." 


Houari Boumediene underestimated this type of problem. He naturally developed a 
progressive concept of Islam. His famous speech at the Islamic conference in 
Lahore shows this: "If the mosque is used-to defend injustice, exploitation, 
slavery and feudalism, it is no longer the mosque of Islam, but the mosque that 
destroys Islam." 


But the former chief of staté did not seem to believe in Islam as a factor in the 
evolution of Algerian society. Vigorously opposing the fundamentalists, he had 
unsuccessfully tried to secularize public life by building a modern, Western- 

type government. He did not develop the means of promoting his concept of Islam 
in the field, leaving a vacuum that others used to their advantage. The Ministry 
of Religious Affairs could grant only a subsidy of 10,000 dinars (1 Algerian 
dinar = 1.25 francs) to associations wishing to build a mosque, then name an imam. 
This function has therefore become bureaucratized and the imams ended up by 
constituting a corps of civil servants often more anxious to obtain a higher rank 
than to spread "the Word." Out of the 5,000 now practicing, 3,000 have inadequate 
training and some are even illiterate, religious leaders admit. 


The corps of imams has therefore gotten old, despite an attempted rejuvenation in 
1973. At the present time, the ministry has only two training centers: one in 
Meftah (formerly Rivet), near Algiers, with about 100 students; and Tamanrasset, 
opened in January 1981, with about 50 students, including 20 Africans. "The 
problem of training is one of our prime concerns," Minister of Religious Affairs 
Chibane told us, "and it is not easy to solve." 


The coexistence of a spiritual and doctrinal vacuum and an immense thirst for 
knowledge, accompanied by a demand for purity, leaves the door open to all types 
of influence and manipulation. This situation is exploited by fundamentalist 
factions -— some of which are financed from the outside -- which do not hesitate 
to use intimidation and force. There have been sometimes brutal conftontations 
in the universities and institutes. Repeatedly, the National Union of Algerian 
Youth (UNJA) has strongly denounced the "action" of those it lumps together under 
the label of ‘Muslim brothers." In 1979 and 1980, the fundamentalists, often 
allied with Arab nationalists, even set up vigilance committees in some university 
compounds and "arrested" for trial progressive militants accused of "Marxism" or 
"Berberism."' Young people were stabbed or mutilated and girls had acid thrown at 
them for not wearing "Islamic clothing." 


The fundamentalist groups also aim their action at the "official" mosques. They 
dispute the imams named by the government and sometimes manage to have them 

kicked out and replaced by one of their own. There was recently a case in 

Laghouat where the police had to intervene against a group that had taken over a 
mosque, Other groups set up "independent" places of worship free from all super- 
vision, in which the Friday sermons are scarcely veiled tirades against the govern- 
ment and the regime's progressive options. 
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Algerian authorities have sized up the political danger represented by Wahhabism, 
imported from Saudi Arabia, and the thought of Pakistani Al Manwdoudi, mainly 
reaching student circles. President Chadli Bendjedid, who has made the pilgrimage 
to Mecca twice since taking power, never misses a chance to say that no one can 
teach him anything about Islam, For the first time, in October, following the 
Laghouat clashes during which one policeman was stabbed, the press broke its 
silence, The weekly ALGERIE ACTUALITE wrote, in an article entitled "Defending 
Authentic Islam Against the False Prophets": "It is not the pure, generous, toler- 
tolerant Islam for which our ancestors and forefathers have fought from time imme- 
morial that these so-called 'messengers' wish to teach us through intimidation and 
aggression. Authentic Islam, the Islam of social justice, does not fit into 
their backward "historic perspective.' The national constitution and the immense 
achievements of our people and particularly of our young people are banned from 
their language.... Is it a pact with the devil that these hateful 'preachers' 
have concluded, preachers who, through generous subsidies whose sources are well- 
known, put out an absurd phraseology and try to pronounce bans contrary to the 
very principles of Islam," 


No Impunity 

Minister of Religious Affairs Chibane refuses to hear of a "progressive" Islam in 
opposition to a "traditionalist" or "fundamentalist" Islam. "I reject all those 
labels," he told us. "Nor can there be any question of speaking about Algerian 
Islam. We do not tint Islam; it is Islam itself that colors us. It is Islam 

that contains progressiveness. We did not give it that content. Everything said 
in socialism is in Islam, I challenge anyone to cite one social value not found 
there. The march toward economic and social progress, toward development, is part 
of our religion. Contrary to what many of its detractors who denounce its so- 
called ‘fatalism' may think, the role of destiny is a positive factor. If we 
succeed in our undertaking, believe in destiny protects us from the temptation of 
despair. It is encouragement to action and not an incentive for passiveness." 


In order to defend the ‘original purity" of the Islamic message, the government 
decided to be present in the field. A series of operations were included in the 
5-year plan: construction of 160 "pilot" mosques, one per daira (subprefecture), 
and as many Koranic schools; the building of two Islamic academies in Oran and 
Algiers to serve the nation; construction of 26 Islamic cultural centers in all 
wilaya (departments) that do not yet have them; and finally, the establishment 

of three Islamic sciences institutes in Tlemcen, Mascara and Medea, 


But supervision of this structure will in itself become a stake, The fundamental- 
ist factions in fact already hold posts in the government machinery, government 
offices and even certain national companies. They manage to be heard in the press, 
on television and in publications, as shown in 1980 by the printing, by the very 
official National Publishiug and Distribution Company (SNED), of a work by Shaykh 
Abdellatif Ali Soitani totally opposed to government doctrine. It would appear — 
that they inspired the preliminary family code drawn up by the Ministry of Justice. 


The government takes.a great risk in descending into the religious arena. "The 


government does want Islam," one young teacher told us, “but an asepticized, con- 
trolled Islam in keeping with its views. But Islam is a torrent and it does not 
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separate the temporal from the spiritual. If the government truly proclaims to 
be Muslim, it will have to align its action with its statements and give up its 
double-talk., One does not play with Islam with impunity." 


Morocco: Protected by Commander

[Text] Characterized by its doctrinal intransigence and moral 
strictness, Islam in the Maghreb served as the ferment for the 
people's resistance to foreign penetration, but independence was 
the work of fairly Westernized modernists. While Libya opted for 
a radical reformism and Mauritania hesitates in the face of the 
fundamentalist wave, Tunisia has resolved to strike out at the 
activist movements, some of which are resorting to violence, and 
Algeria is taking measures to defend “authentic Islam" against the 
"false prophets" and the "hateful preachers" (LE MONDE, 26, 27 and 
28 January). 


Rabat--At first sight, Moroc.wo seems to have been strangely spared by the pheno- 
menon of Muslim fundamentalism, With few exceptions, mainly among the young, 
city dwellers, upon questioning, tend to deny or to minimize the impact of Muslim 
activists on the country. 


In general, one notes that the manifestations of young people claiming to be 
Muslim brothers, for example, are relatively rare in the universities and in all 
strata of society. It is true that students wear the veil, imitating their Egyp- 
tian or Maghrebian comrades, and in certain professional schools, the number of 
these militants may make up as high as 10 percent of those enrolled. Neverthe- 
less, in general, this ostentation is rather attributed to a protest over exces- 
Sive Westernization and the laxity of morals rather than to strictly religious 
convictions. 


In the native quarters, there is scarcely any more talk of the fundamentalists 
since the 1979 alert that followed the events in Saudi Arabia and the attack on 
the Great Mosque in Mecca. On that occasion, the participation of a number of 
Moroccans in the commando was noted by Saudi authorities, who reportedly even 
supplied lists to Moroccan police, who in turn proceeded to make arrests. No 
more was needed to prompt many men to shave off their beards out of fear of being 
classified as Muslim brotherhood sympathizers, 


The bearded militants, wearing white djellabas, would sometimes appear in rural 
areas to pronounce sermons followed with curiosity by the people. But these 
manifestations of village prophets belong to Moroccan tradition, especially in 
Berber areas and the southern region of the country. In Fes, the fanatic Zitouni 
and his zaouia (brotherhood) caused talk in 1980 following a violent confrontation 
with the police, But the individual involved was already known during the time 

of the protectorate, is out of the mainstream and is known as being unbalanced. 
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Much more disturbing was the role played by the Muslim brothers in the assassina- 
tion, on 18 December 1975 in Casablanca, of Omar Benjelloun, one of the best 
known leaders of the Socialist Union of Popular Forces (USFP). The trial of the 
murderers, which had gone on for 3 years, was reopened from 15 to 18 September 
1980 before the Criminal Chamber of the Casablanca Court of Appeal. Two of the 
accused were sentenced to death, nine to prison for life and three were acquitted. 


Among those sentenced to life imprisonment, two were so condemned in absentia. 
They were the principal figures involved. One of them, Abdelaziz Naamani, ar- 
rested in 1977, had subsequently "disappeared"; the other, Abdelkrim Moutii, 

was the main leader of the Islamic Youth Association, of which all the accused 
were members and which is considered to be the real author of the murder of the 
Moroccan socialist leader. It is said that after leaving Morocco, Moutii sought 
asylum in Saudi Arabia. The plaintiffs: the family of Omar Benjelloun and the 
USFP, demanded in vain that the Moroccan Government seek his extradition. 


Another of the accused, one Kamal Ibrahim, who was to be acquitted, reportedly 
revealed during questioning that the Islamic Youth Association had been set up 

to physically liquidate politicians and intellectuals who were "adversaries of 
Islam." Perhaps the Muslim brothers recognized in the USFP their most formidable 
enemy. In fact, one of the arguments most frequently used on the left to explain 
the relative discretion of the Muslim brothers in Morocco and their apparent dif- 
ficulties in recruiting sympathizers consists of comparing the country's political 
and social situation with that of. Algeria, Tunisia or Egypt. The Moroccan kingdom 
offered the opposition more opportunity to express its discontent, with pluralism 
playing the role of safety valve. This argument is heard from prominent social- 
ists and is found in a study on fundamentalism published in October 1980 by the 
periodical LAMALIF, published in Casablanca, 


But how long will this safety valve operate in the situation created by the 
trials that followed the Casablanca riots, especially since the arrest of the main 
leaders of the USFP, particularly Abderrahim Bouabid? It-is a legitimate question. 


Traditional Religious Structures 


The periodical LAMALIF mentioned the case of peasants in the region of Kalaa- 
Sragh, who reportedly sought refuge in the sanctuary of Moulay Ali Charif near 
Marrakech in order to express their grievances against their caid. In the region 
of Haouz, other peasants have allegedly used the sanctuary of Moulay Brahim 

to gather and manifest their discontent. 


One can also explain the weak support for fundamentalism in Morocco by another 
obstacle: the existence of traditional religious structures. According to the 
constitution, the king is first of all the commander of the believers (amir al 
mouminine). It is his duty to ensure respect for Islam. The sovereign never 
misses an opportunity to remind people of the role, especially during Ramadan, 
during which he directs evening prayer services at the Royal Palace. 


The secular arm is still wielded in the service of the Muslim faith and Moroccans 
who permit themselves to eat or drink in public during Ramadan can be arrested 
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and risk 6 months imprisonment. The unity of the Malekite rite strengthen's the 
king's authority over Moroccan believers. 


The ulemas are under his authority. They are organized into regional councils, 
one of the most important of which, that of Fes, the kingdom's religious capital, 
met on 28 September in order to put into practice the royal directives issued on 
the occasion of the 20th anniversary of the death of Mohamed V (February 1961). 
Religious life is also intense in the zaouias (brotherhoods), which have experi- 
enced a veritable rebirth. The cult of the local saints, the marabouts, espe- 
cially in Bedouin areas in the south and in Berber country is still as widespread. 
The impact of religion on poor inhabitants, both in the country and the city 

(the shantytowns are partially made up of peasants driven out of rural areas by 
the drought), is enormous. One can measure it by the scrupulous respect shown 
for the many bans more or less linked to religions and to the survival of count- 
less tenacious superstitions. 


The social and political problems facing Morocco are more acute than ever at this 
beginning of 1982, but the opposition movements still present, in both the Social- 
ist and Communist parties, channel discontent. An even more important fact: In 
Morocco, fundamentalism encounters a religion protected by its traditionalism and 
its particular structures linked to the country's history. The king and ulemas 
have, in addition, exercised the greatest severity with respect to all kinds of 
heresies, whether it be the excesses of the Iranian Shiites or the questioning of 
the Sunna (Muslim orthodox tradition) by President Qadhdhafi. The close ties 
maintained by King Hassan II with Saudi Arabia, guardian of the holy places of 
Islam, illustrates the orthodoxy of Morocco and its king and perhaps explain why 
fundamentalism and its excesses experience some difficuity in gaining a foothold 
in the country. 


Modernity Without Losing Islamic Heritage

[Text] Following a study of Islam's penetration of the Maghreb 
and the analyses of our correspondents in Tunis, Algiers and Rabat 
on the current situation (LE MONDE, 26, 27, 28 and 29 January), 
Paul Balta draws the conclusions from this research. 


Since the conversion of the Maghreb to Islam, trade and mutual influence have 
never ceased between the region and the Machrek. Like most Arab and Muslim coun- 
tries, the Maghrebian nations have for a half century lived a triple national, 
industrial and social revolution similar to the one that took two or three centur- 
ies in Europe. 


The national revolutior enabled these countries to gain independence, with the 
nation, in the Western sense of the term, having precedence over the Umma, or 
community or believers. The industrial and technological revolution upset old 
ways of thought and the structures of traditional society. The case is especially 
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visible in Mauritania, where a hartani (freed slave) told us: "It is not enough 
to abolish slavery and to tell the slave that he is free. It is still necessary 
to change his way of thinking and that of his master and to create new struc- 
tures.... Finally, the social revolution stemming from the first two is linked 
to the appearance of a parasitic bourgeoisie that receives various kinds of 
revenue (oil, industry, land speculation, brokerage related to sponsoring, and 

so on) but that creates practically nothing and a technocratic bourgeoisie capable 
of managing plants imported from the West but not of setting up their own. 


The Maghreb also has its individual characteristics. On the religious level, it 
has always demonstrated doctrinal intransigence and moral strictness. Further- 
more, unlike countries in the Near East -~ with the exception of Palestine -- it 
experienced a fairly substantial colonial settlement that left a profound mark on 
it. Since independence, it has remained in direct contact with Europe because 

of geographic proximity, the "Francization" (or “Hispanization") of the elite 

and the flow of migrant workers, 


But while the Maghrebian nations felt the full shock of the industrial civiliza- 
tion, they also gained -- like Lebanon and Egypt which, more open to the West, 
were also the cradle of the Nahda (rebirth) in the 19th century that is questioned 
by certain fundamentalists -- a clearer awareness of the backwardness of the Arab 
and Muslim world since the time it experienced its "goiden age" that was at the 
root of the European Renaissance. Each of these nations, with their own means and 
genius, has made a particular effort since independence a quarter of a century ago 
to catch up. 


Such a situation obviously-causes a series of contradictions that make the gap 
between rich and poor, modernists and traditionalists, city dwellers and peasants, 
at home, and between north and.south, on the international level, more tangible. 
But social changes have always been a source of confrontations. 


The shock wave fron the Iranian revolution did not create fundamentalism in the 
Maghreb, but it did serve to reveal a latent malaise. It is within this context 
that the activist movements were manifested. However, one must not make an amal- 
gam; rather, one must make a distinction between those which, financed by Saudi 
Arabia, defend a concept linked to the past, those who would follow the Imam 
Khomeyni in order to try to destroy existing regimes, and those who see an example 
in the reformism of Qadhdhafi. 


What struck us among most the activists we met was their determination to come to 
power. With remarkable perspicacity, they detect the gaps and failings of the 
existing governments and are formidably effective in their criticism. Their 
simple and penetrating language affects the people because it is familiar to them 
and because they understand it. On the other hand, they had scarcely any social 
proposals to put in effec. “f they should succeed. To the questions we asked them 
on education, the assimilation of technology and its consequences and the place 

of women, they answered: "We have the Koran and we are inspired by the example 

of Muhammad in Medina." 


At the beginning of the Iranian revolution, most of the ayatollahs in Wom, Tehran, 
Meched and Ispahan gave analogous answers, adding "Ali's example."" The fact that 
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they have since shown themselves to be incapable of promoting truly innovative 
reforms in the Islamic republic has led groups of activists, still in the minority, 
to reflect, following the example of the Moudjahidin Khalq in Iran and a few pro- 
gressive Muslim thinkers, on the way in which Islamic society can accede to 
modernity without going back on its values. 


In the past, the Muslim brothers -- the first fundamentalist organization to 
emerge in Egypt in 1928-1929 -- did mot conceal a certain inclination for violent 
action. Not only did they set a trend, but with the Iranian revolution, most of 
the activist movements, whatever their name, seemed to resort to it systematically. 
In fact, although the authorities in Tehran sought to conceal it, the trial of the 
main arsonist of the Rex Cinema in Abadan revealed that he had acted at the insti- 
gation of religious leaders who wanted to divert suspicions onto the SAVAK (the 
Shah's secret service) and thereby speed up the course of the revolution. 


Certain activist groups in the Maghreb -- and elsewhere -- do not even take the 
trouble of using such ruses. They act openly, accusing regimes in power of "be- 
traying Islam." A kind of "international" of Islamic fundamentalism seems to have 
been instituted. At any rate, there is coordination between several organizations. 
Coordinated use of violence is a new phenomenon deserving of attention. If Islam 
is not exempt from violence, it is also, of the three monotheistic religions, the 
one that has always been the most tolerant.1 Muslims have neither massacred peo- 
ples nor destroyed civilizations, as was the case at the time of the conquest of 
the Americas and Africa. Nor have they practiced any inquisition. 


Fundamentalism, activism and integrisme are basically the different aspects of 

the shakeup caused by the formidable shock that has hit Muslim society. The first 
modernist leaders of the Maghreb tended -- but did they have the means to do other- 
wise? -——- to imitate the West and to import technology and morals. The men of the 
second generation, such as Qadhdhafi and Boumediene, sought to better reconcile 
authenticity and modernity. For their part, the fundamentalists would like to 
import the technology but not the morals. However, already within their own 

ranks, progressive radicals are beginning to oppose the conservatives. It is 

true that societies can only be changed by inventing the future based on the 

past, net by going back to it. 


One of the Largest Mosques in Africa [by Daniel Junqua] 


Constantine--It will be one of the largest mosques in Africa, a center of spiri- 
tual influence and theological studies, a symbol of the place Algeria intends to 
give to Islam, It is the pride of the Constantine people, who follow the slow 
ascent toward the sky of the two square i:inarets which, 120 meters high, will be 
topped by gigantic copper crosses. These minarets frame a monumental cupola 

65 meters high and 24 meters in circumference, The great prayer room will hold 
12,000 faithful, These figures give an idea of the size of the Emir-Abdelkader 
Mosque going up in the southern section of the old city, opposite the university. 


Work begun in June 1971 will not be finished for 2 or 3 years. Each 3f the 80 
cornices must be sculpted one by one, the ceilings and walls must be decorated, 
the 18 monumental carved wooden doors must be put in place, the 10 elévators 
installed and heating and air conditioning put in. 
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Three decorators will not see their work, having died as work was underway, as did 
did the first architect, Egyptian Mustapha Moussa, who drew the plans in the Anda- 
lusian style, in accordance with President Boumediene's instructions. 


The choice of ‘Constantine was made because that city is the home of Ben Badis, 
father of Algerian reformism, who opened schools throughout the country to spread 
his thought. His disciples will have the means to continue his work: The Abdel- 
kader Mosque is accompanied by an ultramodern Islamic university that will open 
its doors in} 1982. It will be able to admit 650 students. They will have the 
most modern educational facilities: a library with 120,000 volumes, many amphi- 
theaters, record libraries, a 1,000—seat conference room and an Islamic museun. 
Finally, part of the buildings will hold recording studios for Algerian radio- 
television, which will be able to make its religious broadcasts there.

RUSSIANS REPORTED LOOTING RESOURCES TO PAY FOR WAR 
Paris LE FIGARO in French 28 Dec 81 p 2 
[Article by Barnard Bonilauri: "A Country Sacked"'] 


[Text] "I was able to visit the copper mines near Logar in 1976 and 1977," said J.P. 
Carbonel, last director of the French scientific mission to Afghanistan. "At that 
time, nothing was keeping them from being worked except the Soviet desire to slow 
things down on the pretext of studies and estimates that still had to be done." 


This was a false technical argument that the French scientist felt corresponded to 
the cynicism of Moscow's foreign strategy: the Russians were trying to confiscate 
Afghanistan's mineral wealth. Thus, for several years only Soviet technicians were 
in possession of the geological map of Afghanistan; they were monopolizing a mass of 
information essential to the development of the host country. 


In 1978, the Russian oil and gas mission in the Northern regions numbered 2,000 people. 
The year of the invasion, there were 230 geologists living in Jangdak, a village re- 
served for them west of Kabul. Actually, the corps of Soviet technicians was formed 
in the middle 60's, 


Beginning in 1967, the USSR undertook the production and importation of Afghan gas. 
The sharply increasing production was to be absorbed by the Soviet Union, which was 
a sole client quite happy to hold an overwhelming position. Ina kind of circular 
logic, the extraction and prospecting done by the Afghan 0il Company (Tafaousat) 
naturally fell under the control of engineers and managers from the homeland of com- 
munism. 


"Through this type of infiltration,'' Mr Carbonel emphasizes, "the Russians have tried 
for the past 20 years to create an artificial class consciousness in the Afghan people 
for whom the very term (in the Western sense) did not exist." 


The Despoiling 


In 1968, the Kremlin representatives obtained from the Afghan authorities production 
rights for the next 18 years. The contract did not even set the price of gas, which 
left the USSR free to impose its demands. A new agreement signed in 1974 authorized 
the exportation of 2 billion cubic meters a year to Soviet pumping stations from the 
Jarkundug field alone. In 1981, a total of 5 billion cubic meters have been exported. 
At this rate, Afghanistan's resources will be exhausted in about 30 years. 
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Also, the actual volume of exports may be much higher than these estimates indicate. 

Afghan engineers who have been able to take refuge in Europe say that the gas meters 

have been installed on the other side of the border, in the Soviet zone, and there is 
no way to check then, 


To tell the truth, the USSR has set up a perfect system for plunder. The seizure of 
natural wealth has been followed by organized theft. One has only to look at the 
figures to see that since 1967 the Russians--sole buyers of Afghan gas--have always 
paid prices 3 or 4 times lower than world prices. In the year just ending, the pur- 
chase price of the gas has not exceeded half that of international rates. By playing 
this game, Moscow has swindled the Afghan nation of $300 million. 


Killer Gas 


The Soviet profit mechanism has no limits. The Afghans set fees for prospecting and 
production: according to the terms of a contract drawn up in 1980, Afghanistan is sup- 
posed to order $18.6 million in drilling equipment from Soviet industry. 


On the bottom line, the Kabul government receives no foreign currency in: exchange for 
its deliveries. Moscow imposes the law of barter: the Soviets pay for their gas im- 
ports by delivering products they produce. That way, they prevent the Afghans from 
choosing foreign suppliers with better terms. 


After the invasion of the Ped Army, gas exports to the USSR doubled. Yet Afghanis- 
tan's debt to the USSR went up. The reason is that the Afghans must pay part of the 
costs of Soviet military intervention. To top the political horror story, the leaders 
in Kabul must pay for plane and helicopter sorties. And for the bombs. The barbarous 
mentality of the Kremlin chiefs cannot be equaled. "Afghan gas,"' says J.-P. Carbonel,. 
"pays for bombing Afghan civilian populations and gives work to Soviet arms workers." 
Need it be said that Afghan gas, which is a concrete symbol of the USSR's international 
totalitarianism, is sold by Moscow to Western countries? 


The gas example is not an isolated point. A Frenchman, Prof Lapparent, discovered 
the Hadgigak iron deposit in 1961, the largest in Asia. Now the Russians control it. 
And as the strategic mineral par excellence, uranium certainly is abundant. There 
again, Soviet experts have kept the secret: "Maybe a few Muscovite specialists," Mr 
Carbonel concluded, "know the exact level of the reserves."

PDPA SEEKING TO INCREASE FOOD PRODUCTION

[Text] The People's Democratic Party of Afghanistan [PDPA], in its struggles in 
our held-back society, always believed that in order to raise the living standard 
of the toiling individual of society, concurred with the vast national democratic 
changes, the society's ancient farming system must develop on a wide scale. 
Ancient farming facilities must be replaced by modern means, democratic land re- 
form must change the underdeveloped hamlets and villages of our society, large 
groups of farmers must be organized and the government must extend every material 
and moral support to farmers.

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Despite many difficulties during the first half of this year, the severance of 
aid from the World Bank and Asian Bank, the lack of some equipment, normal work 
continued on most projects. For example, excavation, grading, stone and concrete 
work as well as work on the major Salma water tunnel project went ahead according 
to plan, and progress continued on the Gorgan and Chahar-Darreh project. And 

the situation concerning the Band-e Sardi dam in Ghazni is satisfactory. 


Arrangements were completed last spring for the Keshk and Morghab dam, and work 
on the long-term Panj and (?Amura) project went ahead as usual. 


Satisfactory progress was also achieved in the development of canals and expansion 
of farming and the maintenance of dams and canals of the Helmand Valley and 
Arghandab projects as well as improvement in health matters. 


Thus, in spite of all the difficulties and obstacles created by imperialisn, 
reaction and their mercenaries against the revolution and revolutionary change, 
temporarily interrupting security and tranquility in regions and places, one can 
put a positive assessment on agricultural expansion in the first half of this 
year. We believe the road opened for social and economic progress by the PDPA 
cannot be obstructed by any power. Our people are raising their living standard 
step by step and forging ahead toward new successes.

EXILES ACCUSED OF PLOTTING AGAINST IRAN, PAKISTAN

but the bloody hands of these hirelings are clearly evident in all plots, in- 
trigues and crimes against the people of Iran and Pakistan.

These elements, serving the infernal American spy organization CIA, the Israeli 
intelligence service Mossad and the spy services of Pakistan, China, Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia, are involved in arms and drug trafficking. 


In order to expose the true face of these so-called defenders of Islam, we refer 
to facts and documents and raise the curtain to show the crimes of these 
elements. 


A number of counterrevolutionary elements, having escaped to Iran, committed 
unforgivable crimes in that country and with the help of the CIA have been 
carrying out counterrevolutionary activities against Iran. 


Commenting on this in one of his interviews with the Iranian newspaper ETTELA'AT, 
the deputy interior minister of Iran for political affairs said: We know quite 
well that among Afghan exile groups there are bands in the U.S. line.

Recently on instructions from the Iranian Islamic revolutionary public prosecutor 
in Mashhad, the head of the revolution guard corps in that city closed down the 
offices of one of the Afghan counterrevolutionary groups, that is Jam'iyat-—e 
Eslami-ye Afghanistan. 


Hojjatoleslam Safa'i, a member of the Iranian Majlis, made the following com- 
ment recently: We have come into possession of a tape which proves that this 
group is American. The United States pays its expenses, provides for its mater- 
ial and psychological needs and precisely determines their course. . 


Hojjatoleslam Safa'i adds: In one of the tapes which concern the speech of a 
leader of one of the group comments have been made which show their direct con- 
tacts with the United States. 


Safa'i has said that a majority of Afghani exiles, who are arrested on charges 
of picking pockets, the transporting and selling arms and narcotics, and improper 
acts, carry membership cards of the so-called Jam'iyat-e Eslami-ye Afghanistan. 


He has said that individuals connected with this group smuggle contraband arms 
and opium into Iran through Zahedan and place them at the disposal of elements 
opposed to the Islamic Revolution of Iran. 


Safa'i continues: During the arrest in Tayebad of a number of smugglers having 
ties with this group armed clashes took place several times. The leader of the 
group is an American agent and is now being sought by the authorities. 


One of those connected with an Afghan counterrevolutionary group acknowedged 
the following in an interview with an Iranian newspaper: In general, the 
United States puts a lot of money at the disposal of Pakistan which in turn 
puts the money at our disposal. 


The newspaper JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in one of its issues quoted foreign press re- 
ports concerning unity between Union of Afghan Counterrevolutionary Groups. 

In response to that report, the liberation movements section of Iran's revolu- 
tion guard corps has sent the following explanation to the newspaper: ‘!n addi- 
tion to the fact that some of those who have found their way into this Union are 
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connected with the West, one of the group leaders has surfaced in the United 
States and Europe and with the help of the United States and other Western 
bullies has drawn up a new plot against the Muslim people of Afghanistan. 


An Iranian newspaper by the name of ETTEHAD-E MARDOM wrote recently: We 
answered the Iranian deputy interior minister for political affairs according 
to our revolutionary duty and presented some available documents quoted by the 
supporters of Ayatollah Khomeyni and some other sources. We hope that, as in- 
dicated by the deputy interior minister of Iran for political affairs, these 
counterrevolutionaries will be decisively dealt with and the danger of their 
playing the role of reserve forces for the counterrevolution will be neutralized.

THREE-YEAR 'BALANCE SHEET! OF KHOMEYNI REGIME ELABORATED 
Paris NEHZAT in Persian 14 Jan 82 pp 1, 5, 6, 7, 8 


[Text ] Now that the third year of the establishment of the Islamic 

regime of Khomeyni is nearly at an end, it is necessary to evaluate 

the social and economic aspects of the regime, In this article, our 
dear readers are provided with a summary of this evaluation, 


First, we study the institutions and the socio-political manifesta- 
tions of the regime. 


The Closure of Political Parties 


The closure of political parties and halting of the activities of 
political groups, especially the national parties, was one of the 
main objectives of the regime. During this government's first two 
years, this plan was implemented step by step. Presently, in the 
country and its Islamic parliament, there exists only one party 
which is permitted to carry out its activities openly and officially, 
called the Islamic Republic, although it cannot be defined as a 
party in the strict sense of the word. In addition, there is the 
dependent Tudeh Party, which is not officially sanctioned to operate, 
but which, through its tactical movements, supports and indirectly 
guides both the internal affairs and the foreign policy of the 
regime, 


The Closure of the Press 


From the socio-political standpoint, another action of the regime 

was the closure of political newspapers and magazines. The freedom 
that the press and radio and television had during the short 
premiership of Dr Bakhtiar was totally eliminated by the religious 
sovernment of the clergy. Instead of 50 newspapers and weekly 
publications, which had been published in 1978, now there are the 

two confiscated newspapers, KEYHAN and ETTELA'AT (with very small 
circulations), and a few newly created newspapers, such as JOMHURI-YE 
ESLAMI and AZADEGAN, which do nothing but panegyrize. 
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Radio and television, loo, which have been, From the beyrinnitny, 
tools tor the oppression and dictatorship of the ruling regime, 
continue their work of brainwashing the people and distorting the 
realities of the situation in Iran. During these three years, its 
management and experts have been changed more than any other govern- 
ment organization to ensure that the regime is able to use this 
organization exclusively in the service of the ideology of the 
ruling party and government. Now "Hashemi-Rafsanjani," the speaker 
of the Islamic parliament of Khomeyni, is responsible, as the head 
of this organization and the representative of the ruling power of 
the clergy, for controlling the thoughts and ideas of the Iranian 
people. Its operators have gone so far in lying and distorting the 
truth that even (Goblez) looks good in comparison. 


The Closure of the Universities 


In 1978, Iran had 160 universities, colleges, and institutions of 
hipher education which were closed by Bani-Sadr, the first of 
Khomeyni's presidents, after the attack of the followers of the 
Hezbollah and Bani-Sadr, with hundreds killed and thousands injured, 
and they are still closed. In addition to the closure of these 
centers, the Olympic village, which was a center for athletic 
training in Iran, has been changed into a prison. The regime which 
Claimed it would have no political prisoners has incarcerated 
thousands of its opponents in this training center without any trials. 
Each day, they send a number of people to the firing squad either 
without any trials or with trials in which there is no right to 
defense, in less than an hour, 


The Closure of Judicial Power 


From the first day that Khomeyni took over the government, with the 
formation of the Islamic Revolution Council (under the leadership of 
Beheshti and Bani-Sadr), and with the formation of the transitional 
government of "Bazargan," judicial independence in Iran was totally 
abolished and groups of terrorists and murderers under the cloak of 
the revolution courts began the slaughter of political detainees and 
military commanders without the right to defense or appeal. Then, 
the independence movement of the military, nationalists, and other 
Struegslers was responded to with murders and slaughters without 
trials or the right to defense. According to official statistics 
prepared by Amnesty International in London, in the past three years, 
these slaughters have exceeded "3,500" people. While this report was 
being prepared, the latest official news indicated that according to 
KEYHAN newspaper report No 11464, dated 22 Dec 81, entitled, "17 
Coup d'etat Conspirators and Monarchists Were Executed by Firing 
Squad and Reza Haj-Marzban, Bakhtiar's Advisor, Was among Them," 

5 nationalist activists, 4 monarchists, 3 of the Mojahedin, and 5 
military officers who were against Khomeyni's regime were executed. 
While these slaughters indicate the hatred of the Iranian people for 
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the person of Khomeyni and his regime, they also show that, contrary 
to the claims of Khomeyni's regime, the opponents are not limited to 
one group; the opposition to the regime in Iran is multifaceted and 
widespread, Concerning the power to act and the atuthorily of the 
revolution courts--not as a joke, but as reality--note the statement 
of "Mo'tamedi," the Khomeyni regime's governor-general of Kerman: 


" o. , It is observed that the revolution court issues permits for 
dieging wells, whereas this is a duty of the department of irrigation 
(ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, No 507, dated 9 May 81). 


The closure of judicial power, taking away the authority and inde- 
pendence of the courts and replacing theological students as judges, 
and placing the judicial branch within the framework of theocratic 
rule--meaning the rule of the person of Khomeyni--not only resulted 
in the imprisonment, torture, and execution of the opponents of the 
government of the Islamic Republic, but also in the revolution 
committees, in addition to the revolution courts, taking over the 
duties of the civil courts to a great extent, engaging in the confis-— 
cation of people's property and transferring abroad those things 
which could no be sold domestically. In this connection, an article 
dated 13 Dec 81, in the weekly publication SUNDAY TIMES, entitled, 
"The Plunder of the National Forces in Iran by the Mullas," is worthy 
of note. The article begins as fo_lows: In Auditorium No 1 of 


"NOUVEAU DROUOT" in Paris one of the largest auctions of excavated and art objects 
of Iran is going on. This week, the auction of 1,500 antique pieces from oe 
Lorestan, some of which are rare, will be conducted by international 
dealers. Then the newspaper describes the kinds and prices of these 
pieces and writes: "Who is behind the auction of Iranian property?" 
and answers, "The mullas who head the revolution committees of 
Tehran's 20 districts." It adds that most of these objects are 

taken out of Iran in boxes marked as arms for Palestine. The article, 
"The Plunder of Iranian Art Objects," ends as follows: "The rush on 
Iranian art objects will continue in accordance with the specialties 
of the museums of the world's capitals: metal and ceramic objects 

to the Louvre in Paris, books and manuscripts to the British Museun, 
and finally, carpets to Hamburg. 


The Dismissal of Employees and Experts 


Another destructive program of the regime has been the dismissal of 
experienced employees and experts from government and public organi- 
zations and institutions in the name of purging, without payment of 
their retirement salaries. The superficial excuse for this action 
has been their cooperation with the past regime. But, in fact, the 
tarsets have been those employees who would not tolerate the 
treasonous actions of the present ruling regime and who resisted 
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to protect their rights. ‘The agent of this action which chases away 
the brains, ruins the thoughts, alienates the technical experts of 
Tran, and most likely increases dependence on foreign countries is a 
joint Islamic-communist organization which has been formed in every 
institution, factory, and workshop under the name "Islamic Society." 
The work of these societies consists of making cases against peopie, 
bringing accusations, and threatening those employees who are not 
affiliated with the party and the regime of the Islamic Republic, 
ideologically, intellectually, politically, and socially. Their goal 
is chiefly ideological censorship. The newspaper of the National 
Front, which was published in Tehran last year, in its issue No 59, 
dated 2 May 81, states the main demands of the people from the 
sovernment as follows: The clearing out of the bludgeon carriers 
from the office of parties and newspapers, freedom of the press, the 
abolition of the revolution courts, and abolition of the centers of 
ideological censorship called Islamic Societies. 


It must be remembered that the job of these societies is not merely 

to control the thoughts and ideas of the people but it concerns the 
lives of the experts and employees as well. For instance, in the 
institute for the study of vegetation pests and diseases of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, through the initiative of the Islamic Society 
of this institute, only those experts were purged who lived in the 
institute and government housing, so that the members of the society 
could have government houses more easily. 


Compulsary Dress for Women 


From its beginning, the Khomeyni regime has focussed on compulsary 
Gress and the veil for women, calling it Islamic veiling. But the 
women of Tehran and several other cities rose up against the regime 
for this infringement on their freedom. Unfortunately, because of 
a trick by "Bani-Sadr" and the ruling of "Khomeyni," this resistance 
was defeated. In addition, Islamic dress is being enforced in 
government offices and public institutions. If women do not adhere 
to the regime's dress code, they are targets of insults by the 
riffraff and ruffians of the Islamic Republic in the cities and 
streets, who have even thrown acid at women who have no veil. The 
compulsory Islamic veil is not only restricted to Iran, either. Note 
the following official report: 


1. In ETTELA'AT, No 16595, dated 6 Dec 81, the airline service 
company warns women: "Since the entry into the airports of the 
country of unveiled ladies is forbidden, the company assumes no 
responsibility for such passengers." 


2. The magazine of the London Chamber of Commerce (Westminster), in 
its Dec 81 issue, dealing with international transactions announcing 
the new regulations of the country for imports and exports, says on 
page 33 the following about Iran: Iran. Islamic dress. The Ministry 
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of Commerce has been informed through the British Interest Section in 
the Swedish Embassy in Tehran that in accordance with new regulations 
which will be implemented from 28 Sep, women passengers must cover 
their heads with a scarf when going through the Tehran airport. 


This part of the note also discusses the economic situation of Iran 
in three parts, “monetary and financial," “industrial,” and "agricul- 
tural." , 


The Monetary and Financial Situation 


The revenue sources of the Iranian government have consisted primarily 
of oil revenues--for currency and import expenditures and administra- 
tive and developmental expenses--and internally, through taxation and 
customs duties. Oil production, according to the latest existing 
statistics in the magazine MIDDLE EAST, No 86, Dec 81, was 1.1 million 
barrels per day in Aug. The domestic consumption before Khomeyni 
appeared was 750,000 barrels per day. Since Khomeyni, because of the 
Close down of industries and services and the decrease in urban 
consumption, this figure has been reduced to about 400,000 barrels 
per day. In this way, the exports of iran would be a maximum of 
7000,000 barrels. (This is an optimistic estimate; some experts 
believe exports are about 300,000 barrels per day.) What is certain 
is that due to the decrease in exports and the depletion of currency 
reserves, which were $22 billion at the beginning of the Khomeyni 
recime, the Iranian currency payments have faced difficulties. 
According to FINANCIAL TIMES, 26 Nov 81, “Merchants, bankers, and 
foreign diplomats have become aware of the absolute danger of Iran's 
stopping payments ... . Some companies, including Australian and 
New Zealand companies, have stopped shipping meat to Iran because 
Iran has failed to pay for the orders." 


Concerning the currency situation of Iran, let us hear the latest 
news from ‘Ali Reza Nowbari, the second Markazi Bank director of 
Khomeyni's regime, who fled some time ago to the "world-devouring" 
West! In an interview in the 28 Dec 81 issue of the HERALD TRIBUNE 
(page 6), he announced the Iranian currency reserves at the end of 
1981 as only $650 million. 


Concerning the internal revenues of Iran, for which the most impor- 
tant sources are customs duties and taxes, because of the currency 
Shortare and decrease in imports, no significant amount will be 
sained by the Khomeyni government from customs revenues, But, 
concerning taxes, we cite Sahabi (the son; the father and son were 
Doth ministers for Bazargan and are representatives in Khomeyni's 
Islamic Majlis), quoted in ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, No 570, dated 7 Apr 81, 
at the time the budget for 21 Mar 81-20 Mar 82 was being devised: 
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"Last year, the government collected 35 billion rials ($500 million) 
in taxes. They confess that the profits made by the trade sector 
during these two years (meaning during the sham revolution of 
Khomeyni) have been unprecedented in the history of Iran. 


"The commercial sector has made a profit of about 1,200 billion rials 
($17,000 million). If we collect taxes on the basis of Islamic 
suidelines, 50 percent of it, that is, $8,500 million, should have 
been collected in taxes, whereas, only 35 billion rials, that is, 
$500 million (or one seventeenth of the rightful taxes), were 
collected. The only taxpayers are the employees and workers from 
whose salaries the government deducts taxes. Merchants, lawyers, 
and doctors do not pay any taxes to the goveinment. In private 
factories, calico worth 65 rials per meter is produced for $1 per 
meter and sold to the consumer for 230 rials ($3.5) per meter. An 
organization called the Organization for an Islamic Economy has a 
monopoly on synthetic fibers. They import them for $10 per kg and 
Sell them for $26 per kg and pay no taxes on this income." These 
are statements made by a minister of a regime which has claimed it 
would establish Islamic justice in Iran. 


Industry 


The industrial production of Iran since the installment of Khomeyni 
has been falling and moving toward destruction because of both the 
forces which make up the regime and the direction of these forces. 
Unfortunately, the lack of a free press prevents us from presenting 
precise statistics and figures. But, examples which are quoted 
below can be a basis for an evaluation of Iranian industries. 


1, Arak Machine Manufacturing is one of the essential industrial 
establishments in the country. ETTELA'AT, published in Tehran, 
quotes the workers of the factory in its issue dated 19 Aug 81, on 
its workers' page: 


"Production in this industrial unit has decreased by 90 percent and 
Only operates at 10 percent of its capacity. Of its personnel, 930 
percent are unemployed." 


2, The Iran National factory provided its share holders in 1977 with 
9 billion rials ($128 million) in profits. In 1979, this industry 
had losses of about 5 billion rials ($71 million dollars). Presently 
(that is, three years since Khomeyni's conspiracy), the factory has 
56 billion rials ($800 million) in debts. If this situation 
continues and the factory is not shut down, by the end of the year, 
the factory will have losses of 3 billion rials ($42.8 million)." 

It must be mentioned that, as all the people of Iran know, before the 
domination of Khomeyni over Iran, during the period 21 Jan-19 Feb 79, 
the price of a Peykan was, at most, 400,000 rials ($6,000); but, 

used automobile adds in KEYHAN, No 11644, 22 Dec 81, indicate that 
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the price for a two-year-old Peykan is between 1,000,000-1, 200,000 
rials ($14,000-$17,000). At this rate, any new Iranian family 
wantine to buy a used Peykan must have an income of two to three 
times that of before Khomeyni's domination over Iran. Such an income 
under present conditions is only possible for the muilas who head the 
committees and the guards of the regime. 


Nationalized industries: This group, which includes 300 large indus- 
trial units wnose profits must be put at the disposal of the workers 
and the Iranian society, due to the incompetence of the regime's 
operators and the corruption which exists in all the institutions and 
establishments of the revolution and the Islamic Republic, is faced 
with serious circumstances. The minister of labor of the regime says 


in an interview: "Factories which have been transferred to the 
sovernment show losses and benefit neither the government nor the 
people ... ." This is the opinion of the minister of labor of a 


recime which had falsely promised the Iranian nation that it would 
eliminate Iran's dependence on Western capitalism and that it would 
create self-sufficient industries. 


Agriculture 


Agricultural production also has not been safe during the rule of 
the Islamic Republic from the general damage from the social and 
€conomic downfall of Iran. For instance, the amount of grain pur- 
chased from farmers before Khomeyni was about 1.15 million tons. 
However, according to an interview with the director nf the grain 
Office in ETTELA'AT, dated 3 Nov 81, it has reached 804 tons, which 
is 346,000 tons less than the previous years. Concerning rice, the 
recime has not published any statistics, but one thing is certain: 
that rice produced domestically, which, during 21 Mar 78-20 Mar 79, 
was about 70-80 rials per kg, has increased to 350 rials ($5) 
presently. Noting that the purchasing power of the people has not 
increased during this period, this five-fold increase could have no 
cause other than that it is the result of production decreases and 
inflation. The amount of sugar produced in the country in 1978 from 
sugar beets and sugar cane totaled 700,000 tons. In 1980, it had 
decreased to 450,000 tons. For this reason, the per capita consump- 
tion of sugar, which was previously 35 kg annually, has decreased to 
14,5 ke (from the report of the Supreme Council of Agriculture in 
Tehran, ENOELAB-E ESLAMI, No 6, 25 Feb 80). Cotton production in 
Iran during the islamic regime has also decreased, from 170,000 tons 
of pure cotton to 100,000 tons. Because of this, not only have the 
exports of Iranian cotton been wiped out, but the domestic textile 
industries face shortages. The open letter of Mohammad Nowruzi, the 
representative of the city of Gonbad in the Majlis, published in 
MIZAN newspaper, No 23, 15 Dec 80, is, in fact, a claim by the 
people and farmers of Gonbad and Gorgan against the economic crimes 
of Khomeyni and his regime. This representative of the Majlis 
announced the decrease in cotton production of about 50 percent. 
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Animnl Husbandry Products 


For a long time now, milk for the Iranian family has been regarded 
as cold. Any housewife who reaches the milk line later than 9 am 
would have no luck buying milk. Butter is considered a luxury food 
ite the present regime of Iran. And as for meat, despite the 
fac st the import of meat t.as increased severai-fold in the last 
two years, due to the decrease in domestic meat production and mis- 
management of distribution, the ration per person per day is 50 
grams of meat with bones (ETTELA'AT, Tehran, No 16488, dated 

28 Jul 81). 


Agricultural development projects: in this regard, we have no 
reliable information. The only documents are the statements of 

Latif Safari, a member of the Majlis from Shahabad in the Province of 
Kermanshahan, who speaks about the projects in his representative 
district in ETTELA'AT, No 16471, dated 8 Jul 80: 


"The completion of Barfabad dam, despite the existence of thousands 
of hectares of dry farm land and the use of hundreds of deep wells 
and many of them are ready in the regions of Mahidasht and Shahabad" 
[as published]. Here, this representative must search his conscience 
and question how he can have become a representative to the Majlis 
of a regime which has been unable to start operations during these 
three years of projects which had been completed in 1978. 


Forests and Natural Resources 


The latest evaluation published during Khomeyni's regime concerning 
the condition of the forests in Iran appeared in MIZAN, No 136, dated 
25 Feb 80, the newspaper of Mr Bazargan, the first prime minister of 
the Islamic Republic. This bitter truth is quoted from Yahya 

Naziri, the special representative of the prime minister to the 
northern provinces; 





"During the two years since the victory of the revolution, nearly 
40,000 hectares of valuable forests have been cut down and thousands 
of hectares of pastures have been destroyed. In several visits to 
the forests and pastures in the north, I saw so much destruction and 
cruel, shameless plunder of the forests and pastures that I began to 
weep in 'Savadkuh' forest, because 35 years ago, when I was a young 
forest ranger, I was struck on my wrist by a forest dweller for having 
cut a tree and 1 am still crippled because of it. Today, I see that 
thousands of trees are cut down freely and hauled away. And they 
Say that they have made a revolution ... . In the streets, 
Smuggled fish of the variety which is forbidden to be caught is 

Sold shamelessly. And the sellers, all revolutionary Muslims! The 
buyers, all revolutionary Muslims!" The expert sent by the govern- 
ment concludes his report as follows:

"The authorities of the Ministry of Agriculture and the organization 
for forests have neither the competence nor sufficient experience 
to manage these organizations ... ."

These writings and statements show, as a whole, that the regime of 
Khomeyni, with all the oppression which it has created by eliminating 
individual and social freedoms in the Iranian society and with all 
the dictatorial power that it has provided for itself, will never be 
able to survive.

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The president also talked of Iran's economic difficulties in the 16-month-old war 
with Iraq and the U.S.-inspired economic boycott against Iran.

BANI-SADR SPEAKS ON CHANGES CAUSED BY REVOLUTION 
Athens ANDI in Greek No 199, 19 Feb 82 pp 20-21 


[Interview with former President Bani-Sadr by Giorgos Biziouras in Paris, date 
not given] 


{Text ] [Question] Why did you choose Paris as the place for your present exile? 


[Answer] To "choose" is not the right word, because, to a certain extent, I was 
not free to choose. However, I elected to leave my country for a variety of 
reasons. I am in Paris, in France, so that we can better explain our situation. 
I believe that this is a country with a tradition of struggle, where people are 
widely informed. I am here to take advantage of all this, to inform the world 
and as a result, to help change whatever must change in Iran. 


[Question] Was there no way you could have restrained Khomeyni's free rein and 
that of his collaborators from the time he came to power? 


[Answer] I did everything possible, I strenuously attempted to make him hold to 
the same positions he held while in Paris. It was his obligation to list all the 
principles of the revolution: Not only his positions in the economic and social 
fields, but generally his convictions on the direction the Muslim consciousness 
had to follow. I failed to influence him for a number of reasons, both internal 
and external. Among the latter are the war with Iraq, economic isolation and 
plots led from abroad. 


I should mention here that if Europe, which is now mobilizing on Poland, would have 
done the same for us, it is quite likely that we would not have ended up in a 
dictatorship. Unfortunately, however, Europe participated in the economic 
isolation of Iran, without considering the consequences. 


Domestically, we had one million Afghan refugees, and at least as many of our own 
people because of the war. In addition to that, we had the financial crisis 
inherited from the shah's regime. There are few national leaders who can under- 
stand that one is better equipped to deal with these things under conditions of 
freedom. Khomeyni and his collaborators did not believe it. They took advantage 
of the revolution to gain power. They thus found a new theory, which is not 
really new; it is the wellknown theory of fascism. 
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It is this theory, together with the domestic and foreign difficulties, that pushed 
Khomeyni to absolutism. I must add that the imam considers himself God's 
representative, whom we should all obey. All these things prevented us from 
succeeding. However, we did not lose the battle; we have attempted to explain the 
situation to public opinion and to raise the consciousness of the people, thanks 

to which we hope to win the battle. 


[Question] Is religious fanaticism the result of the shah's regime or is it 
inherent in the people? 


[Answer] First of all, this is not fanaticism. Even fanaticism has its limits. 
This is not what we are talking about. This is a cynical absolutism which does 
not respect any value and any rule. And the shah's regime was exactly the same 
thing. When a government justifies its every arbitrary act as just and correct, 
then everything is permissible. This is the goal of absolute power. I would say, 
then, that we cannot slander fanaticism, because even fanaticism has a certain 
value. For instance, the regime shows severity in relation to the veil for women 
in public places. This is what we call fanaticism. But it is not as sensitive 
to the prostitution /as published/ of the refugees from the war, which it finds 
natural. Like all those who love power, they are also doing everything humanly 
possible to protect theirs; that's all. 


[Question] What do you think of present political conditions in your country? 


[Answer] Both the political and the economic situations of the country are 
critical. There are 4 million unemployed, and this year the gross national product 
fell by at least 20 percent. Overall, it has fallen by 50 percent during the last 
3 years. That is, the people are becoming poorer at an accelerated rate. The 
currency in circulation has tripled, therefore the cost of living is rising. This 
adds up to economic and political disaster. A few days ago the Majlis approved 

a law allowing the government to hire foreign experts to determine the credits 

and debts vis-a-vis the United States. This means that the country has lost its 
brains, since the regime has had to resort to foreign experts even for this 
insignificant matter. There are no more Iranian experts, they have all fled. How 
can a regime that has lost the people with the indispensable special knowledge 
govern? It knows no other means besides violence, executions and torture. Can 
this continue? After the Polish affair, I am very much afraid of U.S. intentions. 
Couldn't the Americans do the same thing in Iran tomorrow to bring the situation 
into balance? Who would protest? However, I hope that the present regime will 
not last long. I keep hoping and struggling for this. 


[Question] Is there an active intervention of foreign powers in Iran? 


[Answer] For the moment, I do not think so. First of all, the party that is 
oriented toward the Soviet Union, the Tudeh, is very weak. Moreover, following 
the Yalta conference, [ran isinthe U.S. sphere of influence. Americans, there- 
fore, will fight to preserve it, for many reasons, of which you are well aware, 
such as its strategic position, oil, etc. Finally, after the Afghanistan 

affair, the Soviet Union is very careful. The same is not true on the U.S. side. 
The Americans have installed radio stations from which they broadcast that there 
is no other solution, economic or political, other than dependence on then. 
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Otherwise, they say, the country will be destroyed because of the difficulties of 
the war, of its economic problems, of the brainless people who are in power. All 
this must be considered taking into account the make-up of the population, and 
especially the urban one. 


Two million are civil servants, and together with their families, they are 10 
million. These 10 million are losing their purchasing power simply because there 
is no production. 


The cost of living is climbing by leaps and bounds. The U.S. can easily bank on 
the dissatisfaction of this petty middle class. I don't wish to discount the 
Soviet peril, but we must be realistic: for the time being, I do not find it 
important. 


[Question] It is a well-known fact that many of the leaders of the Islamic revolu- 
tion in its first phase have been elbowed aside. Indeed, you are one of them. 

Did this happen gradually? Was that an unavoidable break? Was there no 
possibility for a reconciliation? 


[Answer] The first composition of the revolution was not viable. There were 
liberal pro-American tendencies, absolutist tendencies, which are in power today, 
and others that were both independent and free. It is obvious that there were 
three tendencies. The liberal pro-Americans were perforce the ones to leave first. 
The other two remaining tendencies could not possibly get along, despite all our 
efforts. We believed that solutions to the problems had to be found in a context 
of freedom and pouplar participation, while they sought ways to impose themselves 
and wanted to use religion. Fortunately, they did not succeed. We succeeded 
because the people clearly read our decisiveness. We took part in the three 
wars, the war against Iraq, the U.S.-inspired economic war and the war against 
the ideology of absolutism in domestic affairs. We fought these wars as soldiers 
of another Islam, which we define as a method for development based on freedom. 


We have won over public opinion, while Khomeyni, despite his popularity 
(unprecedented in the history of mankind), has lost. Proof of that is the fact 
that he did not get rid of us through the power of public opinion, but with a 
coup, with the execution of 3,000 people so far and with imprisonments. He is 
not like Jaruzelski; he is a religious. When an 80-year old priest beloved by 
the people must resort to executions in order to govern, this means that he has 
lost public opinion. That is why I am optimistic. At any rate, reconciliation 
was impossible; it could only happen if those in power had changed their views 
and methods. This did not take place. It is too bad, but that is the way it is. 


[Question] What is the country's political situation today? 


[Answer] During the initial months of the revolution, there was popular 
enthusiasm, there was creativity and a significant attempt on the part of the 
intellectuals to create. Of course, this has now stopped. On the other hand, 
however, there is a very interesting change. In my view, we won far more than 

we lost. Let me give you some examples. Before the revolution, women in Iran 

did not participate in political life, because they considered it an anti-religious 
activity. Today they are doing so. They no longer consider politics unseemly. 
While in Paris, Khomeyni had said that women could, indeed had an obligation, 
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to participate in politics. This was not at the level of legislation, as under 
the shah, but at the level of one's consciousness. This is what is imporcant. 
It is ideas that have changed, and this is the genuine revolution. 


There is anothér example. Before the revolution, the poor were poor and the rich 
were rich because they believed that fate had so decided. It was a fatalism that 
stemmed from religious convictions. The revolution overcame all that. Poor people 
no longer believe that fate has decreed they should remain poor, and they therefore 
are making demands. 


A third example, more important still. Once upon a time, when people studied, they 
thought they were getting away from religion. But this is no longer true. People 
do not believe this now and this frightens Khomeyni and his mullahs, from the 

time they imposed their dictatorship. Up to now, Iranians were fatalists out of 
conviction. They have not gotten rid of this. This means that they will 
participate, will express their opinions and will make demands. This change in 
Iran is extremely meaningful. 


[Question] How do you view the economic past, present and future of your country? 


[Answer] I have already talked to you about the past; it was an economic system 
made to measure for the multinationals. I explained this in my book. The policy 
of the shah's regime was to consume imported goods by scattering petrodollars 
around. This policy was disastrous for our domestic production. 


After the shah, we implemented many nationalizations. Practically the entire 
spectrum of the Iranian economy was nationalized. But to nationalize without 
freedoms, without the participation of the workers is to prepare a new dictatorship. 
We attempted to democratize these nationalizations, but we failed. This is the 
Situation at present. The future is uncertain. Even if we were to gain power 
soon, it would still be very difficult to save the economy. We will either have 
to resort completely to foreign assistance, or the people will have to participate 
in compulsory labor at least for the next 20 years. The littie that was left from 
the shah was destroyed by the war and by Khomeyni's policy. We must revive 
industry and the agriculture that has practically been destroyed. Following a 
systematic 50-year destruction, this is very difficult. In my view, the solution 
is not economic but political. As I said before, the people will have to partici- 
pate for the next 20 years at least, and after these 20 years we still will be 
unable to say that the economy has been rescued. 


[Question] What can you say about recent events in Poland? 


[Answer] Pecland... I wrote a letter to the intellectuals of our world, where I 
say that cur revolution, both in method and in context, was like what took place 
in France in May 1968. That is, the movement is coming from the grass roots and 
the people are counting on their own forces to free themselves. 


In Iran, like in Poland, it is the grass roots that rose. It is not like in 


Czechoslovakia, where things happened at the party level. This is different, 
this time it is the people themselves who rose up and the party no longer exists. 
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I believe that there will be other similar events, not only in Eastern Europe, 
but also in the Soviet Union. I see signs of crisis, and I believe that the Soviet 
people will demand freedom like the American people /as published/. 


I keep hoping, and I wish that a new era will open in the history of mankind.

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TAVANIR OFFICIAL DISCUSSES POWER PROBLEMS 
Tehran SOBH-E AZADEGAN in Persian 18 Feb 82 pp 7, 8 


[Text] The 1982 development budget for the Electric Power Company (TAVANIR) 
amounts to 55 billion rials to be spent on various power plants and power lines 
for the country. 


During a press conference yesterday afternoon, TAVANIR managing director Mohammad 
Esma'il Karachian explained the cause of the blackouts as well as elucidating on 
the 1982 programs of this organization. He first addressed electricity produc- 
tion by saying: “At present we are able to produce 3,600 megawatts of electricity 
of which between 3,500 and 3,600 megawatts (as published) are designated for con- 
sumption by the citizens. But because of fuel shortages and the winter, the elec- 
tricity consumption is even higher than the summer. 


"Moreover, TAVANIR personnel are all working to fully eliminate inadequacies such 
as technical defects in power plants and the problems over power outages in vari- 
ous areas of the country." 


The TAVANIR managing director then turned to the 1982 budget and the development 
plans of his organization: "The 1982 development budget for TAVANIR amounts to 
55 billion rials that will be spent to build or to complete power plant projects 
for the country. 


"Furthermore, with regard co plans underway for new power lines one can mention 
the lines from Tehran to Esfahan; Tehran through Qa'emshahr to Gorgan; a transmis- 
Sion network to serve the southwest and the south of the country, the west and 
northwest, the central region, as well as the north and the expansion of some 
lines and posts all to be paid for under the 1982 budget. 


“During this period some of the country's older power plants have been repaired 
by TAVANIR personnel and restored to service, including the gas-run power plant 
at Rey on which basic repairs were recently completed by TAVANIR. Moreover, the 
power plant at Montazer al-Qa'em, on which basic repairs were completed, went 
into operation last week on the occasion of the anniversary of the revolution. 

On the whole, we are striving to provide under all conditions the electricity 
required by the citizenry. But one must be aware that at present our country is 
at war; and in light of problems such as fuel shortages, the expulsion of foreign 
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experts and economic sanctions, it is apparent that all of these factors have had 

a major impact on the production and transmission of electricity. Therefore, the 

Muslim people of Iran must bear with revolutionary patience these difficulties and 
shortcomings that occasionally result in blackouts." 


Regarding power distribution to the villages, Engineer Karachian said: "The Minis- 
try of Energy through careful planning is considering providing all the country's 
rural areas with electricity over the next 10 years. But this expansion of elec- 
tricity distribution must be coordinated with national electricity production and 
transmission programs." In conclusion he asl:ed all citizens that they be mindful 
of the existing difficulties and that they, as much as possible, curb unnecessary 
electricity consumption and reduce the use of heavy electric appliances and equip- 
ment.

AGRICULTURAL BANK LOANS IN KHUZESTAN SURVEYED 
Tehran SOBH-E AZADEGAN in Persian 18 Feb 82 p 7 


[Text] Ahvaz--The manager of the Agricultural Bank of Iran in the province of 
Khuzestan put at the disposal of our reporter statistics on this bank's activities 
in Khuzestan's four districts. 


Engineer Seyyed Javad Beladi, manager of the Agricultural Bank of Iran in the 
province of Khuzestan, elaborated on the branch activities of this bank in the 
district of Behbahan for the period 22 November-21 December 1981: "This branch 
during that period extended 91 million rials in loans for various agricultural- 
related uses to 110 farmers and 8 rural cooperatives in this district. Relative 
to the same period a year ago, the loans have increased in numbe: py 587 percent 
and in amount by 46 percent. From these loans, the sum of 2 million rials was 
extended to farmers for supervised projects and 13 farmers used it to implement 
4 supervised projects in 4 villages." 


Brother Seyyed Javad Beladi expounded on the ways in which the loans were used: 
"From the loans extended during the aforementioned period by this branch, 82 mil- 
lion rials were given for use by farmers, 6 million rials for husbandry, 1 million 
rials for poultry, 2 million rials for the purchase of farm machinery and the es- 
tablishment and expansion of rural industry and professional and technical ser- 
vices as well as other basic, infrastructural agricultural activity." 


The manager of the Agricultural Bank of Khuzestan added: "During the same period 
39 million rials in bank assets were recovered in this district. This receipt 
marked a 30 percent increase over the same period a year ago." 


Regarding branch activity in Shushutar during the period 22 November-21 December 
1981, the manager said: "During that period this branch gave in loans to 234 
farmers of this district 57,540,000 rials for various agricultural uses. Rela- 
tive to loans for the same period a year ago this marked a 47 percent increase 
in the number of loans and a 266 percent increase in the amount. From these 
loans, 4,540,000 rials were extended to farmers for supervised projects and 28 
farmers used the money to carry out current agricultural work to include super- 
vised projects related to husbandry and irrigation in 4 villages." Regarding the 
use of loans he explained: "Branch loans for the period under consideration 
break down as 34,540,000 rials for current expenditures on farming; 600,000 rials 
for irrigation and 22,400,000 rials for husbandry." 
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Mr Beladi continued: "During this period, 34,819,876 rials in bank assets were 
recovered and these receipts constituted a 10 percent increase over the same period 
a year ago." 


Mr Beladi added: "The activities of this bank in Masjed Soleyman during the period 
under consideration were: the extension to 130 farmers of this district 52,055,000 
rials in loans for various agricultural uses to include 38,155,000 rials for cur- 
rent agricultural work, 5 million rials for husbandry, 6,540,000 rials for the es- 
tablishment and completion of rural installations and buildings, 2,360,000 rials 
for the purchase of farm machinery and the building and expansion of rural roads, 
for professional and technical services and other basic, infrastructural agricul- 
tural activity. Furthermore, during that period, 47,051,199 rials in bank assets 
were recovered in this district and these receipts constituted a 4 percent increase 
over the same period a year ago."

LARGEST SILO IN MIDDLE EAST INAUGURATED IN MASHHAD

[Text] Tabriz--The Tabriz 100,000-ton silo located in Sufian was inaugurated in 
the presence of the director general of the National Grains Organization. 


Engineer Mohammad Javad ‘Asemipur, director general of the National Grains Crgani- 
zation, made these remarks in the course of an interview: 


"In 1974 four agreements were concluded with four foreign companies to build a 
number of silos. Among these agreements was the agreement for the construction 
of silos in Yasuj, Mashhad, Shahr Kord, Jiroft, Neka', Semnan, Azna and Borujerd. 
Following the magnificent victory of the Iran Islamic revolution thanks to the 
efforts of the workers, four of these units with a capacity of 200,000 tons were 
built and inaugurated in this decade. The huge 113,000-ton Mashhad silo, the 
largest in the Middle East, is one of these four units." 


He added: "The other four silos under construction, which are 70 percent com 
pleted as far as the physical plant and the installation of the equipment are con- 
cerned, will be delivered to our organization within the first 4 months of next 
year in Naka’, Jiroft, Semnan and Azna." 


In relation to the cancellation of the agreements with the foreign companies, 
engineer Mohammad Javad ‘Asemipur said: "Two agreements to build the silos with 

a German firm and a British firm were concluded under the satanic regime. After 
the revolution we cancelled the contract with the British company in the cities 

of Tabriz, Takestan, Rasht, Qom and Arak on account of non-implementation of their 
obligations and the infiltration by the counterrevolution among the shareholders 
of this firm. We believed that the best method to continue the work was to en- 
trust it to a reconstruction crusade." 


"Last Thursday we witnessed the take-off of this 100,000-ton silo in Tabriz by 
our crusading brothers." 


In conclusion, the director general of the National Grain Organization expressed 
the hope that with the grace of almighty God and thanks to the efforts of the 
country's farmers, the level of surplus wheat purchases from farmers by the Na- 
tional Grains Organization will increase in the coming year.

OPERATING PARTICULARS OF JUDICIAL POLICE EXPLAINED 
Tehran KAYHAN in Persian 25 Jan 82 p 15 
[Interview with ‘Abbas Hashemi Eshaqpur, Chief of Judicial Police] 


[Text] In an interview with the ISLAMIC REPUBLIC NEWS AGENCY, the chief of the 
Judicial Police announced that the Judicial Police are responsible for judicial 
system executive affairs during the investigation of a crime, arrest of the 
accused, preliminary interrogation, announcement and carrying out of civil and 
criminal sentences. They are responsible as well for a great number of the 
present duties of the municipal police, the gendarmarie, the Komitehs and the 
Revolution Guards, acting as bailiffs for the Ministry of Justice, public 
prosecutor's offices and state courts. | 


He added that the Judicial Police were created in order to properly implement 
sentences and laws, and possess their own uniform and insignia. 


Following Majlis approval of the Judicial Police bill, the ISLAMIC REPUBLIC NEWS 
AGENCY reporter asked ‘Abbas Hashemi Eshaqpur, Judicial Police chief, about the 
necessity of organizing the Judicial Police. Hashemi Eshaqpur said: The idea of 
forming a judicial police, or to put it differently, the necessity of distinguish- 
ing the judicial police's work from that of the law and order police, and of 
training specialist cadres for this work, had been felt for some time. However, 
upon the revolution's victory, perhaps the law and order forces were not in harmony 
with the events naturally arising from the revolution. Also, due to the zeal 

of the revolutionary institutions, they shouldered the responsibility for public 
order and security with extreme sacrifice and devotion, although these forces had 
received no training whatsoever as far as being legal bailiffs. However, in 
practice they performed the work of the Ministry of Justice's bailiffs. Naturally 
they were not able to be an effective agent for the judiciary. This matter made 
the judicial police's formation necessary. 


He said: From the organizational point of view, the Judicial Police are a branch 
of the judiciary and under the supervision of the state public prosecutor. The 
Judicial Police are commencing their preliminary duties as one of the judiciary's 
powerful arms, carrying out legal orders that begin with opening a file and proceed 
to bringing a criminal to court. 
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Among the most important duties of the Judicial Police are the publication of 
Legal documents, carrying out civil and criminal sentences, summoning and pursuing 
criminals, sending them to public prosecutor's offices, opening preliminary files 
after a crime's occurrence, and maintaining crimes pertaining to criminals. Other 
duties include matters presently carried out by coroners offices and the criminal 
investigation division (identification), and portions of police and gendarmarie 
duties pertaining to opening preliminary files after a crime occurs, and summoning 
and delivering criminals to proper judicial authorities. 


The Judicial Police chief added: The Judicial Police will begin work in Tehran 

at the beginning of 21 March 1982, beginning with the publication of judicial 
documents. After coordination with officials from Tehran's 20 police stations, we 
hope that from 5 June we will be able to carry out Judicial Police duties 
pertaining to the police stations throughout the city. After training necessary 
cadres, duties such as identification for Interpol and jobs from the criminal 
investigation division and coroners office will be given over to the Judicial 
Police. Regarding the training of Judicial Police cadres, Hashemi said: Training 
judicial police is directly connected with this organization's responsibility. 

The first group of trainees being hired to perform preliminary work are high 
school graduates. In the second stage however, only those holding college degrees 
or higher will be employed, because the jobs turned over to them must match their 
education and expertise. 


Meanwhile it has been decided that after the Minister of Justice founds the College 
of Judicial Sciences: and Administrative Services in Tehran, fields will be 
allocated to train Judicial Police cadres. It is hoped that during the next 
several months the first Judicial Police training session will start up. 


He said: At the present time the Judicial Police organization plans for the first 
groups to have an intensive three-month training session due to the urgency of 
beginning work. The first month will be spent on an Islamic Revolution Guards 
base, and the other two months will deal with the Judicial Police and ideological 
training. When these persons begin working, their training will continue so that 
it can attain the desired level. In its training programs, the Judicial Police 
organization will cooperate with the Revolution Guards brothers, as well as receive 
help from committed brothers and experienced officers of the Police University, 

the Officers College, judges and legal experts devoted to the Islamic Republic, 

and particularly during Islamic ideology classes, from committed clergymen. 


Right now approximately 400 persons are receiving scientific and practical 

training for the Judicial Police's first work phase. The Judicial Police basically 
gives preference to members of Revolution Komitehs, the Guards, municipal police 
and gendarmarie, the Notification and Executive Departments of the Justice 
Ministry, and Revolution Public Prosecutor Office Guards, who are qualified and 
interested in this duty. 


The Judicial Police chief said: We need time in order to achieve our goals and 
get our tasks underway. In order to inform my fellow citizens, I would say that 
public security is the responsibility of the regular police and concerned organs, 
and that the Judicial Police carries no responsibility whatsoever for affairs 
involving public order. It is instead responsible only for executing decrees 
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in the area of state judicial security. Therefore, if a crime occurs, one must go 
to the Judicial Police officials and demand justice from them. The Judicial 
Police are an executive arm to establish judicial security. He expressed hope 
that state officials would compile and announce the responsibility and duties 
proper to the institutions and organs created after the revolution. 


"Abbas Hashemi Eshaqpur, Judicial Police chief, said at the interview's end: The 
Judicial Police are hopeful that with the cooperation of the organizations and 
institutions responsible for public order and the ever-involved nation, it will be 
a precise agent for implementing the government of law, and an effective means of 
establishing Islamic social justice. Im order to do this, to take on a portion of 
the responsibility of building amodel society patterned in all fields on the basis 
of divince standards, we have fixed our hopes on the unity, cooperation and 
coordination of all the forces faithful to the revolution, and on the aid of God 
Almighty.

DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS REPORTED FOR PROVINCES 
Enterprises in Khorasan, Lorestan 
Tehran KAYHAN in Persian 3 Feb 82 p 8 


{Text] Khorramabad--More than 100 productive and development companies have been 
established throughout Lorestan Province through an expenditure of more than 160 
million tumans. Chief of the Lorestan Province Center for Productive and 
Development Services Expansion announced in an interview with the CENTRAL NEWS 
SERVICE unit in Khorramabad: Extensive activities in productive and development 
fields have started at various peints in Lorestan Province by utilizing 220 
million tumans of credit. By so far absorbing 163 million tumans of this credit, 
50 productive companies and several development companies throughout Lorestan 
province have started to offer their products. One hundred and thirty-eight million 
tumans of this amount was expended on productive companies and 25 million tumans 
on development companies. 


The Expansion Center chief added: Productive companies are active in two sectors, 
agricultural and industrial. The agricultural sector includes poultry farms, 
cattle farming bee-keeping and fodder-planting. Industrial fields include metal 
products, file-making, electrical device production, an animal-feed factory, 
steel-working, melamine [a resin used in molded and laminated products] production, 
pileless carpet weaving, cardboard cartons, sand and gravel factories, gypsum, 
pressed bricks, production of agricultural equipment as well as macaroni-making, 
clothing production, and an excavation company. As said before, 50 companies in 
these fields have gone into production. In the final stage, upon absorption of the 
Expansion Center's entire 220 million tuman credit, 150 productive and development 
companies will offer their agricultural and industrial production through Lorestan 
Province. The start-up of these companies has put 1,200 persons to work, most 

of whom were high-school graduates ready to work. Thus the employment level has 
increased simultaneously with the rise in production levels. 


At the end of the interview, the Expansion Center chief expressed hope that during 
the coming year the center's production plans will be implemented on the basis of 
the province's needs and the well-organized programs of the planning Komitehs, so 
that the means and methods of organizing productive and development companies will 
be defined by this center after planning in the Central Expansion Center. 
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The CENTRAL NEWS SERVICE report adds: At the present time the cadre implementing 
the Lorestan Province Expansion Center's programs comprises 40 brothers from the 
center. 


Literacy Campaign in Ahar 
Tehran KAYHAN in Persian 3 Feb 82 p 8 


[Text] Ahar--KAYHAN correspondent--The Ahar Literacy Campaign has announced its 
achievements from its inception at 21 March 1978 to date. 


According to this report, upon organization the Ahar Literacy Campaign began its 
work with the help of 102 brother and sister educational aides who had been trained 
in Ahar. The campaign placed more than 60 villages in the region under its 
literacy-teaching umbrella. It attracted 3,463 illiterates and semi-literate 
brothers and sisters from the cities and villages to its classes and taught them to 
read. Furthermore, beginning with 23 September of the present year, an educational 
camp was organized in Ahar for East and West Azarbaijan, with the participation of 
educational aides from Hashtrud, ‘Ajab Shir,, Benab, Maragheh, Melkan, Ahar, Sarab, 
Meshkin Shahr, Kolibar, Varazqan, Osku, Azar Shahr, Khalkhal and Mianeh. During 
the 25 days of the camp aides were given ideological training and taught teaching 
methods. 


This camp was organized with the sincere cooperation of revolutionary bodies. 
Hojjatoleslam Seyyed Sadeq Al-Mohammad, representative of the imam and Ahar Friday 
prayer leader was particularly cooperative. This camp prepared 429 educational 
aides for this sacred crusade. After the training period they returned to their 
own cities and started literacy teaching. 


The same report indicates that the Ahar Literacy Campaign repeatedly started 
literacy programs and was able to set up introductory and finishing classes in 
more than 30 villages. By dispatching 79 brother and sister educational aides

Engineer Sana'i noted: Other seminar results were decisions to create libraries, 
distribute books and publish tribal publications along with tribal news.

RIGHT from the day it entered the Middle East, 
the U.S. has been trying to provide for its own in- 
terests through pagy hey allies signing up separate 
or collective pacts in the region. 

With the growth of the Islamic movements and 
the increase of the political awareness of the peo- 
ple in the Middle East in recent years, America has 
also added to its efforts for safeguarding the ‘secu- 
rity’ in the region. This security simply unplies the 
preservation of the U.S. puppet regimes so that it

The Secretary General of the Council, Abdellah 
Besharah once said in an interview that “the Council 
is like a child already bom but a newly born child 
who does not have teeth.” This statement reveals 
many facts indeed. In other words, in order to fight 
the above mentioned developments, the Council has 
to be unsparinglv armed. 
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The allocation of 32 billion dollars for forma- 
tion of a Joint Defense Committee for the coordi- 
nauon of military traming and purchase of arma- 
ments, allocation of 21 billion dollars for the estab- 
lishment of a bulwark simular to the U.S. Pentagon 
in AJ-Batin northeast of Riyadh is a warning and 
meaningful beginning of such moves. 

The GCC member countnes have claimed to 
follow the economic pattem of the European coun- 
tnes and that they are only seeking to cooperate 
on security matters in regard to their intemal affairs 
with no interest in the presence of the Superpowers.

INDUSTRY PROJECTS INCREASED BY ID 128 MILLION 
Baghdad AL-THAWRAH in Arabic 28 Oct 81 p 6 


[Article: "Entry of Private Sector Activity for the First Time in New 
Industries"] 


[Text] There has been an announcement by the Ministry of Industry and Mines 
with regard to amending the annual plan for the current year by the General Es- 
tablishment for Industrial Development. This pertains to private sector indus- 
trial activity. Pursuant to this amendment, private sector activity has, for 

the first time, become possible in new industries. Ahnaf Muhyi-al-Din al-Nasiri, 
president of the establishment, explained that the private sector activity plan 
included 989 projects at a cost of 190 million Iraqi dinars, i.e., an increase 
of 128 million dinars since the amendment. 


[al-Nasir] Said that among the new projects that the activity will implement 
are projects for tile and ready-mixed concrete and concrete beams production, 
which are considered a substitute for bricks in order to relieve the great de- 
mand for these materials resulting from the tremendous and continuous leaps in 
implementing the country's national development plan. He explained that the 
plan also covers modern factories to produce sanitaty cold storage containers 
for all sorts of items, like ice cream, fruit juice, potato products, corn, 
packaged cherries and prepared and semiprepared foods. At the same time, the 
plan authorizes a number of important projects in the field of petrochemicals 
such as plastic furnishings and disposable plastic cups. 


The construction industries occupied the primary place, with the number of prof- 
itable projects reaching 333 and exceeding 42 million dinars in costs; food 
products occupy the second position, with profitable ventures numbering 135 and 
exceeding 10 million dinars in costs. 


[al-Nasir] Notes that the industrial bank offers loans to investors for between 
40 and 60 percent of the project's capital. He [stressed] the brick projects, 
which have enjoyed exceptional success, where the loan amounted to 80 percent 
of the capital.

PROGRESS REPORT ON DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS IN MUTHANNA 
Baghdad AL-THAWRAH in Arabic 24 Oct 81 p 5 
{[Article: "Implementation of Several Training, Service and Development Projects 


in al-Muthanna Province"] 


[Text] The Governorate of al-Muthanna has witnessed during the current year the 
completion of several development projects. At the same time, work is underway 
to carry out several other projects whose goal is the development of the prov- 
ince and providing the best of services to citizens. 


This was announced to AL-THAWRAH's correspondent in the province by Mr ‘Abd al- 
Shahid Kati’ al-‘Ali, the Governor of al-Muthanna. He said that the expense of 
the projects that have been already carried out and those to be begun shortly 

on the part of the province's directorate of buildings amounts to ID 22.72 mil- 
lion. At present, several projects are also underway that were ordered by Pres- 
ident Saddam Husayn during his visit last year to the province. Their costs 
amounted to 126 million dinars. 


He added that work was begun with the construction of a 400-bed general hospital 
in Samawa, at a total cost of 18 million dinars. Meanwhile, several projects, 
which included the construction of eight houses for the employees of the build- 
ing directorate at a cost of 84,000 dinars and industrial schools in Samawah 

and Rumaytha, at a cost of one-half million dinars, have been completed. 


At the same time, work is currently underway to compiete the interiors of hous- 
ing for teachers, at a cost of 300,000 dinars; the building directorate's edu- 

cation center, at a cost of 250,000 dinars; an educational aids center for the 

province, at a cost of 200,000 dinars; a trade school in Samawah, at a cost of 

280,000 dinars; and a youth center in Rumaytha, at a cost of 55,000 dinars. 


Work has also begun on the construction of the Samawah children's hospital proj- 
ect and three barracks for the people's army in al-Najmi, al-Majd, and Samawah. 


In the area of housing for the citizens, the governor added that the leadership 
of the party and the revolution [regards] citizens’ housing as among the most 
important projects, and the province is very fortunate in this regard. During 
his visit to the province, President Saddam Husayn ordered the constuction of 
280 homes for the reed-hut dwellers and those with limited incomes. Work has 
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started towards developing the Samawah corniche, with the construction of 1l 
residential buildings. 


Nineteen residential buildings containing 228 apartment units have been con- 
pleted. Theré are 51 other residential buildings for which the primary furnish- 
ings have been readied to be begun by the cooperative home building league. 


The directorate of municipalities in the province has undertaken to distribute 
1,994 plots of residential land to members of the armed forces, the internal 
security forces and ordinary citizens.

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS--The General Commission for Agricultural Reform in the 
Irbil Governorate has planted an area of 142,000 dunums with wheat and 88,000 
dunums with barley, out of 4 total area of 1.186 million dunums that were se- 
lected to be cultivated with winter crops within the current agricultural plan. 
The commission has also cond :cted mechanized plowing operation: on 235,000 
dunums of land in preparation for their cultivation with winter crops. In the 
area of increasing agricultural production, a foreign company is carrying out 
a project in the region with an undertaking on 20,000 dunums. The trial phase 
of this has already been completed, covering an area of 800 dunums. The proj- 
ect's goal is to correct the methods [of cultivation] during the agricultural 
cycle and make use of the entire arable acreage by planting it with grains and 
cereal crops, accompanied by animal stock raising. At the present time, work 
is also underway on a supplemental irrigation project on the Irbil plain. This 
calls for the excavation of 160 wells in two phases, in order to irrigate an 
area of 38,000 dunums of agricultural land by spray irrigation. The goal of 
this is to expand farming, on the one hand, and to secure additional irrigation 
for winter crops, on the other.

EBAN CRITICIZES BEGIN'S VERSION OF AUTONOMY 
Tel Aviv MA‘ARIV in Hebrew 15 Jan 82 pp 17, 18 
[Article by Abba Eban: "Autonomy--Moment of Truth"] 


[Text] The original autonomy plan which the prime minister presented in December 
1977 was offered as a permanent solution which would have established full Israeli 
rule in all of Judzea, Sacaria and the Gaza Strip. Yet the accords signed at Camp 
Qavid in March 1979 were quite different. These accords were defined as “interim 
agreement™ aimed at insuring "peaceful and orderly transfer of authority." The 
assumption was that it was not possible to make a sharp turn from total impasse 

to a comprehensive peace without interim stages. The peace treaty with Egypt 
would not have ccme about had it not been for the 1974-75 interim agreements which 
created contractual relations between two rival countries, which enabled them to 
examine each other's intentions. It became increasingly clear that there had to be 
a graiual progress in settling the Israeli-Palestinian problem. 


The diplomatic history of the Palestinians is replete with situations in which 

they ca‘egorically rejected offers which were designed to satisfy their aspira- 
tiems, oaly to later on yearn for them once they were gone. They never lost the 
sseace of giving up an opportunity. This time Jordan too supported the Palestinian 
tendency ef demanding "all or nothing," in spite of the fact that Jordan is 
responsibl» for the problem of Israeli rule in Judea and Samaria, because of 
joining the war against Israel in 1967. Now Husayn decided to prevent the solution 
of the problem which he himself had created. At the same time Anwar al-Sadat 

took hie daring step of trying to unravel the complex problems which Nasir and 
Husayn bequeathed to the Arab world. 


True, the Camp David accords did not promise to fre the Palestinians from Israeli 
rule. But there is no doubt that the objection of che PLO and the rejectionist 
countries to the accords has put the Palestinians in a far iess advantageous 
position than whet they could have had if they had put Begin's signing of the docu- 
ment to the test of negotiations. For if they had embarked upon negotiations, 

they would have been now in the third year of the autonomy regime and on the 

verge of determining the “final status of the West Bank and Gaza" along with 

‘ordan and Egypt, Jn the knowledge that most Israelis look for a solution which 
would satisfy Israeli security needs and Palestinian aspirations. 
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In the 2 years since the "negotiations" started there hasn't been one inch of 
progress. The three governments--Egypt, Israel and the U.S.--have left behind an 
impressive collection of statements in fancy hotels which refer to "constructive 
discussions" which were conducted in "a friendly and open atmosphere." This is an 
illusion. It is a cardinal rule in diplomacy that all meetings are “successful 
and important" and if this is not true, the authorities can paint the harsh 
reality with bright colors. The fact is that all the governments have had other 
priorities and urgent matters to deal with, of which the autonomy was not one. 
Moreover, during most of the wasted weeks and months, the governments were repre- 
sented by officials who did not have the authority to move from one position to 
another with the minimum of freedom which is implied in the term negotiations. 


If the U.S., Egypt and Israel want a more dynamic approach, they should carefully 
examine the meaning of full autonomy referred to in the Camp David accords. The 
accords leave ample room for various interpretations, but are not permissive to 
the point of totul obfuscation and it is important to hold the signatories respon- 
sible to what they have committed themselves. 


Autonomy is not a guarantee to the total independence of the residents in the 
territories, but it promises the end of their total dependence, as it has existed 
until now. 


The heart of the problem is the self-rule institution referred to in the accords. 
There is a certain significance to the ideological rhetoric embodied in the accords, 
but the Camp David construction will stand or fall on the success or failure of 

the establishment of the autonomy authority which will be "freely elected by the 
residents of the West Bank and Gaza." For as soon as this authority is established 
“the military government and its civilian administration will be withdrawn and 
replaced by the self-governing authority." 


It is clear that the "self-governing authority" may create an altogether new 
reality in the territories. The residents will have a new status, a new responsi- 
bility, a new and unprecedented honor. The Jsraeli role will be the redeployment 
of the IDF in "specified security locations." In short, the powers of the resi- 
dents will increase and the powers of Israel will decline to the point where one 
may be able to refer to the Camp David accords as having caused a revolutionary 
change in everyday life. Not only the status of the Palestinian residents but the 
status of the entire Israeli society will change radically. By freeing itself of 
its oppressive image, the State of Israel will be able to devote itself to culti- 
vating Jewish values and developing its human and intellectual resources. This in 
no way implies giving up its right to establish secure borders in place of the 
unsafe 1949-1967 borders. This right is protected in the accords by the presence 
of the IDF in specified security locations and the section which states that "the 
final status of the territories" including the "location of the border" will be 
decided through negotiations at the end of the autonomy period. Even as Israel is 
not allowed, according to the agreement, to annex territories in Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza Strip without the consent of Egypt, Jordan, and the Palestinian 
residents, Israel has the power to veto any Arab sovereignty plan which it opposes. 
Since the accords forbid any unilateral or extreme solution, they contain the 
objective impetus for a compromise. Members of the Labor party who opposed the 
autonomy as an interim agreement were not wise. Pure logic shows that Camp David 
is closer to the territorial compromise idea than to the annexation dream of the 
Likud. 
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the moment of truth has arrived. If a serious stage of negotiations arrives, Camp 
David will emerge as the only basis for progress. If, on the other hand, the 
opportunity is missed because of empty rhetoric and delay tactics, the whole world 
will unite in believing that Camp David is dead. The vacuum will be filled with 
negative plans like the Venice and the Fahd plans. Israel can foil those plans, 
Since it has the power to defend its interests which are jeopardized by these 
plans, but the fact that such plans are tossed into the international arena while 
the Egyptian position vis-a-vis peace is eroded, will weaken Israel's inter- 
national status. Only the deadline for the Sinai evacuation which is quickly 
approaching is covering up the weakness of this status. 


Public opinion in Israel--with the new opposition in its center--must turn to the 
Government of Israel with a simple demand: "Implement the Camp David plan not 
because you are beholden to Egypt and the U.S., but because you have a commitment 
to the citizens of Israel."" The statements of Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
"We have reached the limit of ccmpromise in the negotiations" are devoid of truth 
and purpose, since the government has not made any concessions in the negotiations 
of the autonomy. Moreover, all the talk about concessions is idle talk. What the 
government is asked to do is not make concessions in favor of Egypt but to keep 
its commitment to the people of Israel to promote Israel's interests. 


There are many different areas where the Israeli posture can be made more con- 
vincing: 


The negotiations should be given an impetus without any relations to the 25 April 
deadline. Yitzhak Rabin's proposal to threaten with "reconsidering" the peace with 
Egypt if the latter does not accept Israeli proposals should not be approved. 


Since the Camp David accords refer to "withdrawing and replacing the military 
government," it is clear that after the establishment of the autonomy the military 
government will not be able to continue as the source of authority for implement- 
ing the autonomy. The agreement which will define the powers of the autonomy 
authority will be the legal basis for fulfilling the agreement. 


One should not fear granting broad administrative powers to the autonomy. Israel 
should strive to attain a minimum of involvement in the lives of the territories’ 
residents, while taking care of Israel's security. Israel must retain certain 
vital powers, such as foreign and security affairs, but -ur goal ought to be to 
redirect the demands and complaints of the residents from the present address-—-the 
military government, to a new address--the elected representatives of the resi- 
dents themselves. 


There is no reason to reject a reiatively large administrative council. On the 
contrary, Israel should be interested in granting a representative rather than a 
functional character to the autonomy institution, in order to disprove the claim 

f the PLO as being exclusive representative of the residents. Hence the govern- 
ment's tendency to limit the autonomy body to 11-15 members should be reconsidered. 


Autonomy means the right to legislate in several areas within the limitations of 


a non-sovereign institution. It is not possible that a municipality or a local 
council may regulate while a self-governing authority is devoid of any 
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legis!tative powers. Professor Benjamin Aktzin wrote in his book "State and Nation" 
(p 141): "Autonomy means making laws by the autonomous body itself...although this 
power is limited." 


The Camp David accords also refer to personal autonomy (“the residents of the West 
Bank and Gaza") as well as territorial ("the self-governing authority in the West 
Bank and Gaza"). These terms should be acknowledged and not deviated from. The 
residents of Jerusalem should not be included in the autonomy question. If 
Jerusalem is included--with Israel's consent--in the term "West Bank" as Egypt 
demands, we can expect great complications. For what do the Camp David accords 
Say about Judea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip? They say that those areas do not 
have a defined political status and their political and legal future will be deter- 
mined through an agreement among Egypt, Israel, Jordan, and the Palestinians! 


Are we interested that this definition be applied to Jerusalem, in part or whole? 


The logic of an interim agreement is that the two parties are permitted to believe 
and to hope that after the interim period their point of view will triumph. A 
measure of restraint concerning the discussion of what will happen after the 
autonomy will not hurt us. Israel's authority of protesting Egyptian statements 
about the right to a "Palestinian state" would be more convincing if we did not 
make so many statements about our right to annex all of Jordan, Samaria and Gaza. 
According to the logic of the Camp David accords, there is no chaace for a 
Palestinian state which Israel opposes, just as there is no chance for annexing 
all of Judea, Samaria and Gaza against the will of the Arabs. 


The late Yigal Allon has written: "The autonomy idea is not a vain idea. The 
existence of such an option is in and of itself valuable, even if the Arabs are 
not going to accept it in the near future...I believe that if the autonomy is 
established a new era of relations between Israel and the Palestinian-Jordanian 
people will begin. Solutions which do not seem feasible today may become 
feasible in a few years (Kelim Shluvim 1980, pp 210-211). 


I have mentioned several areas where there is greater room for Israeli proposals 
than what the government has spelied out for the May 1979 negotiations. Menahem 
Begin's initiative in putting the autonomy idea before the world was wise and 
brave. The Camp David accords, however, involve certain risks. The accords do not 
Square with the dream of the total land of Israei under Israeli sovereignty. 

Hence Begin is caught in a tension between the coalition agreement and the Camp 
David agreemnt. But since he has jumped into the water of Camp David he now must 
sweam. He cannot look back to the shore he has abandonea. One must not pretend 
that Israel has the same room to maneuver it might have if the Camp David accords 
wece not signed 3 years ago.

[Text] The following article is a lecture delivered on 29 Decem- 
ber 1981 by Major General (ret) Shlomo Gazit, president of Ben-Gurion 
University in the Negev, at memorial tribute for Professor Saadia 
Amiel, organized by the Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 


I was asked to look at the possible developments as a result of the completed 
Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai in less than 4 months, on 26 April 1982. Let 
us look strictly at the political and security developments. 


I would like to disappoint you. I am not a prophet and I have no words of prophecy 
about the future. As one who is schooled in the intelligence discipline I have 
learned one thing--intelligence people are not, and should not be considered as 
fortune tellers. If someone wants to look upon an intelligence officer as a 
soothsayer, he or she will be disappointed and will be mistaken, since one may not 
find intelligence people who will accept such a challenge. 


To predict what will happen in 4 months is silly. Long-range predictions regarding 
the next decade, even if proven untrue, will be forgotten. Not so in reyard to 
what may happen tomorrow. 


An intelligence person operates according to two principles. First, he can and 

he is expected to point out a possible event when he has concrete and reliable 
information. Such information includes a known decision, or at least information 

of a political-security intention, even if not yet decided upon. Thus, for 

example, we ask ourselves what will be Cairo's policy the day after the evacua- 
tion. If the intelligence community has intimate knowledge of a decision or inten- 
tion in this matter, it can come before the political leadership and present the 
information. But in the absence of such information, and indeed I do not have any 
at this time, the intelligence person must act according to the second principle, 
namely, analyze the situation, look at the various elements and motives and present 
the spectrum of possibilities. 
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Coy-wheels of International Relations 





Another preliminary remark. Our discussion is in the domain of international 
relations. The first principle in this area is that seldom can one side decide 
what will happen in the total picture. One side can decide on a certain move, but 
the outcome depends on the overall situation, and therefore remains unknown. 

I see the international picture as a system of cog-wheels of a watch (the old 
reliable kind, not the new digital kind). There are large and small cog-wheels 

in the system. Each can turn left, right, or stop. All are interlocked. Unlike a 
watch in which all the wheels work in concert, here the wheels can choose which 
way to go, hence the whole system can go either in one direction or in opposite 
directions. It can stop and it can clash and break cogs as well as wheels. 


I will limit myself to the analysis of the five factors which determine the process 
in the Middle East which we may expect, the goals and intentions of those factors 
in the long run, their basic trends, as compared to their short-range goals and 
intentions, which will influence events in the wake of the April evacuation. 


I would like to reiterate, let us not regard any goal or intention as an operative 
decision or a prophecy about the future. 


The five factors which influence and will continue to influence possible moves in 
our area are Israel, Egypt, the U.S., the bloc of “moderate” Arab countries, and 
the bloc of "rejectionist" Arab countries. 


Of course there are other factors which influence our area, and I will only men- 
tion the Soviet Union and the communist bloc countries, the European community, and 
the UN as an international body with its own weight. But I will not refer to them 
in this context, since I see their role as marginal, which cannot influence events 
by its own initiative. 


It is possible and perhaps necessary to focus more on the positions and trends of 
the components of the two Arab blocs (the "moderate" and the "rejectionist"); 
some of those certainly may have more influence, and I shall only mention Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan on the one hand and Syria and the PLO on the other. Here i am 
forced because of lack of space to limit myself to "bloc" aspects, in the assump- 
tion that there is a closeness of positions and goals in each bloc, even if this 
is not totally accurate. 


Peace As Overrising Other Interests 


Simplistically, we tend to classify each country and nation according to its 
striving and attitude toward "peace,'' toward solving problems and disagreements 

in the international arena through political means, peacefully. I do not accept 
this classification. Of course one will not find a country, a nation or a 
political leader who will admit (least of all publicly) that it or he does not want 
peace. From one's own vantage point, this may well be true. If the opposite of 
"peace" is "war," then hardly anyone wants war for its own sake. Surely any 
political leader will speak with great pathos about the tragedy of war, the need 
to preserve human life, avoid casualties, prevent bereavement. 
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Yet, with a small exception of moral pacifists, the great majority of public and 
political leadership in the world does not want peace for its own sake, does not 
see peace as a sacred value which should be put above any other interest and 
value. And this, in effect, is the true test or the way of distinguished among 
nations and governments--which values and interests take precedence ove the 
preservation of peace, and to what extent the struggle to achieve these interests 
and keep them is an accute struggle which calls for practical decisions. 


For most of the states in the region, peace as a value and a goal is clearly secon- 
dary to certain national interests and goals. We still remember the view which 

was popular here 10 years ago, according to which, given the choice, "it is 
preferable to have Sharm al-Shaykh without peace than peace without Sharm al- 
Shaykh." 


In terms of the present discussion, of the five factors which determine the develop- 
ments in the region, there are two which see peace as more important than their 
other interests in the region. 


The first is the U.S. It considers peace (especially preventing a large-scale 
war in the area) as a most important interest. There are two main reasons. The 
first is the nature of the political system, the society and the way of life in 
the U.S. If there is a country in the world today which truly recoils from war, 
even at the expense of basic national interests, honor and prestige (and the 
legacy of the Vietnam War is undoubtedly a major reason), it is the U.S. The 
other reason is the fear of any local war which may lead to uncontrolled escala- 
tion leading to inter-bloc conflict. Hence the desire to prevent such conflict, 
not enter a superpower war which threatens physical annihilation. This desire is 
a dominant factor in determining the operative policy of the U.S. in various parts 
of the world. 


The second is Saudi Arabia. Here the fear exists of political and other implica- 
tions which may threaten the Saudi monarchy and/or the existence of Saudi Arabia 
as a separate national entity. A large-scale war in the Middle East may awaken 
revolutionary elements which may undermine the monarchy from within and from 
without. Such a war, against Israel, will not permit the monarchy to sit it out, 
and will force it to join through using economic pressure (oil embargo or even 
other measures). Now, after the 1973 attempt, Saudi Arabia is well aware of the 
danger in using such sanctions, and to what extent the danger exists that the 
Western world may be forced to take direct steps against Saudi Arabia. 


Still, one should add one more thing about the two countries. Despite the senior 
sosition of both countries (each in its own way), neither one has the power to 
determine the moves of the decisive factors in our region. And, in a way, what 

is really typical of our time, is the helplessness of the powerful (which includes 
the Soviet Union) to force their political will on others. 


‘he Long-range Basic Goals 


Let us look eat each of the five factors, and at their long-range goals. The 
definition of those goals is, of course, mine. They are not clearly stated any- 
where in any public and binding way. I am saying these things on the basis of 
observation, impression, and analysis, without having any intimate knowledge there- 
of. 
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Israel 


Israel of course is a democracy, hence the relatively great importance of public 
Opinion in Israel, the public mood regarding the national decision-making process. 
When I point out what in my opinion are thelong-range national goals of Israel, 

I am dealing with topics which I believe reflect the consensus of the majority of 
the Jewish population. This consensus is valid right now, and it was reflected in 
the results of the last election. I am saying this knowing that there is also a 
large oppesition to this consensus. 


I enumerate three central goals in the Arab-Israeli conflict: 


The first goal determines that historical Israel will not be divided again. 
Historical Israel includes the Golan Heights, and now, less than 4 months before 
the final evacuation of the Sinai, I am not so sure that the Rafah salient and 
the Ofira region are not included in this term. At this point the completion of 
the evacuation cannot be regarded as a fait accomplit. 


The second goal determines that historical Israel must remain under Israeli 
sovereignty, better yet, historical Israel must remain a Jewish state. 


The third goal is the Israeli recognition of the urgent need to find a compre- 
hensive solution to the problem of the Arabs of historical Israel (Arabs of 
Palestine). Yet Israel sees this problem as a humanitarian and not a political 
problem, hence its solution must be found outside the boundaries of historical 
Israel. 


Egypt 


When it comes to Egypt (and this is even more so in regard to the other Arab 
countries), interests and goals are decided by a smail group at the head. Here, 
a personal change of leadership can bring a total upset of goals, approach, 
policies. We saw such an upset when Nassir was replaced by al-Sadat. Now, with 
the rise of Husni Mubarak, it is tuo early to define his personal policy, yet in 
terms of Egyptian long-range goals there is no significant differences between 
al-Sadat and Mubarak. 


The four main goals of Egypt for the long run in what concerns relations with 
Israel and the Arab world are: 


The first goal is to recapture the central leadership role in the Arab world in 
the Middle East. Egypt has played this role for a long time and its present 
isolation, from the Egyptian standpoint, is a passing episode. Egypt believes 
that it will either solve the conflict in such a way that both Israel and Egypt 
will be freed of the inter-Arab boycott, or Egypt by itself will have to rejoin 
by itself the general camp. 


The second goal is to reach a solution to the Israeli-Arab conflict according to 
the principles of the declared and acceptable Arab position (full return to the 
June 1967 lines, including the Golan Heights and Jerusalem). 
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The survival of Israel is not an Egyptian goal or interest. Yet Egypt is willing 
to accept this fact as tolerable, and in time may get used to it. 


This last goal--peace relations with Israel, peaceful coexistence, is the bitter 
pill which Egypt has to swallow in order to attain the other goals. And again, 

this is not a positive Egyptian interest (despite the fact that Egypt stands to 

gain from it in several ways). 


The U.S. 


Clearly the Middle East is far from the eyes, the ears and the heart of the U.S. 
The American attitude to our region is motivated by American rather than regional 
interests. We have alresljy mentioned that the U.S. truly seeks peace in the 
Middle East and will strive to prevent the outbreak of war. 


Beyond that, one could point out three American goals in the Middle East: 


First, the influence of what happens in the region on the well-being of the 
American people. This refers mainly to the economic well-being (preventing an 
economic crisis, preventing inflation and high unemployment). And, of course, as 
we have mentioned, preventing a war which will require direct American military 
intervention. 


Second, safeguarding the interests of the entire West. As the leader of the 
free world the U.S. strives to: 


a) Stop Soviet expansion everywhere, especially in areas vital to the free world. 
b) Recapture and preserve countries and regimes (especially in developing coun- 
tries in vital areas like the Middle East) which are under Soviet influence or 
domination. 


Third, despite our caution and suspicions in this respect, the existence of 
Israel as an independent sovereign state is valuable to the American people and 
government. [ would add that from the American standpoint it is even a greater 
moral value than a real strategic asset for the U.S. 


The "Moderate" Arab Countries 


Here, when we touch on a large bloc of countries--from the Persian Gulf to Sudan 
to Morocco--there is certainly a difference of position and particularistic in- 
terests. Hence we limit ourselves to common goals and principles. 


Nearly all these states are peripheral to the Israel-Arab conflict (except Jordan). 
Hence their approach is predicted on their personal interest. 


(their primary goal is to find a comprehensive and final solution to the Middle 
East conflict. Such solution has to eliminate an agitating factor which threatens 
their interests. In this respect, and as part of the first goal, they are in 
favor of resolving the Palestinian problem in a way which will eliminate the 
subversive elements which threaten then.

These countries are in favor of a compromise which will recognize Israel's right 
to exist in the spirit of the Egyptian position. Here again the emphasis is not 
on Israel's existence but the acceptance of this existence, as long as the solu- 
tion includes, as stated: 


a) A full solution of the conflict (eliminating the threat of a new conflict). 
b) A full resolution which will satisfy the basic Palestinian aspirations. 


The last goal is to keep the pro-Western orientation of these countries. 
The "Rejectionist" Arab Countries 


Here too there is a large number of countries and elements which are brought to- 
gether by particularistic interests of which the Israeli-Arab conflict is not the 
main one (except, of course, for the PLO and the other Palestinian organizations). 
Rather it is a tool for furthering their other goals. This front is headed today 
by Syria, Libya, and the PLO. 


The first basic goal of these states is the solution of the Israeli-Arab conflict 
in such a way which will fully satisfy the most extreme Arab position. It is 
clear that the goal of this bloc is the total liquidation of Israel and an 
independent political entity. 


The way to achieve this goal is through a war in which most of the Arab forces 
will participate, as well as using all Arab resources, including the oil 
embargo and other ways of using the Arab economic-political power. 


As stated, the achievement of this goal will have to serve their own goals, with 
each one of them striving to achieve a status of leadership in the Arab world 
(which must be done at the expense of Egypt and Saudi Arabia, mainly). 


Finally, despite close cooperation and help from the Soviet Union, they are 
extremely careful not to come under total Soviet/communist domination.

WEST BANK'S OLIVE CROP--Farmers gave an account of this year's olive crop as being 
good, but that production is below last year's level. This year's olive oil pro- 
duction has been estimated at approximately 40,000 tons, while last year it was at 
130,000 tons. The job of picking olives has already begun and oil presses have 
been in operation since the beginnings * this month. Farmers are looking to 
officials to facilitate the export of tneir products and to lower exporting fees in 
a manner as to make them minimal. It is worthwhile mentioning that a relatively 
large segment of the West Bank populatiou depend on selling olive oil as a means 
to earn their livelihood.

TEACHERS' SALARIES DEFICIENT--A statement was issued yesterday surrounding the 
conditions of government school teachers which read as follows: During the 
teachers’ strike of 1980-1981 scholastic year, and in view of high prices, authori- 
ties of the West Bank's military rule promised the teachers gradual pay increases 
to upgrade their salary's worth and its purchasing power. The teachers felt an 
improvement in last April's pay compared to what it had been before the strike. 
They were optimistic about this situation and believed the military rule to be 
serious this time in implementing the promises made to improve their material con- 
ditions; except that after April, their monthly salaries reflected the falsity of 
these promises as the increases given did not cover inflation. In view of the 
constantly declining value of the shekel and the lack of confidence in it as a 
standard currency on which to base the valuation of goods; the soaring prices of 
goods on West Bank's markets as a result of this devaluation; and adjusting these 
prices to the value of the Jordanian dinar or to the dollar, we decided to evalu- 
ate the salaries based on the Jordanian dinar in order to give a clear picture of 
these illus: ry salary raises. As an example, last April one of the teachers 
earned a salary of 3,526 shekels or the equivalent of 125 Jordanian dinars while 
in October, and after the last increase, he earned a salary of 4,903 shekels or 
the equivalent of 119 Jordanian dinars. This clearly shows that the numerical 
salary increases which became manifest do not cover the declining value of the 
salaries during this same petiod whereas the mean expenses for a family of four 

is about 9,000 shekels. We are stili deprived from the simplest amenities that are 
essential to life, and many of our rights are being denied, but instead of 

putting up a struggle to regain them, many of us save resorted to immigration and 
resignation which in themselves are means of running away from confronting and 
challenging the tough reality and which exacerbate the authority to further dis- 
regard our demands.

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GAZA ELECTRIC COMPANY--The regional power company continues to refuse the munici- 
pality of Gaza with an additional supply of electric power to meet the demands of 
the region. The company requested from the municipality a sum of $8 million to set 
up a supporting station near B'ir al-Saba in order to reinforce the municipality 
with a sufficient supply of electricity. The municipality refused this request on 
the basis that the company has obligations toward its consumers. As a result of 
this procrastination, the municipality council met yesterday and decided to cable 
the district's general governor to seek his intervention before the company on 
the subject so the municipality can meet the citizens’ needs especially that this 
delay could lead to a slow down of the city's industrial and social growth. In its 
cable, the council also requested that the municipality be permitted to set up a 
special power station to cover the city's consumption in the event the company 
continues to abstain from supplying the municipality with its power needs. [Text]

VILLAGE INCORPORATION--The Qalqiliyah municipality council, presided by Hadj Amin 
al-Nasr, met the day before yesterday and agreed to accept the petition submitted 
by the villagers of al-Nabi' Ilyas in which they requested their village to be 
incorporated into the Qalgiliyah municipality zone and to be supplied with water 
drawn from the municipality project. The municipality will be submitting a request 
to the responsible authorities for their approval. The council also agreed to 
suspend the station house sewer project until the next fiscal year so that partici- 
pants can contribute financial assis*ance toward completing the aforementioned 
project which has already cost the municipality 50,000 shekels and still has not 
been completed.

MILITARY TRAINING ACTIVITIES DISCUSSED 
Kuwait AL-TALI‘AH in Arabic No 723, 23 Dec 81 pp 20-23 


[Article: "Military Training; Preparing the Future Generation to Defend the 
Nation" ] 


[Text] We will not go into a long discussion about the role of youth in building 
the Arab Nation and the future; this goes without saying. The Ministry of Educa- 
tion understands the enormous role of the youth of Kuwait, something for which we 
are grateful. It should be emphasized that this is one of its most important 
duties, and the ministry has responded by establishing a military training program 
for its secondary schools, realizing that this educational course will prepare the 
future generation to take on the burdens of safeguarding and defending, developing 
and building the nation. 


On 16 June 1981, the Ministry of Education issued a decree concerning the military 
training and civil defense program. Passing this course is considered an essential 
requirement for Kuwaiti students, both boys and girls, to graduate from the 
secondary level. This decree was retroactive to the 1978-79 school year. 


This decree exempts certain students who have evening classes, those who are 
studying for the general secondary examination at home, those who have finished the 
secondary grade at schools outside of Kuwait, as well as those wno finished the 
third grade of secondary school before the 1977-78 school year. 


The Ministry of Education enumerated its goals with respect to this program as 
follows: 


1. General goal: the Ministry of Education, in cooperation with competent authori- 
ties in the National Guard, the Ministries of Defense, Interior and Health, and 
other authorities concerned with the course, will share in raising the strategic 
capability of the nation, by using the energy of youth for service in making the 
homefront secure, in all its labor sectors and in supporting the armed forces in 
their defensive duties. 


2. Educational goal: To see to it that this program be recognized as a complemen- 
tary educational process, striving to complete the student's fundamental develop- 
ment, such as knowledge, physical exercise and emotional makeup. 
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3. Specific goals: Prepare the students to help them to continue to make their 
education and military training, in a phase of compulsory service, as easy as 
possible, as well as to build up the student's capabilities in this area, so as to 
encourage him to enter the military academy, to impart to him some concepts and 
principles regarding first aid, to teach him all the dangers and possibilities that 
could befiall his domestic life and to strengthen that, as well as Gulf and Arab 
security. 


First aid includes teaching the student some basic principles for certain injuries, 
such as lesions, hemorrhaging, fractures, ways of carrying patients, respiration, 
burns and electric shock. 


The ministry has provided 1/7 training centers for boys and 16 for girls, distri- 
buted throughout Kuwait. They include all the secondary schools. The training was 
divided into two periods, the first from 15 November 1981 to 1 i 2bruary 1982, and 
a second, concentrated session from 22 May to 3 June 1982. 


We made a fact-finding visit to the Yusef Ibn "Isa school in the ‘Abdullah al- 
Salim suburb, which has 2/75 students in this program. It is the largest center 
in terms of having the most students. 


We brought back several impressions from what we saw, highlighted by the commit- 
ment by all the students to their uniform, their discipline and strong dedication 
to military training, their extreme delight when carrying arms, as well as their 
carrying out of orders issued by their military instructors, who have been ob- 
tained from the National Guard. One can sense the youth's readiness and responsive- 
ness to military training, through their rapid comprehension, organized formations 
and mental preparedness to meet their obligations in the productive labor and ser- 
vices sectors, to be taught some of the concepts and principles of civil defense 
and first aid, and to be trained in order to temporarily redress technical short- 
falls in the public utilities. They are trained in the correct usage of the usual 
hand eqiipment and become accustomed to the importance of collective labor. They 
are imbued with self-confidence, the ability to improve behavior and self-control 
in various situations, on a practical basis. They come to appreciate the efforts 
of the state and workers in all production and services sectors. 


Training Curriculum 


The military training program for students has been set at 10/7 hours: 81 for 
military subjects, 10 for (consciousness) and 16 for first aid. 


Military subjects include: 


1. Close-crder drill, without arms 
2. Close-order drill, under arms 
3. Small arms and firing 


(Consciousness) ircludes: military training goals, bases of good citizensnip, 
development of feelings of iesponsibility, distinguishing between right ard duty, 
decision-making, loyalty, introduction to the front, and the efforts they are 
making during the training. 














We also noted the extreme interest displayed by the instructors, supervisors, the 
headmaster, Dr Zahdi Samur, and the specialized teachers of theoretical material, 
such as first aid and consciousness. The ratio of attendance, which reaches 97 
percent, also underscores the students' acceptance of the course. Professo~ 
Marwan Matr, the administrator of the school, said that there were students with 
medical permission to be exempted from the military training, who refused to do 
that and take part with their comrades. 


The opinions of some students range from considering the subject matter to be 
outstanding, a valuable experience and in line with their wishes, to respect for 
this course, while expressing some observations  »aling with various aspects, such 
as the rations, the roughness of the training, and the relative effect of that on 
studying. 


Youth Organization's Plan, and its Retlections on the Spirit of Youth 


Professor Fu'ad al-Badr, assistant technical and executive supervisor, and tech- 
nical supervisor for military training, as well as Professor Hasan ‘Abd al-Qadir 
Musa'i, technical and executive supervisor, and technical supervisor for conscious- 
ness in the mi*itary training program, afforded us every facility to become familiar 
with the various aspects of the students' training. We visited one class, which 

was studying first aid and methods of carrying the patient, as well as ways of 
caring for him before and during the carrying. There was also practical exercises 
i: bearing the patient. We also visited another class that was training on first 
aid, pertaining to the setting of fractures, as well as a theoretical explanation 
using a plastic body of a man. A demonstration of artificial respiration was carried 
out. Later we went to the military training ground, where the students were 

divided into three formations, drilling on bearing arms and infantry, in accordance 
with military rules. We saw Lt Nasir al-Duwaylah, who was trying to train three 
students in how to keep up with their comrades. 


Truly, the parade field, like a military barrac ., was filled with youth, accept- 
ing the instruction in high spirits and clearly well prepared. 


We met with Lt Nasir and asked him to give us an idea about the military tuaining. 


He replied: "The concept was proposed by the Ministry of Education, on the premise 
that it would give the students an opportunity to develop a sense of national 
spirit, and would build the individual's knowledge of his national obligations. 

The training gives them a brief idea of what military life is like and develops a 
soldierly, military spirit, as well as patience, obedience and discipline." 


The students receive infantry training with and withcut arms. This is taught in 
the first period. During the second intensive period, the students receive more 
information about the infantry, and at the completion of this, all classes fire 
with live ammunition, in order to give them some idea about the nature of the 
weapons, on which they have trained, and to acquaint them with the results of the 
training they received. 


I am able to say that this youth plan reflects very well on the psychology of the 
youth, in terms of their receptivity and enthusiasm. Naturally, one can always 
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find some negative aspects from some of the students, but this does not affect the 
general and very beneficial results that are implanted in their psychological 
makeup. ~ --essed his gratitude for the supervisors’ cooperation with the 
instructors. 


We met with the headmaster, Dr Zahdi ‘Abd al-Majid Samur, and asked him about the 
experiment. He said: "The experiment has been successful as evidenced by the 
students’ behavior, both inside and out of school. If one could make a comment, I 
feel that a variety of teachers from outside the sphere of the Ministry of Education 
should be brought in, especially in the areas of public services, even though they 
be military instructors, since the Ministry of Defence has engineers, doctors, 
technicians and the like. This would help to produce an integrated concept on 

all areas of training and would make a more effective impression." 


Dr Fu'ad al-Badr added that he thought that those who had done their compulsory 
military conscription should assist and participate in the training, after being 
given special courses in this field. 


Military Training--Preparing for Military Conscription 


Professor Marwan Matr said: "Regarding the students' comments about the food, 

the ministry does that intentionally by giving them field rations, (the rations we 
saw were composed of kabobs and hamburger) in order to accustom them to a rough 
life. 


"As for punishments, they are prescribed in the program and cannot be exceeded. 
They are progressive, in accordance with the violation, beginning with reprimand 
and warning, and going up by degrees, such as absent without leave means separa- 
tion from the training program and returning to it the following year. 


"With respect to the affect of the training on studies and examinations, we have no 
examinations on the military training materials, but rather, we rely on constant 
evaluation. The relationship of the military training in the schools with military 
conscription is tantamount to preparation for that stage. The training department 
in the National Guard picked the best students in the program, and took them to a 
camp. They attended a live maneuver. The students are Khalid Badral-'Uwayshir, 
Wa'il al-Khalifi, Hamid al-Harz, Jamal al-Jassar, and Musa'id Khalid al-Ghayth. 

The school will also honor them tomorrow at fermation, and present them with a 
certificate of appreciation and awards." 


The great interest that we sensed from the instructors, supervisors and students 
in the military training, and their enthusiastic acceptance of it, reflects to a 
great degree the feeling of duty. It moves us to offer our esteem to all those in 
charge of this mission for their interest in our youth. The youth, who will raise 
their arms to develop this country, to build and defend it. We are hopeful that 
we would have seen in the girls' schools what we saw in the Yusef Ibn "Isa school, 
in terms of high interest in the military training program, intensive efforts to 
cover difficult material, in order to achieve maximum benefit for the youth of 
Kuwait.

MINISTER DISCUSSES COUNTRY'S FINANCIAL WOES 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic No 1309, 4 Dec 81 pp 60, 61 


[Interview with Finance Minister ‘Ali al-Khalil, conducted by ‘Adnan Karimah: 
"Finance Minister 'Ali al-Khalil to AL-HAWADITH: ‘Lebanon Is a Confrontation 
State and $2 Billion Is Not Enough to Support the Arabs' Burdens;"' date and 
place not given] 


[Text] The budget begins with a number, and the 1982 budget 
for the State of Lebanon now being debated by the parliamen- 
tary finance committee totals 5.945 billion liras not count- 
ing the trimmed budgets. This represents an increase of 32.4 
percent over the 1981 budget--a substantial increase dictated 
by unexpected increases in the expenditures of the state, 
which has led to a rise in the deficit because of a shortage 
of revenues. 


While a budget usually reflects the economic situation in a 
country, Lebanon's budget is an exception. Perhaps this is 
due to the political and security conditions arising from 
the local, Arab, and international developments in the Mid- 
dle Zast crisis, which have contributed to the "impoverish- 
ment" of the state and the "enrichment" of the Lebanese peo- 
ple. However, it would appear that officials are relying on 
two basic ingredients to ensure revenues for the treasury 
and to cover the budget deficit: 





First, collecting the state's share of the wealth that the 
people have gained--at least by collecting delinquent taxes 
and fees that have accumulated during the past few years. 


Secondly, the Arab financial support approved by the Tunis 
summit to assist Lebanon, consisting of $2 billion to be 
paid at an annual rate of $400 million over 5 years begin- 
ning in 1980. 


AL-HAWADITH met with Finance Minister Dr ‘Ali al-Khalil and 


conducted an interview with him dealing with the financial 
affairs and woes of the state in the war years, the budget 
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deficit, the public debt, Arab aid, and the state's 
expenditures. 


AL-HAWADITH: The nominal budget deficit listed under the heading "special rev- 
enues"” amounts to 2.921 billion liras while some experts have estimated that 
the actual deficit in the case of continued security disruptions will be more 
than 4 billion liras. What is your opinion of this? 





"Ali al-Khalil: We said in the general budget that we would have a 1982 budget 
deficit of 1.994 billion liras on the basis that we will receive next year at 
least as much as we received in 1980 in the form of Arab aid. This figure was 
$206 million, which is equivalent to around 927 million liras. We included 
Arab support *n the budget because it constitutes support in the financing of 
construction supplies and projects. However, we hope to receive much more than 
this amount next year because there are the partial amounts for the years 1980 
and 1981 and the entire amount due for 1982, which is $400 million. 


As for the actual deficit, the first part of the expenditures will be spent in 
its entirety because it pertains to salaries and wages for government workers. 
This constitutes 70 percent of the total budget. This leaves the second portion, 
which pertains to construction projects. I wish that this would be spent in 
its entirety, but this will not happen because management is still rotten and 
security conditions remain the main pretext for the failure to imp].ement the 
projects--aside from delay in the approval of the budget as occurred this year, 
for example, in which we put the budget into effect on 16 July. All these fac- 
tors that cause slow spending on implementation of the projects tend to bring 
about a reduction in the budget deficit. This is the reason for the huge cred- 
its carried over year after year, which amounted to around 3 billion Lebanese 
liras in 1981. For this reason, I believe that the actual deficit for the next 
general budget will not exceed 2.5 billion liras. 





AL-HAWADITH: On what basis did you arrive at this figure and what are your es- 
timates of actual expenditures and revenues? 


"Ali al-Khalil: We have estimated revenues at more than 3 billion liras; and 
no matter what happens, expenditures will not exceed 5 billion. The difference 
is 2 billion. The estimate of revenues could be off by a half billion liras, 
and thus the estimated deficit is 2.5 billion. 


AL-HAWADITH: Do you believe that the state will be able to collect the esti- 
mated revenues: And how will it do this? 


"Ali al-Khalil: After a long period of disturbances and difficult circumstances, 
we found it necessary to adapt to circumstances as much as possible. We pro- 
ceeded to study a series of measures, some of which have been put into effect 
and some of which are still under study. The aim of these measures is to en- 
courage the citizens to pay their delinquent taxes and fees. In the budget for 
the current year, we included a clause stipulating that everyone who pays his 
taxes within 3 months of the date of issuance of the budget will benefit from 

a 10 percent discount off his payable taxes and will be exempted from any fines. 
When I made this proposal, I was asked by concerned individuals: On what hasis 
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is such a meaSure to be adopted? I answered: On the basis of the law of popu- 
lar sentiment. I did not borrow it from any book or principle. I maintain 
that, when the taxpayer must pay 100 liras in tax and a fine of 15 percent, the 
amount due becomes 115 liras; and if he is only exempted from a fine, this does 
not provide enough incentive becaus. the citizens always expect the state to 
issue a general remission of fines. in anticipation of this, the citizens prob- 
ably prefer to keep the taxes they owe in the banks and draw interest on them. 
Therefore, we did not stop at an exemption from fines but decided to deduct 10 
percent of the original tax so that the amount the taxpayer is asked to pay be- 
comes, for example, 90 liras rather than 115 liras. 


What has been the result? 


Taxation experts felt that, by virtue of this incentive, between 30 and 40 mil- 
lion liras would flow into the treasury. However, the actual amount that came 
in from 16 July until 15 October was 153 million liras. Because of the fact 
that we have continued with just the exemption from fines to the end of the 
year, payments are still coming in, though in limited amounts. We are currently 
discussing with officials additional methods that should be applied to improve 
tax collections. So that we can overcome the problem of tax verification-- 
especially since it has become clear that some taxpayers wanted to pay their 
taxes but failed to do so because the verification schedules were not ready-- 
we drafted a regulation requiring stock companies (corporations, limited- 
responsibility companies, and limited stock companies) to pay income tax on de- 
clared profits, revenues, and salaries upon submission of the delcaration and 
before the publication of the basic tax schedules with the provision that these 
schedules shall be issued subsequently to facilitate adjustment and that, in 
such cases, fines for late payment shall apply starting at the end of the dec- 
laration deadline. This regulation will go into effect starting the first day 
of 1982. 


AL-HAWADITH: Customs revenues are among the most important revenues of the 
State. Because of smuggling, only one-quarter of these revenues are currently 
reaching the ‘treasury. Several proposals have been made to combat smuggling 
but they have apparently been ineffective. Do you believe that the monitoring 
of the ports that the Arab Monitoring Committee is working to implement to pre- 
vent weapons smuggling will also include the prevention of smuggling of goods 
and various kinds of products? 


"Ali al-Khalil: The fact is that, in order for the idea of monitoring to suc- 
ceed, it must include smuggling in all its various forms. As an example, when 
a ship comes in and is inspected at sea, if it does not contain weapons, then 
it necessarily contains commercial goods and products. Its destination must be 
ascertained and it must be directed to legal ports; and, if there is an infrac- 
tion, this infraction must be declared. This is a wish and I hope it will be 
ichieved. 


AL-HAWADITH: However, as is generally known, the largest part of the smuggling 


is taking place in the port of Beirut. Is it possible to stop it based on the 
anticipated measures? 
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"Ali al-Khalil: This is a political situation. The fact is that, if they im- 
plement the security plan you are talking about in the Arab Monitoring Committee, 
which includes the paved highway from the Sodeco area to the port of Beirut, it 
can lead to the control of the situation in the port. This matter depends on 

the security and political situation, and there is no hope in this area uniéss 
we rely on the legal forces to control security and fight smuggling. This must 
be the result of political reconciliation. | 


AL-HAWADITH: It appears that the state is paying much and receiving little, 
which brings us to the matter of subsidies. It has become evident that, in 
spite of the increase in the prices of fuels, the treasury is still losing 
around 1 billion liras per year on fuel and bread subsidies. Will you continue 
with this policy? To what extent is the loss acceptable economically and 
socially? 


"Ali al-Khalil: When the council of ministers recently studied the problem of 
subsidies and increases in the prices of fuels, econoric and social circumstances 
were taken into consideration. As a result of the study, it was decided to con- 
tinue bearing the cost of partial subsidies because eliminating them is com- 
pletely impracticable at this time. 


AL-HAWADITH: As a result of the continued deficit in the budget, the state is 
resorting to borrowing from banks through the issuing of treasury bonds or from 
the Central Bank. How far has the public debt risen? Is it still within accept- 
able limits? 


"Ali al-Khalil: According to the latest statistics, the public debt of the 
treasury was 6.9 billion liras as of 23 November. This is broken down as 
follows: 


--4.1 billion liras owed to the banks based on treasury bonds, 
--2.2 billion liras owed to the Central Bank, and 
--600 million liras in foreign debts. 


This figure represents only the sums drawn on loans concluded with Arab and in- 
ternational institutions. The total value of these loans is much higher. 


Offsetting this debt owed by the state, the state also has debts in its favor 
owed by the municipalities and public organizations which usually receive a 
treasury's loans. This debt was over 4.2 billion liras as of 28 October. After 
balancing the amount owed and the amount due, it is clear that the public debt 
is still within very acceptable limits. The financial position of the state is 
just fine. 


AL-HAWADITH: The state today is the biggest customer of the banks because it 
has sought to borrow through the treasury bonds which are issued at a rate of 
two times a month. Based on the coordination occurring for the first time be- 
tween fiscal policy, which is overseen by the minister of finance, and monetary 
policy, which is overseen by the director of the Central Bank, how do you see 
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the development of the interest situation, noting that taterest has become tax- 
ible even on treasury bonds? 


"Ali al-Khalil: With regard to treasury bonds, the interest rate is set for 
each issue separately based on market rates and monetary developments. In the 
past, there was a certain amount of stability in interest; but, in these days, 
interest rates are in a near insané state. For this reason, we resolved to 
Study each issue individually and set its bank interest. In every session of 
the coordination organization composed of the finance minister, Central Bank 
Director Shaykh Michel al-Khawri, President of the Development and Reconstruc- 
tion Council Muhammad ‘Atallah, and economic expert Dr Samir al-Mugqaddasi, we 
raise the issue of interest and discuss development. As a matter of fact, 
there would appear to be a trend toward a reduction of interest rates on the 
dollar, which is the base in the interest market. However, I have recently 
heard an opposing view that, contrary to expectations, it appears that the in- 
terest rate could begin rising again. This matter is tied to the monetary 
policy of the United States. 


AL-HAWADITH: The final question pertains to Arab financial support, because 
this support remains a besic element in covering the budget deficit. However, 
a certain slowness in making payments has been noted since only $281 million of 
the total $800 million was paid in 1980 and 1981. What is your conception of 
the extent to which the commitments of the Arabs in the Tunis summit resolu- 
tions pertaining to financial aid for Lebanon will be fulfilled, especially 
Since they may be conditional on certain political developments? 


"Ali al-Khalil: Unfortunately, I must say that what we have received thus far 
is a very small amount. I believe that there must be political follow-up of 
the matter and that the Arabs must be held to their responsibilities, especially 
since we have not accepted these funds as charity or aid but receive them as a 
portion of the modest Arab assistance to support Lebanon's steadfastness and 
help the South and, at the same time, to contribute to the vint Arab strategy. 
I do not think it unlikely that there will come a time when the financial aid 
approved by the Tunis summit will be paid in full. May I add that the Develop- 
ment and Reconstruction Council programs all its projects on the basis that all 
the Arab support funds will be received. In this connection, it can be said 
that the sum of $2 billic. must be increased, because $400 million per year for 
Lebanon is a very insignificant portion in comparison to the various burdens it 
bears!

ARMY'S ROLE EXAMINED

Reform; Sarkis To Complete Rebuilding of Army Before His Departure; Salam: 

'We Reject the Principle of Balance and Insist that Efficiency Should Be the 
Only Criterion"] 


[Text] President Elias Sarkis has committed himself to a fundamental pledge to 
reopen the file on the Lebanese Army, to endeavor to place it on the road to 
reorganization and reconstruction, and to accomplish the greatest possible part 
of this task before his term ends next summer. 


The president communicated this commitment to a limited number of top political 
leaders who met with him individually before he went to Morocco to attend the 
summit conference. 


This commitment crowned a long series of discussions and deliberations between 
President Sarkis and the prime minister, a number of ministers, and leaders of 
political activists in a period that extended over several weeks and was kept 
under wraps because of the delicacy and importance of this matter. 


In these discussions, the political leaders aired various opinions and points 
of view concerning the conditions of the army, the laws and regulations that 
control it, and the defects that are inconsistent with its make-up. They also 
dealt with the failure to maintain the same degree of progress in the process 
of qualifying and equipping the army politically and in terms of leadership, 
on the one hand, and the process of increasing its strength and outfitting it 
with advanced weaponry on the other. 


These deliberations reached their peak as a result of several factors which 
emerged a short time before the Arab summit. One of these factors was Presi- 
dent Sarkis's desire to exert a final effort to make the army acceptable with- 
out any reservations before the end of his term. Another factor was Prime 
Minister Shafiq Wazzan's belief, based on past experience, that the administra- 
tion's ability to regain the initiative domestically is conditional on the 
formation of a stroug army and on the elimination of any reservations concern- 
ing it, and that the state will be able to ensure the necessary bases to de- 
liver Lebanon from its misfortune only to the extent that it accomplishes the 
basic steps in this field. 








Other factors contributed tc the development of these convictions. These in- 
luded the political pressures calling for the rebuilding of Lebanon's individ- 
ual strength and the conditions imposed by the states that desire to help Leba- 
non to support its legal authorities, the first condition being acceleration of 
the process of rebuilding the army. 
This week, an important discussion in progress on the situation and potential 
of the army came to light. This discussion involves the president and former 
Prime Minister Sa'ib Salam, who visited the presidential palace after a long 
break in relations and held and extended meeting with the president. The two 
men discussed issues pertaining to the summit conference, the South, and devel- 
opments in the Lebanese crisis. 


During this discussion, former Prime Minister Sa'ib Salam broached the subject 
of the army and talked at length about its composition, the factors that para- 
lyze it, the obstacles that prevent its use in the field of internal security, 
and the ambivalent situation that surrounds it, which in certain cases has 
caused it to be accepted in one street and rejected in another, as if it had no 
connection with an institution which supposedly came into existence to belong 
to all Lebanese without distinction. Salam acknowledged that many campaigns 
launched against the military organization have been very unfair and have in- 
volved contrived private intentions aimed at preventing the legal authorities 
from regaining their role. On the other hand, he said that some mistakes have 
been made which have damaged the army. Moreover, he said that there are legit- 
imate views and demands which cannot be ignored because adopting them with ob- 
jectivity and impartiality will help the army regain its well-being and its 
national role. 


In his comments, former Prime Minister Salam paused to deal with the political 
and parliamentary debates that preceded the enactment of the law for the organ- 
ization of the army during the administration of former Prime Minister Salim 
al-Huss. He pointed to the disparity between the enactment of the text of the 
law and the slow pace of implementation, putting forward his view that is is 
impossible for the state to regain its real role until it accomplishes its mis- 
sion of rebuilding the army completely. In the discussion, Salam rejected ac- 
ceptance of the demands based on the slogans "building a balanced army" or 
"balance of the army," or “removing leadership of the army from a Maronite 
fficer and investing it in a Muslim officer." He gaid that the mere fact of 
basing solutions and plans on the logic of balance and the confessionalism of 
the leadership means keeping the army under the control of the confessional] 
logic, which is filled with the loopholes and shortcomings that were partially 
cesponsible for its disintegration in the past. In order to build a strong 
national army, the terms "balance" and "balanced" and "distribution of posi- 
tions of leadership among the confessions" must be eliminated. These terms 
must be replaced by an advanced military policy that gives positions of leader- 
hip and distributes responsibilities to each officer on the basis of his qual- 
fications, capabilities, and experience--not on the basis of what political or 
nfessional movement he represents. Former Prime Minister Salam warned the 
state of the dangers in continuing to ignore this important aspect of the legal 
uthority. He said that the time factor was an important issue that could not 
be ignored; and, thus, each day that passcs without the achievement of the task 
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of rebuilding the national army moves Lebanon further away from the realization 
of a radical solution to its crisis. 


Information commenting on this discussion said that Salam's frankness led him 
to go so far as to warn against continuing the error of pursuing the policy ot 
"applying" the army, even for the purpose of sanctioning a situation that ex- 
isted in the past, because trust is the most important of the pillars needed to 
Support the rebuilding process. 


President Sarkis replied to this presentation by returning to certain official 
positions through which the state has attempted to rebuild the army and reiter- 
ating what has been achieved toward this end to date. Then President Sarkis 
made a pledge to reopen the question of the army in the period immediately ahead. 
In this commitment, he went to lengths that the political sources who hold this 
information describe as new and extremely important. The sources say that, if 
the terms of the commitment are implemented, this will lead to unexpected 


results. 


The question one asks oneself in Beirut now is this: Can President Elias Sarkis 
achieve in less than a year and at the end of his term what he has been unable 
to achieve in the 5 previous years of his administration? 


Some ministers assert that the discussion in the presidential palace between 
President Sarkis and former Prime Minister Salam will lead to important measures 
that the state will soon undertake with respect to the army. They say that 
President Sarkis is capable, with the government, of placing the train of com- 
plete military reconstruction at the beginning of the track, leaving the next 
administration the task of continuing the progress in the next 6 years. 


Another group replies to this question by saying that the time for reform has 
passed and that hopes will remain only hopes--at least until after the upcoming 
presidential elections. 


Between the two views, one can do nothing but wait.

PHALANGE TRAINING IN ISRAEL--Press reports coming from security sources have 
revealed further details on the continuing relationship between the Phalange and 
Israel. The reports have confirmed that an advanced training program was 
approved by the Phalange's military council and will include 1,575 Phalangist 
recruits who will receive training in Israel for a year. The unit will be 
trained on field artillery and equipment. The reports added: ''Following the 
group's return from Israel it will constitute an essential unit within the 
Lebanese Forces and will be called Shock Troops [Al-Maghawir]. Bashir Jumayyil 
met with members of the group in their barracks north of Beirut during a special 
ceremony on the occasion." Meanwhile, these sources confirmed that three offi- 
cers from the Israeli army's armored corps arrived in Juniyah to take charge of 
and oversee a Phalange group which has completed its training in Israel and 
which arrived in Juniyah recently. The same security sources had previously 
disclosed details on the arrival of 150 Phalange combatants from Israel where 
they received training on 10 types of military equipment near Tiberias. [Text]

INDIAN MERCENARIES--The newspaper INDIAN EXPRESS reported that Indian immigra- 
tion authorities are interrogating hundreds of Indians who left Lebanon after 
being charged with working as mercenaries within the ranks of the Lebanese 
Phalange Party.

AL-QADHDHAFI'S TIES WITH EUROPEAN SOCIALISTS

[Text] The relations between Qadhdhafi and the PASOK of 
Papandreou. How Tripoli subsidizes the Spanish and Portuguese 
socialists. The political vacillations of the Italian social- 
ist party in its relations with Libya. The fascinating appeal 
of petrodoliars. 


On the day after 10 May, with Giscard d'Estaing defeated and the victory of Mitter- 
rand clear, Col Qadhdhafi claimed credit for Libya in a ringing declaration for 

the socialist victory in France. "The effect of the great Libyan revolution of 

l September on the French elections constitutes the continuation of its powerful 
influence on the course of international developments." The megalomania and stu- 
pidity of Col Qadhdhafi are not to be smiled at. It detracts nothing from the 
danger of the man from Tripoli, together with the great corrupting power of the 
enormous amount of money he has at his disposal. 


Aside from the connections, the trade, the relations with the USSR (the accepted 
mother of "true socialism"), Qadhdhafi maintains or seeks connections, links, or 
very special ties--like those between the one who pays for services and those who, 
furnishing them, are paid--with all the socialist parties in Europe. The elec- 
toral victory of PASOK in Greece and the coming to office of the socialist Papan- 
ireou unleashed the same enthusiasm in Tripoli as the death of Anwar al-Sadat. 
fu'ammar Qadhdhafi for some time has had his supporters, admirers, and clients in 
the Greek socialist party. If Mitterrand has his Debray,’apandreou can boast of 
Melina Mercuri in his government. Only 1 week after taking office, Papandreou 
ordered Mercuri to develop relations with Tripoli to the greatest extent, and 
agreements were signed for closing the Israeli mission in Athens and granting 

‘LO delegates diplomatic privileges. The colonel from Tripoli is not only the 
srand treasurer for international terrorism (all the proofs on this questicn have 
een furnished; all the evidence has been gathered). With the enormous strength 
of money and the availability of petrodollars, he even plays a role in the vari- 
»us sections of some European socialist parties as well as at their summit. In 
that tumor he calls his head, Qadhdhafi believes himself to be the greatest apos- 
tle and theoretician of socialism; he is utterly convinced that the infantile 
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little pages of his "Green Book" contain the ultimate and definitive philosophy 
of all socialist thought. Libya, defined as the Popular Socialist Arab Jamahiryah, 
would represent the final and conclusive point of socialism. 


Just as the Green Book's printers are paid, so Mu’ammar Qadhdhafi pays the repre- 
sentatives and members who are influential in some way in several of the Western 
European socialist parties and who are ready to believe or to pretend to believe 
him. Or worse yet, they are disposed to act politically in support of the Libyan 
colonel's designs. Simply to avoid problems, Qadhdhafi has his own socialist 
"international", the OPSPM (Organization of Progressive Mediterranean Socialist 
Parties). The secretary general of this organization, Ahmed Shihati, the Libyan 
colonel's trustee, is authorized to release "payment orders" when necessary and 
has organized "cultural offices" in almost all the West European capitals. In 
each of these offices, there is auso a cashier's office. 


Qadhdhafi's socialist organization, the "international" of parties taking orders 
from Tripoli, has its headquarters in the Libyan capital. But among the founding 
members noted during the first conference, held in Barcelona in 1976, were the 
Spanish popular socialist party of Enrique Tierno Galvan (the PSOE), the Cypriot 
socialist party of Vlassos Lyassarides (EDEK), the Greek socialist party of Andreas 
Papandreou (the PASOK), and the Maltese labor party. In his very recent study, 
Jean-Max Mefret has meticulously documented Qadhdhafi's financial payments to the 
socialist parties of some European countries: "More for his generosity with pet~ 
rodollars than for his ideas, Qadhdhafi for over 5 years has been influencing 
these parties, some of which play an important role in their nations [...]. This 
was seen in Malta, where Libya seeks to influence all the island's policies, evn 
installing a radio station, "The Voice of Friendship," for propaganda toward neigh- 
boring countries." Because the Maltese did not appreciate such extravagant Qadhd- 
hafian colonization, Libya's influence in Malta has diminished. But, with his 
well-known means, the Libyan colonel infiltrates where he can, where his agents 
meet with less resistance, where gifts silence scruples. That is the system used 
with the Spanish PSOE. ‘ 


"Aware that it does not seem possible to induce Filipe Gonzales to accept Qadhd- 
hafi's theories, the colonel exploits his friendship with Tierno Galvan, current 
mayor of Madrid, to incite him to create a new Spanish socialist party." Accord- 
ing to the most reliable reports from Spanish sources, Qadhdhafi apparently has 
on his side Alejandro Rojas Marcos, socialist leader in Andalusia, and Jose Maris 
Pastor, civil governor of Cadiz. 


The scenario is more or less the same in Portugal. To the tune of money, Qadhd- 
hafi has reportedly acquired the ownership, or the majority of stock, of a Lisbon 
daily, bringing over to his side not a few elements of the Portuguese socialist 
party and even an important member of the Revolutionary Council. It does not 
seem to disturb the good West European socialists in the least that the very same 
terrorists operating in Spain, Portugal, Greece, or Cyprus are trained in the Lib- 
yan training camps of Okbas, Tobruk, Ibn Nafar, or Jediane. For Colonel Qadhdhafi, 
everything serves: American veterans from Viet Nam, Soviet KGB agents, members 

of the Japanese Red Army, neo-Nazis, Italian red brigaders, or ex-CIA agents. 

The Libyan colonel is even trying to get to the heart of the Italian socialist 
party. Jean-Max Mefret wrote: "PSI Secretary Bettino Craxi has always tried to 
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void Qadhdhafti and until now has succeeded in doing so. Despite this, Qadhdhafi 
has not given up hope of changing Croxi's attitude with the help of more radical 
persons (from the party) such as former Minister of Foreign Trade, Enri.o Manca, 
whose good relations with Libya are certainly not a secret.'' While recognizing 
the well-nigh endless financial needs which torment the PSI--as well as the other 
two parties, the DC and the PCI, overbureaucratized and forced to support organ- 
izations, groups, papers, carnivals, and demonstrations of all kinds with daily 
torrents of money--it is hard for us to jmagine a politician of Craxi's stature 
getting caught in Qadhdhafi's trap. But _s easier to imagine, however, the man- 
euvers of the "radical" elements (read crypto-communist) of the party. 


At the last central committee meeting, on the other hand, the most recent declara- 
tions of the PSI secretary on the party's foreign policy give rise to perplexi- 
ties and doubts. Craxi signed a cash credit for the Tripoli colonel and su ~orted 
in warm tones the policy that "Italy should strive to maintain good relations with 
Qadhdhafi in order that a policy of clarification be undertaken and continued in 

a friendly spirit." Simultaneously, there is a stiffening vis-a-vis Israel, 
"whose unyielding rigidity and annexationist designs have now become a paradoxi- 
cal example of unreasonableness and political short-sightedness."' The far-sighted 
Bettino Craxi saw all this clearly the very day after the "Fez slap" in the Saudi 
Arabian face by Arab countries of the "rejection front" (but of course these coun- 
tries are not rigid or unreasonable in denying even tne smallest recognition, even 
if only implicit and rather theoretical, of the mere existence of Israel.) 


Once again, it was Qadhdhafi who would lead the few, with the exception of Algeria, 
quite negligeable countries of the "rejection front" (consisting only of Syria, 
Libya, communist Yemen, and the PLO--out of the entire Arab world). Not far from 
the Tripoli residence of Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi the Ugandan clown Amin Dada and the 
terrorist chief Carlos, who is responsible for numerous massacres and attacks, 

live in their villas. 


The roof under which Bettino Craxi sleeps does not overlook the blue Gulf of Sirte; 
for repose in Libya he does not possess an orange grove, nor the shade of cool 

palm trees. He preferred a suitable lodging in the splendid sea city of Hammamet, 
near the Roman ruins of Siagu, in the shadow of the Mosque of Sidi Abd el Kader 

el Djilani. In Tunisia, however. 


If we can give some advice to PSI Secretary Bettino Craxi, it is to stay where 
you are. Today, moves are very costly.

LIBYAN RAPID DEPLOYMENT FORCE 
Beirut ISTIRATIJIYA in Arabic No 3, Jan 82 pp 8-9

[Text] For years, as the Libyan armed forces have been steadily growing at a 
rapid pace both quantitatively and qualitatively, people have been asking questions 
about the rea! +» ason for Libya building up a military force whose needs exceed 
the requirements of the country's security. They have been asking why this force 
possesses large quantities of ground, air, and naval weapons, what the objectives 
of this military force are, what the orientations are for its utilization, and 
where it is expected to operate in the future. 


Some people have tried to answer these questions by saying that Libya's armed 
forces are playing a defensive role which has acquired greater importance after 
Sadat's visit to Jerusalem and after he signed the Camp David agreements. However, 
this explanation is at variance with historical facts, because the increase in 
Libya's military capabilities began years before that happened--when Sadat was 
reaffirming his desire to fight Israel and was talking about following the policy 
of thc late President Jamal ‘Abd al-Nasir. 


There are those who have circulated answers [to these questions] to the effect 
that Libya is preparing to attack neighboring countries, Libya intends to put its 
arsenal of weapons at the disposal of the Soviet Union to be used against the 
interests of the West in Africa, and other such speculation. This speculation ig- 
nores the fact that Tripoli has given assurances that it will not use military 
force to solve its differences with its neighboring countries or fellow-Arab 
countries,+ and it ignores the nature of the balanced relationship which exists 
between Tr*noli and Moscow. 


These questions are still being asked even today, after the Libyan troops have 
withdrawn from Chad on the basis of a request made by [Chad's] légitimate govern- 
ment and after these troops had succeeded in quieting down the situation and 
putting an end to Chad's chronic civil war. In fact, the speed with which the 
withdrawal was carried out in itself constitutes a refutation of all of the 
claims made concerning Tripoli's intentions and its desire to colonize Chad and 
annex it to Libya. If the people asking all of these questions really want to 
discover the real motives for Libya following the policy of strengthening its 
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military capabilities, they will find them by reexamining the ideology which has 
been the main force behind the Libyan revolution. 


The Libyan revolution brought up the issue of Arab unity right after it brought 
about the downfall of the Sanusi regime, and this revolution has considered Arab 
unity to be the only means [for the Arabs to achieve] survival, growth, and 
progress in a world which is dominated by large blocs and alliances. 


All during the last few years the Libyan revolution has made a link between the 
achievement of unity and the possession of power. It has also considered that 
unity is the means to power and that power is necessary in order to achieve unity. 
Col Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhafi asserted this fact when he said: "The weapons which 
are in your hands are the weapons which you will be using to fight with for the 
sake of achieving unity." 


It is on the basis of this attitude and understanding of the nature of Zionist 
aggression and the dynamics of its expansionism that the Libyan revolution has 
formulated its position with regard to the conflict with Israel. The Libyan 
revolution has fundamentally rejected the existence of Israel, has ignored pro- 
posed solutions which do not guarantee the liberation of all Arab lands, and has 
considered such solutions to be destructive solutions which only aim at weakening 
the Arab people's will to wage the struggle. The Libyan revolution has adopted 
the pan-Arab view of the struggle as a practical beginning which will lead to 
liberation and to the elimination of the base of [Zionist] aggression rather than 
[merely] the elimination of the effects of this aggression. The revolution has 
asserted that "the only solution is war and the restoration of the Palestinian 
people's rights and their usurped homeland." As long as war is the path leading 
toward Palestine, which constitutes the second objective of building up Libya's 
military force, then it is only natural that absolute priority be given to the 
building up of this military power. 


There is still a third objective which the Libyan revolution has chosen for its 
armed forces. This objective is that of supporting nations which suffer from 
problems caused by imperialism or from foreign intervention which aims at domina- 
tion by means of conjuring up crises and civil wars. 


The example of Chad was one such case which impelled Libyan military power to be 
utilized outside the borders of Libya in order to put an end to a civil war which, 
for more than 16 years, had exhausted both Chad's land and its people. 


Libya has sensed that the Western world has begun to feel a desire to engage in 
direct interference in the affairs of the nations which it has failed to dominate 
politically and economically. The formation of the U.S. Rapid Deployment Force 
fits this orientation. This is what has impelled Qadhdhafi to announce the for- 
mation of an opposing rapid deployment force, the basic nucleus of which is the 
ibyan forces which withdrew from Chad. These forces are to be transformed into a 
Civision of various forces grouped together to constitute rapid deployment forces 
which will counteract the U.S. Deployment Forces. The Libyan Rapid Deployment 
Force will continuously have at their disposal all of the strategic military 
means which will enable them to undertake the mission of rapid deployment forces

in any location in order to come to the aid of nations which are fighting for 
their freedom. This means that the mission of the Libyan Rapid Deployment Forces 
will be exactly the opposite of the mission of the U.S. Rapid Deployment Forces. 


The conflict between the Libyan Rapid Deployment Force and the U.S. Rapid Deploy- 
ment Force is the inevitable result of the difference in, and conflicting nature 
of, their aims. 


So far it has been learned that the Libyan Rapid Deployment Force includes one 
airborne brigade. Col Qadhdhafi, in a message which he sent to the Afro-Arab con- 
ference held in the capital city of Angola on 8 December 1981, said: "The air- 
borne brigade which ended the war in Chad is still prepared to.go anywhere in 

the world in order to support the catise of freedom and peace." 


Certainly this brigade constitutes an effective force in Africa and it is 

possible for it to affect the balance of power in Africa in view of the small size 
of the forces in conflict in Africa and in view of the small size of the French 
force which is able to intervene in African conflicts. It is possible to strengthen 
this brigade by means of adding rocket launchers, long-range missiles (surface- 
to-surface tactical missiles), and tanks and self-propelled artillery pieces which 
are transported on desert tank transports when the scene of operations is Africa 
or some place close to Libyan territory. However, if the brigade were to be sent 
to other areas outside the African continent to be put into action, this would 
require strengthening Libya's capabilities in the areas of air and sea transport. 
This is something which Libya is striving to do in order to give its rapid deploy- 
ment force practical credibility which would reach beyond the range of the con- 
tinent of Africa. 


The fact that Libya has begun to build a rapid deployment force is something 
which constitutes an important step along the path which it is pursuing in order 
to possess the capabilities which are in line with Libya's objectives and 
strategic aims. However. this also constitutes, at the same time, a challenge 

to the U.S. and its allies which is no less significant than the challenge which 
was posed by the Egyptian forces which were put into action by President ‘Abd al- 
Nasir in order to provide support for the Yemeni revolution in the sixties. Just 
as the U.S. reacted to ‘Abd al-Nasir's step by giving Israel the green light to 
launch the 1967 War, for the purpose of forcing Egypt to go over from the offen- 
sive to the defensive, it is not unlikely that the U.S. is planning to deal a 
blow to Libya either directly or by proxy. It is on the basis of this premise 
that one could interpret the violence of the U.S. media onslaught against Tripoli. 
It is an onslaught which has the objective of creating the psychological climate 
for military aggression. 


The building of these rapid deployment forces has given Libyan military power a 
broader margin for maneuvering and operating, and has given Libyan military power 
more ability to undertake military missions which serve Libya's strategic objec- 
tives. It is certain that the existence of a mobile force which is capable of 
being quickly transported and immediately put into operation in a foreign country 
is a matter which is of importance on the level of military strategy and that 
such importance could be magnified if the Libyan Rapid Deployment Forces were 
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transformed into the nucleus of some pan-Arab rapid deployment forces. But more 
important than all of this is the fact that the building of this mobile force 
means that theory has been put into practice. This is precisely the primary 
strategic value of Libya's rapid deployment forces.

SYRIAN AIR DEFENSE CAPABILITY DISCUSSED 
Beirut ISTIRATIJIYA in Arabic No 3, Jan 82 pp 67-70 


[Article by Lt Col Hasan Bassam: "The Syrian Air Defense Forces Within the 
Scope of the Conflict with the Zionist Military Forces"] 


[Text] The Aviation Will Play the Primary Role in Any Combat 
Operations Which Take Place Between the Syrian and Israeli 
Forces. 


The Aviation Is the Strongest Flank of the Air Defense 
Forces aad This Requires Concentrated and Intensive Protec- 
tion for Its Bases and Ins*allations. 


The Israeli Air Force Is Structured on the Principle of 
Achieving Absolute Air Supremacy in Any Combat Operations 
Which Might Take Place in Areas Surrounding the Zionist 
Entity. 


Under the overall circumstances which presently prevail in the Arab world, 

Syria occupies the main position of confrontation not only with the Zionist 
military machine but also with all of the plans being concocted for the area 
which have the objective of subjecting the Arab people to peace on Zionist terms. 
For this reason it is natural to believe that the taming or subjugation of 

Syria constitutes part of the concern of the various enemies of the Arab people. 
This is particularly true since achieving this aim would necessarily lead to 
militarily weakening the Palestinian -revolution and depriving it of a strong ally 
in the area. 


Just as there are many and abundant motives for making an attack on Syria, there 
are also plenty of sparks which can be exploited in order to produce an explo- 
sion. At the head of the list of these motives and sparks are the chronic "mis- 
sile crisis" and the role played by the Syrian armed forces, together with the 
Arab Deterrent Forces, in preventing the implementation of plans being made 
against Lebanon, the Palestinian revolution, and the continuation of activity 
against Israel by the Palestinians. By means of reviewing past experience and 
examining the nature of modern warfare, one realizes that the aviation will play 
the principal role in any combat operations which take place between the Syrian 
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and Israeli forces. This is based on certain considerations, the most important 
of which are the following: 


1. A modern aviation is tantamount to being a long and accurate arm for the 
delivery of destructive payloads. 


2. Such an aviation has an eye which is penetrating, with wide vision, and 
highly developed, and the eye's ability to gather information is no less than 
its capability to render blind the means and weapons used against it. 


3. Modern aircraft move at such high speeds and with such superior flexibility 
that it makes it easy for them to carry out their missions in difficult conditions 
and in record time. 


4. Modern aviation is of an advanced technical level which provides it with 
patience and endurance and with a great abil’ty to transport large quantities 

and different types of loads. Naturally these are not all of the considerations 
on which the importance of combat aviation is based. There are also two other 
considerations which every nation must take into account concerning its air force, 
and our Zionist enemy, due to Israel's demographic make-up and geographical situ- 
ation, is forced to give these considerations special priority. They are: 


1. Airplanes are considered to be a means of achieving considerable economy in 
the use of human combat forces. 


2. Airplanes are one of the most useful--if not the most useful--means of pro- 
tecting areas which are thickly populated and have lots of industry. 


Size of the Israeli Air Force 

Western sources say that the enemy has approximately 600 fighter planes and 
fighter-bombers of the second and third generations of jet aviation which can 
fly at supersonic speeds and twice the speed of sound. An approximate breakdown 
of these planes, as to type, is as follows: 


1. 35 to 40 F-15 Eagles. 


2. 50 to 60 F-16 planes. These two types of planes are among the most modern 
planes produced by the U.S. war plants (third generation). 


3. 135 F-4E Phantoms. 

4. 245 A-4E Skyhawks. 

5. 90 to 100 Kfirs, which are similar to the French Mirage-V planes. 

6. 30 Mirage-III planes. There were 60 of them, and it was mentioned in the 


press that [some] of the planes had been sold, but it was not possible to learn 
the exact number. 











These combat planes are supported by approximately 11 air reconnaissance planes, 
4 AEW Hawk-F eariy warning aircraft, and about 50 liaison aircraft of various 
types. The enemy also has a considerable number of relatively old combat air- 
craft and training aircraft (approximately 200). The most important of these 
aircraft are 50 Kfirs and 70 Magisters. Either all or most of these planes can 
be used for bombing or ground support in case absolute air supremacy is achieved, 
as happened in 1967. 


After seeing these figures and particulars in light of the active considerations 
taken into account when building any air force, and when taking into account any 
anticipated air combat operations in the Syrian-Israeli arena, the following 
points become evident to us: 


1. The enemy's airborme means and weapons have been selected on the basis of 
enabling him to reach any target deep in Syrian territory (and, of course, deep 
in the territory of the [other] Arab nations). The average operational range of 
these aircraft exceeds 1,000 kilometers. 


2. These aircraft are equipped with destructive capacities (variable loads) 

which make it unnecessary for them to make many sorties and enable them to destroy 
most types of fortificacions (the average combat load for one airplane sortie 
being approximately 5 tons, in addition to rockets and machine guns). 


3. They are provided with automatic equipment and supported by advanced tech- 
nology which enables them to curtail--if not paralyze--the effectiveness of air 
defense weapons and means and to consequently destroy these means [of air defense]. 


4. Most of these aircraft are of high capability when it comes to aerial combat. 


In addition to this pecture of the situation, there must be added the probability 
that the Israeli enemy has a storehouse of previous information and is capable 

of collecting current and subsequent information in a fashion which, at least 

to a reasonable degree, will meet his needs in terms of knowing what preparations 
are being made in Syria's air defenses, and is able to process and analyze this 
information. The general conclusion of all of this is that the Israeli Air 

Force has been structured on the basis of achieving absolute air supremacy in 

any combat operations which might take place in areas surrounding the Zionist 
entity. These given facts demonstrate the enormity of the burden which has 

been placed on the shoulders of Syria's air defense forces in any future combat 
operations. There is no doubt that the role which was played by Syria's air 
defense forces in 1973 was a role which was honorable and will always be remembered. 
But there is one fundamental consideration which must be taken into account, and 
that is that the enemy has learned his lesson from 1973--a lesson in which the most 
important element was "surprise.'' This surprise arose because of two factors 
which came newly into existence without the enemy realizing them or, at least, 
without the enemy realizing their extent. These factors were, first of all, the 
existence of new weapons--especially the dual system consisting of the SAM-6 
missile and the four-barrel anticraft 23mm (Shilka) machine gun--and secondly 

the Arab soldiers’ canability and speed in absorbing and utilizing modern tech- 
nology. 
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If we take into consideration the enemy's success, to a reasonable degree, in 
adapting to this surprise--at least partially and within a relatively short period 
of time--our conclusion is that the Syrian air defense forces must think along 
four principal lines or orientations: 


l. Modernization of weapons or, at least, modernization of the elements which 
achieve the initial surprise attack--detection, reception, guidance, control, 
and communications equipment--in terms of voltage, radiation beam, frequency, 
wave, pulsation, etc., and constant efforts to prevent the enemy from gathering 
information which would help him in the detection of the quantity and capability 
of these elements. 


2. Adoption of a new defense strategy for the protection of [Syria's] armed forces 
and objectives, and another offensive strategy for dealing with plans made by the 
enemy. 


3. Utilization of new tactics which correspond to the capabilities of the enemy's 
aviation and which are capable of thwarting the missions assigned to the avia- 
tion's electronic support weapons and means. 


4. The necessity of having Syria's air defense forces always be on the alert 
and fully prepared in such a way which will insure that they react immediately 
and effectively and so that they will be capable of survival in case the enemy 
has delivered the first blow. 


Probable Nature of Enemy Air Operations 


On the basis of the experience which the enemy has acquired from previous wars, 
it is expected that the enemy aviation will attempt to carry out its missions 
using one of two approaches: 


1. A sudden aerial attack (like the one made in 1967). This would be the ap- 
proach used if the enemy ascertained the existence of a "gap" in the organization 
of reconnaissance and early warning within the structure of the Syrian air de- 
fense forces--a gap which would permit the enemy to deal a strategic surprise 
attack and consequently disconcert or render ineffective Syrian tactical counter- 
measures. 


2. Erecting (sending out) electromagnetic obstacles (jamming) which would render 
Syrian radar blind, to be followed by the launching of sudden concentrated aerial 
attacks on Syrian objectives according to certain priorities. 


Here we should point out that the Israeli enemy, after his experience in 1973, 

has both increased his number of helicopters and improved the quality of his 
helicopters. The number of helicopters which Israel had in 1973 was about 70, 
whereas by 1981 Israel had about 200 helicopters. They are helicopters of various 
sizes and capable of performing many tasks. But there has been a special effort 
to get Bel1l-209 (Cobra) antitank helicopters. It is probable that the enemy's 
interest ir, and effort to, obtain more such helicopters has not been merely to 
have more helicopters, but rather to also have them perform some of the tasks of 
combat aircraft--particularly close ground support and dealing with Syrian armored 
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vehicles--in order to free as many combat aircraft as possibie for other missions. 
The first thing that must be taken into consideration is the fact that the enemy, 
under the circumstances of the present balance of forces, will not resort to 
using stationary defenses in any future combat operations which he himself does 
not initiate. It is expected that the only defenses which he will use will be 
those which will provide sufficient time to stop an enemy advance and then to 
begin the launching of counterattacks (as happened in 1973). We should bear in 
mind, though, that it has been proven that he puts great stress on various types 
of obstacles constructed in depth which are reinforced by modern mine "launchers" 
whose projectiles are scattered out in front of and among advancing forces (enemy 
personnel and vehicles). 


All of the above does not mean that there has been a radical change in the tradi- 
tional strategic and tactical role played by the enemy aviation. The most likely 
thing is that certain tasks have been lifted from the shoulders of the aviation-- 
although we do not deny the possibility that the aviation will participate in 

these tasks--so that either all or most of the aviation can be free to concentrate 
on three principal missions. These missions are (close and long-range) reconnais- 
sance, destruction (of military, economic, and civilian objectives), and resistance 
and pursuit (protection of its air space). 


In order to carry out these missions, it is expected that the enemy will resort 
to doing the following: 


1. Intensifving electronic support measures (jamming, anti-jamming, and ren- 
dering anti-jamming means ineffective). 


2. Advancing indirectly--especially in the direction of objectives deep in enemy 
territory--by means of encirclement by following the road to Jordan, the Lebanese 
or Syrian coastline, penetrating behind the 'Ajlun Mountains or Jabal al-'‘Arab, 
or going across the Lebanese mountain ranges, the Ghawr area of Jordan, or 
Lebanon's Biqa’ Valley 


3. Launching intensive concentrated attacks on Syrian objectives in accordance 
with an approach, the most important outlines of which are (approximately): 


A. Arranging priorities of destruction in a graduated fashion to promote a 
rapid decision [of the outcome of the battle], that is, rapid destruction of the 
obstacles te this decision or of the means used to delay and thwart the deci- 
sion. 


B. Carrying out the missions with the least possible losses in terms of men 
and materiel. 


C. Intending to have the enemy's losses be military, political, economic, social, 


D. Preventing the success of any aerial counterattacks. 
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Despite the fact that they are different in appearance, these plans are inter- 
linked and integrated and all of them serve a single purpose, This purpose is 
the immediate political subjugation [of Syria] by means of stripping it of 
military power and then disconcerting the country socially--thereby paralyzing 
the country's ability to make decisions and take positions long enough for 
Israel to impose solutions which amount to capitulation. 


From these given factors and others one can clearly see what responsibility 
toward the nation and toward the Arabs the Syrian air defense forces have 
shouldered. In order that the Syrian air defense forces perform the role ex- 
pected of them and imposed upon them--within the framework of Syria, of course-- 
it is necessary for them to have a structure which has the following important 
elements: 


1. Qualified personnel on the command, administrative, and executive levels. 
Among the basic elements which such qualified personnel should have are the 
ability to learn to handle moderm technology, including the technology and 
weapons of the enemy, and complete ability to plan well for the utilization of 
technology and for what corresponds to the circumstances which might be imposed 
by the enemy in case it is not possible to prevent him from imposing these 
circumstances. It is also necessary to provide good training which is as real- 
istic as possible, and the training should involve the various command and 
staff levels, administrative units, crews, other assisting and support elements, 
etc. 


2. The weapons, apparatuses, and equipment, as well as their capability, must 
be up-to-date so that, in their levels of performance, they keep pace with-- 
if not be superior to--what the enemy has. 





3. In terms of quantity and quality, the means of resistance must be capable 
enough to thwart any attempt to hit any objective. 


4. There must be the capability of obtaining information concerning the enemy's 
means and potential, as well as the capability of deducing his intentions and 
forming a concept of his plans. 


5. There must be means of replacement and capabilities in reserve, including 
sufficient stores of ammunition, spare parts, things required for repairs, 
maintenance, and evacuation of personnel, workshops, depot areas, etc. 


In order that these elements be translated into structural components in the 
Syrian air defense forces, one must bear in mind the following: It is very 
likely, if not certain, that the enemy will initiate his concentrated attacks 
on military airports, radar stations, missile bases, antiaircraft artillery 
positions, and command, control, and communications headquarters areas. After 
that the enemy will attack principal troop concentrations (especially artillery 
and tanks), and then will attack the other military and civilian objectives-- 
reserve [forces], [troop] columns, troop positions, communications centers, 
bridges, railroad lines, industrial installations, fuel storage tanks, supply 
warehouses, etc. This will be done either after throwing out a cover (or covers) 
of interference and jamming which limits the capability of the "eyes" of the 
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detection and early warning equipment and making intensive use of means of 
deception (plastic foil, ribbons, flares, etc.) or after detecting some gap in 
the structure or organization of the Syrian air defense forces and then exploit- 
ing this gap in order to carry out the necessary surprise attack. 


For this reason we feel that it is possible to reduce to two requirements the 
first and most important mission of the Syrian air defense forces. The first 
requirement is for them to be “permanently on the alert" and to continuously 
review their structure and organization in light of the latest developments in 
electromagnetic technology in order to fill possible gaps and be prepared for 
the element of surprise. The second requirement is for them to have the absolute 
capability (on the command, administrative, practical, and other levels) of 
making use of the total capacity of their weapons and means. These two require- 
ments are integrated in the sense that any mistake or shortcoming in carrying 
any one of the two will necessarily negatively affect carrying out the other 
one. 





With this premise in mind it is necessary to take into consideration the fact 
that the scientific and technical level of the Zionist enemy, including his 
progress in the electromagnetic area and his skill and expertise in the utiliza- 
tion of electronic means, is a very high one. This is particularly true since 
the Zionist enemy has a "close friend" (the U.S. and the West generally) who 

is always prepared--without any reservations--to provide him with everything 
which he lacks or is unable to do, regardless of the price in moral and material 
terms. Thus in view of what he and his friend have in terms of mastery in the 
field of electronics, the Zionist enemy is on a level which is close to--if 

not equal to--the highest level in the world. 


Syrian Air Defense Requirements 


It is no exaggeration to say that the mission of the Syrian air defense forces 
is an enormous one. Ir fact, it is the most serious mission of the armed forces 
generally. It is vossible to particularize the two requirements of this mis- 


sion (alertiuess and capability) by translating them into particular measures 
to be taken. The most important of these measures are: 


A. On the Strategic Level 


1. Providing an accumulation of command, administrative, and executive exper- 
tise on all levels, and continuing to reinforce, improve, and develop this ex- 
pertise so that it will keep pace with the continuous progress being made in 
technology. 

2. Continuously reviewing air defense plans, orders, instructions, and guide- 
lines, and revising them in light of all new material and technical develop- 
ments in order to eliminate any gaps which might appear or occur. 


3. Continuing to develop training methods and to adapt them to new enemy weapons 
and means of utilizing them, and continuing to ascertain, by means of training, 
exercises, projects, and maneuvers which are realistic, the extent to which 














comianders and those carrying out the tasks have come to understand their means 
and weapons, the levels at which they are able to utilize them, and the extent 
to which they have understood and are able to apply the plans, orders, and 
instructions which have been decided upon by their commanders. Then work must 
be done to eliminate all sho-tcomings and deficiencies. 


4, Modernizing and expanding combat capabilities so that they will be able to 
carry out tactical missions, the most important of which are: 


a. The destruction or rendering ineffective of [the enemy's] means of anti- 
jamming. This means destroying and rendering ineffective early warning air- 
craft, pilotless aircraft, and means of putting out jamming and deception mater- 
ials such as flares, plastic foil, wires, and short bars (scraps). The emphasis 
here should be on destroying these means before they are put into opevation. 


b. The destruction or rendering ineffective of all of the [enemy's] ground 
stations which are used for detection, obstruction, jamming, and deception. 


c. The development and expansion of means and methods of electronic support. 
These include means of jamming the enemy's equipment, means of combatting or 
rendering ineffective the jamming equipment of the enemy, means of obstructing 
enemy radio communications and eavesdropping on them, and means of combatting 
or rendering ineffective efforts made by the enemy to obstruct and eavesdrop 
on [our Syrian radio communications]. 


d. The creation of means of detection which are capable of operating outside 
(above) jamming obstacles which might be put out by the enemy. 


5. Modernizing and expanding searching and scanning capabilities to the point 

that they are able to provide continuous coverage (24 hours a day) of the country's 
entire air space. This should include the addition of a margin of safety area, 

the crossing of which by the enemy would provide sufficient time to issue an 

early warming and take the necessary measures to obstruct or resist the enemy. 

This includes modernization and expansion of the capability of processing and 
analyzing information received, and then drawing correct conclusions, by using 
advanced means and methods. 


6. Strengthening and modernizing means of command, control, and communication, 
as well as raising the capability of their elements and engaging in good planning 
for their utilization. 


7. Making efforts to coordinate close cooperation between the various branches 
of the armed forces and their formations. This should be particularly the case 
between the air defense forces and the air force, and should be done in a way 
which guarantees integration of their missions. Work should also be done to- 
ward creating some sort of cooperation with our neighbors (Lebanon and Jordan), 
at least in the realms of exchanging information and providing early warnings. 


8. Providing circular air space scanning by means of using four levels of 
equipment (scenario): 
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a. The AWACS plans which (according to Westerm sources) are available in Syria. 


b. Long-range reconnaissance radar stations (strategic reconnaissance) 
c, Stationary radar stations at elevated points, and here efforts should be 
made to use Mount Lebanon and the ‘Ajlun Mountains (tactical reconnaissance). 


d. Mobile radar units used together with visual observation posts in order to 
cover air corridors penetrated by enemy aviation and detect advance planes flying 
at low altitudes--below the level of normal radar detection. 


In all of these cases it is necessary to provide reliable means of instant com 
munication as well as other reserve means of two-way communications. 


9. Making strategic deception plans (both conventional and electronic deception). 


10. Imposing strict and comprehensive measures in order to insure smooth con- 
tinuation of the work done by the air defense forces (discipline, vitality, 
supplies, replacements, repairs, maintenance, and evacuation). 


ll. Creation of successful central control for all of the means of both active 
and passive air defense. 


12. Mobilizing reserves in appropriate places. 
B. On the Tactical Level 


1. Careful commitment on the part of the Syrian air defense forces and their 
formations to the strategic orientation which is adopted by the higher command. 


2. Organization of spherical air reconnaissance (horizontal and vertical) 

in order to thwart attempts by the enemy to carry out a surprise attack. Atten- 
tion should be particularly focused on the directions from which the danger is 
expected and on blind areas, and on providing the means necessary for scanning-- 
particularly for low-flying objects (radar, visual, and audial means), along 
with the necessary reliable instantaneous means of communication needed in 
conjunction with this. 


3. Constant operational readiness of all of the means used to reconnoiter 
enemy aerial targets and constant combat readiness and preparedness (24 hours 
a day) to do battle with these aerial targets before they begin to carry out 
their missions, and this includes the means used to drov airborne troops and 
special units deep in ou. “*erritory. 


4. Organization of cooperation between the formations and units of the air 
defense forces in order that they guarantee protection of all of the forces and 
objectives and in order that their fire be concentrated, shifted, and distributed 
in accordance with what is demanded by the situation. 


5. Central control of the air defense iorces' units and formations and distri- 
bution of fire control missions according to a definite plan and in accordance 
with the combat circumstances, types of weapons used, and the degree cf danger 
in each particular area or from each particular direction. 
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6. Securing the requirements of survival and continued activity for the ele- 
ments of the air defense forces (personnel, weapons, and ammunition), and main- 
tenance of the air defense forces' administrative and technical readiness 
(supplies, replacements, repairs, maintenance, evacuation, etc.). 


7. Implementation of passive protection measures (concealment, camouflage, and 
deception). 


8. Speed in processing and analyzing large quantities of data which will probably 
be collected during combat operations, and then drawing sound conclusions from 
these data and making decisions based on them, and then communicating these 
decisions with sufficient speed to the lower command levels involved i:; the form 
of combat orders and directives. 


9. Extreme care in the planning and implementation of the combat missions 
entrusted to the various combat branches (aviation, antiaircraft missiles, anti- 
aircraft artillery, and the combat branches which participate in antiaircraft 
firing), and [extreme care} in determining the methods of cooperation and 
coordination between all of the means being used--especially those which engage 
in firing--in order to exclude the possibility of anarchy and wasting ammuni- 
tion or firing at friendly targets, and [making sure] that all of the troops 
become skilled in the use of recognition and identification apparatuses and that 
they learn the symbols, signs, and terms agreed upon to distinguish friendly 
forces from enemy forces. 


It is also necessary that the Syrian air defense forces--on their various com- 
mand levels, in their various branches, and in connection with all of their 
means and weapons used--take strict precautionary measures against certain perils 
and dangers, the most important of which are: 


1. The danger of the use of weapons of mass destruction and chemical and bio- 
logical weipons. The basis for saying this is that nearly everyone agrees that 
the enemy possesses these weapons, and there is the unanimous belief that the 
enemy would have no compunctions about using such weapons if necessary. 


2. It has already been mentioned that the enemy is supported generally by the 

power of the Western nations. For this reason, it is very possible that he will 

be supplied with means (weapons and equipment) which will be unexpected for us, 

both in terms of quantity and quality. . 


3. It is necessary to take into account the possibility that the enemy will 
succeed in carrying out some surprise attack (for example, a sudden penetration 
which would then be followed by intensive bombing of our vital installations). 
This possibility makes it necessary for theSyrian air defense forces to engage 
in advance planning for the steps and measures which it will be necessary to 
take on the various levels in order to prevent confusion and anarchv, to mini- 
mize losses as much as possible, and consequently to maintain control of the 
situation, limit the complications brought on by the surprise attack, and over- 
come the impact of the surprise attack. 
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4. In view of the advanced characteristics of much of the enemy's air force 

and in view of its high technological level, the enemy might manage to penetrate 
Syrian air space at speeds up to twice the speed of sound and at elevations 
which are generally below the level of radar detection since the blips made by 
the aerial targets get interfered with by ground noise and this makes it imposs~ 
ible for radar detection equipment to differentiate the aerial targets. Herein 
lies the importance of the forward visual observation posts, the importance of 
their capability of providing instantaneous early warning communication, and 

the importance of antiaircraft weapons which are aimed visually and have a rapid 
rate of fire (four-barrel 23mm [antiaircraft] machine gum), on the basis of its 
performance in 1973, as being the best of its type in the world, especially when 
it is used in conjunction with SAM-6 missiles as a dual system. 


5. In view of the long ranges which are characteristic of the enemy's aviation 
and in view of the relatively small concern which Syria's neighbors are showing 
with regard to this matter--in terms of both preparing and equipping themselves-- 
enemy aircraft also have opportunities to indirectly approach Syrian objectives 
from several directions. This constitutes a direct danger to targets which are 
relatively close to the line of confrontation with the enemy such as Damascus, 
Mazzah Airport, installations and bases surrounding Damascus, various military 
positions located in southern Syria, and installations and positions located in 
the central western area of the country and on the coast. This is something 
which makes it necessary for the Syrian air defense forces to conduct circular 
air reconnaissance, beginning with visual observation and ending with long- 
range radar, airborne early warning systems, and combat aviation (constant 
patrolling). 


6. The aviation is the strongest flank of the air defense forces, and concen- 
trated and intensive protection is required for its bases and installations and 
[the air defense forces] must participate in preventing the enemy from carrying 
out a surprise attack against Syria's aviation. (This is mainly the task of the 
aviation itself.) 

7. There is a great likelihood--in fact it is almost certain--that the Zionist 
enemy possesses different types of air-to~surface guided missiles which are 
fired by fighter-bombers at radar stations and missile bases from distances 
which exceed the ranges of Syrian surface-to-air missiles which are effective 
against low-flying targets (SAM-6) such as the LUZ-1 (whose range is 80 kilo- 
meters), or [exceed the effective} range of antiaircraft artillery, such as the 
Shribe missile (whose range is 17 kilometers), etc. This is something which 
requires that special measures be taken, the most important of which is shooting 
down the airplanes which carry the missiles. This is primarily the mission of 
friendly combat (interceptor) aircraft. 


Capabilities of the Syrian Air Defense Forces 


Dealing with this subject requires that one make some fundamental remarks, the 
most important of which are as follows: 














1. It is impractical to speak about the role or the air defense forces apart 
from the role played by combat aircraft (interceptor aircraft, pursuit aircraft, 
and even fighter-bombers) unless it is only a matter of study [and theory]. 

The missions of these two combat branches are integrated and intertwined, In 
fact many military establishments, including the Syrian Ministry of Defense, 
have merged them [and treat them as a unit], with the exception of some very 
special administrative matters. 


2. Integration of the aviation with the combat branches of the air defense 
forces concerning air defense missions is made necessary by the fact that the 
aviation, strictly speaking, is the combat arm which is most able to oppose 
enemy aircraft and prevent them from penetrating friendly air space. The avia- 
tion alone is capable of clearing our air space in case it is penetrated because 
the military establishment, even in the stronger nations, is unable to saturate 
its environment with other means and weapons of air defense (antiaircraft artillery 
and missiles). No matter how concentrated these means and weapons are, they 
will not be able to plug up all of the gaps along the border nor will they be 
able to close all the breaches in friendly air space. In other words, these 
means and weapons are responsible for protecting objectives (military forces, 
installations, cities, etc.) and preventing the enemy from directly approaching 
them. But when it comes to the spaces between these objectives, it is the 
friendly air force (fighter planes) which must be responsible for protecting 
them and must fulfill the role of opposing the enemy and protecting the border. 


3. The role played by the means and weapons of the air defense forces (anti- 
aircraft artillery and missiles) diminishes in direct proportion to the degree 
that the superiority of enemy aviation diminishes. In other words, this role 
is in reverse proportion to the degree of superiority attained by friendly 
aviation. With regard to what is said above, vice versa is also true, in the 
sense that the role and importance of the means and weapons [of the air defense 
forces] increase whenever the enemy succeeds in achieving additional air 
supremacy. 


4, Whenever there is a relative baiance in the two air forces--the friendly 
and hostile air forces--then the capability of the means and weapons of the air 
defense forces becomes a decisive factor. In other words, the results of its 
performance will tilt the balance. What this means is that the opportunities 
for [our] aviation to achieve superiority will increase with the increasing 
number of enemy aerial targets which are shot down by friendly [air defense] 
means and weapons. 


5. Although modern warfare does not recognize--except in very special cases-- 
the "concept" of defensive weapons and offensive weapons, and maintains that 

the method of utilization of the weapon is what determines the general nature 

of its mission (offensive or defensive), it is nevertheless true that air 

defense means and weapous (antiaircraft artillery and missiles) are one of these 
special cases. It is preferred--and this is one of the conditions set when 
deploying them--that air defense means and weapons not be in fixed positions near 
the front lines unless they are out of range of the enemy's various types of 
artillery. 
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6. The mere possession of these means and weapons, no matter what level they 

are on in terms of quantity, quality, and technology, or even the fact that they 
are suitable for what is needed in order to achieve a certain objective, will 

not mean that these means and weapons will be employed and utilized to achieve 
results--or at least to achieve the desired results--unless their combat utiliza- 
tion is carried out according to certain principles, the most important of which 
are the following: 


A. Capability and skill in utilization [of air defense means and weapons] 
(including being on the alert 24 hours a day). 


B. Creating the conditions necessary for utilization [of the air defense means 
and weapons] (electronic support such as jamming, anti-jamming, sound communica- 
tions, etc.). 

C. The capability of surviving and continuing with the mission. 

D. A realistic concept, in advance, of future combat conditions. 

E. Speed and latitude in ability to adapt to unforeseen circumstances. 

From what has been mentioned above it is clear that any shortcoming in the 
structure of the air defense forces (means and weapons, organization, administra- 
tion, means of reinforcement, etc.) will put an additional burden on the avia- 
tion, and vice versa. This means that there should be, to a considerable degree, 
a vital link between these two branches of arms which are primarily responsible 
for protecting the country's air space. 

After noting these fundamental remarks we can proceed to a discussion of the 
capabilities of Syria's air defense forces, using as a basis information which 
has been published interationally. 

1. Combat formations: 


A. Approximately 40 batteries of SAM-2/-3/-6 surface-to-air missiles. 


8. Approximately 50 regiments of antiaircraft artillery (5mm, 14mm, 23mm, and 
57mm). 


C. A large number of individual SAM-7 surface-to-air missiles. 


D. Radar and computer stations operating together with antiaircraft artillery 
and missiles. 


Ek. Individual weapons and tanks basically not intended for antiaircraft firing, 
but which can be used to engage enemy aircraft when conditions are suitable to 
do so. 

2. Regional air defense: 


A. From 90 to 100 batteries of SAM-2/-3/-6 surface-to-air missiles. 


B. A number of antiaircraft artillery battalions (23mm, 57mm, and 100mm).

C. Ground radar stations (reconnaissance, early warning, fire control, etc.) 
using computers belonging to the regional air defense forces. 


D. Two AWACS-type planes of the type Tupolev-126 (called "Moss" by NATO). 


3. Approximately 500 fighter planes, fighter-bombers, and reconnaissance planes 
of the first, second, and third generations. 


By means of assessing the defense capability of this potential for confronting 
enemy aviation we can conclude that the quantitative difference, or numerical 
superiority, which is necessary to enable the attacking Israeli Air Force to 

carry out its missions--in spite of the existence of [Israeli] air defense 
capabilities which are either on the same level or nearly on the same level with 
Syrian capabilities--is a marginal difference, if there is any difference at 

all. This is particularly true if one takes into consideration the fact that 

it is not possible for the enemy to use all of his capacities before achieving 
absolute air supremacy (since it is necessary to maintain some reserve capacities). 


It is also possible for us to conclude that qualitative difference (and most 
likely the enemy is ahead of us in this regard) is a factor of superiority. 
However, the Syrian defense capabilities are sufficient and in fact are enough 
to at least prevent the enemy from achieving any success if these capabilities 
are employed in accordance with sound planning, are utilized boldly, with skill, 
and with a spirit of steadfastness, and are successful from the very beginning 
in preventing the enemy from carrying out a surprise attack. 


There is also a very important moral factor which must be taken into considera- 
tion. This factor is the factor of "time," which constitutes a sword which 

is able to cut the nerves of our enemy and stop him from breathing. The pro- 
longing of any battle, of whatever type, is in itself a very influential factor, 
and works to the disadvantage of any Israeli planning.

FEAR OF ISLAMIC FUNDAMENTALISM ANALYZED

[Text] The end of the 20th century is witnessing the appearance 
of a phenomenon that might seem paradoxical, considering the 
characteristics and demands of the modern world--the world of 
science, rationalism and freedoms. 


For our part, we would like to try to elucidate the question and 
discover its origin, causes and results. We also want to become 
aware of the various analyses of it as made by both sides. 


For that purpose, we began the debate in our last issue with an 
article by Hamza Lassoued, in which he supported the need to de- 
velop modernist Islamic thought to counter obscurantism. 


In this issue, M'hamed Ali Halouani poses the question: "Who is 
afraid of the Islamists?" He thus places the analysis on an 
ideological level to clarify the nature and political implica- 
tions of fundamentalism. 

"A specter haunts Europe," Marx used to say, "and it is communism." 
Today one would be tempted tc say that a specter haunts the Arab 
world, and it is Moslem fundamentalism! 


And that is where the paradox lies, because how can one explain 
the fact that regimes which have established Islam as the state 
religion are now trembling with fear just because certain fringes 
of society are demanding with all the seriousness in the world 
that the precepts of Islam be made the constitution to the exclu- 
sion of all others? 


Who Is Islam's Real Defender? 
The argument of the regimes in power is simple. In the battle they have undertaken 


against the fundamentalists, their answer is that the Islamists are battering at 
open doors. Have our countries not resisted the temptation to secularize despite 








their tradition of tagging along after the West? Have they not engraved it in gold 
in all our constitutions that Islam is our religion and Arabic our language? Have 
we not erected mosques such as Okba Ibn Neffaa never dreamed of? And what about our 
law? Is it not a fine flower of Moslem jurisprudence? So what is the problem? Is 
it not just a trumped-up quarrel instigated by a few sad specimens who are blind to 
reality, ill intentioned and reactionary? 


The reply to that is no less obvious. The fundamentalists feel that if the govern- 
ments in power are respectful of Moslem dogma, it is only a matter of opportunism. 


To explain that in terms worthy of Althusser, the ruling classes make a theoretical 
(political) display of what they do not in fact practice. For them, Islam is said 
to be a screen. And there is no lack of arguments to back up that assertion. Is 
the building of--quite luxurious--mosques a proof of piety? The critics are rather 
inclined to believe that it is a form of subtle exploitation: the rulers exploit the 
people and suck their blood, then build a mosque to the glory of God--.s He not 
great in His forgiveness? 


The constitution does indeed say that the religion of the people is Islia, but what 
is the real situation with that Islam? 


From State Religion to Totalitarianism 


The point is that for Islamists, Islam as a religion is a philosophy, but it is 
above all a way of living in community. So if Isiam is the state religion, it fol- 
lows that to be consistent with Islam, the Koranic dogmas must guide social life 
completely. In a word, the only really Islamic form of government would be a gov- 
ernment of the theocratic type. 


Revolutionary and post-monarchical Iran is there before us like an open book--a 
living lesson in politics. The two major tendencies in modern Shiite Islam have 
recently been clashing with each other primarily on the issue of the nature of 
power. One side supports an Islamic republic, which in plain language means, as is 
implied by the theses supported by the Mojahedin and people like Bazarghan or Bani 
Sadr, that although religion is a major inspiring force in the country's politics, 
it should stay away from the control levers. The other side supports a theocratic 
republic or, to be more precise, a theocracy pure and simple. According to that 
theory, it is the “clergy,” in one form or another, who are entitled to guide the 
country politically, because applying the precepts of the Koran and the Hadith is 
said to be the exclusive privilege of men of religion to the exclusion of all others. 


The victory for the theses supported by Mohamed Ali Rajai and his successors in 
Parliament with Ayatolla Khomeyni's blessing shows us clearly where the lines of 
force lie in that revolution. It is moving inexorably toward a theocracy--that is, 
in current political jargon, toward a dictatorship of the spiritual over the tem- 
poral and of the ideological over the social. 


While it is true that this type of government is the only one in accord with Islam, 
it is clear that those demanding it regard any other form of government as heresy 
and as an infamous dictatorship that must be brought down as quickly as possible. 
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In short, it is folly and even naive to believe that regimes are truly Islamic unless 
they are also truly totalitarian. A thoroughly Moslem regime is a thoroughly theo- 
cratic regime--in other words, totalitarian. A tautology! And it is in that sense 
that the Islamist argument is pertinent and trenchant: you are not theocratic, there- 
fore you are not true Moslems! There is no way around it. That is the logic which 
brought ruin to the Democratic Front in Iran, with Bani Sadr as its most recent po~ 
litical victim. 


Let us be very clear on this point: once that logic is set in motion, it allows no 
half measures except temporarily. Once in power, it will wipe out all resistance in 
its path, and that is what it is doing in Iran today. 


Defending the Secular State 


The remarks we have just made concerning the logic of the Islamist movement enable 
us to point out a few errors of analysis and mistaken ideas that are too dangerous 
not to be taken seriously. 


For example, it is false and therefore useless for the governments in power to pre- 
sent themselves as true defenders of religion against the imposters. 


For one thing, the ruling classes in our countries actually live in a manner that is 
inconsistent with pure and uncompromising Islam because of the Western way of life 
they have adopted and generally prefer. For another thing, it will do no good be- 
cause in any case, even though the appearance of government religiosity is maintained, 
fundamentalist logic can only interpret this as sanctimoniousness and false piety 

and thus as one more piece of fraud. 


That way of taking precautions against an accusation is clumsy, to say the least, 
because if an argument is to be put across, it must absolutely open a breach in the 
opponent's system of logic. And the Islamist defense system is impregnable from 
within, because nothing is more true than the fact that in Islam, political law is 
supremely and in essence a divine, eternal, and undivided law that regulates and 
coadifies every person's individual and social conduct, including the sovereign. 
Attacking the fundamentalists on that ground means condemning oneself never to hit 
the mark. 


Imagine saying that Islam is an open, tolerant, and almost secular ideology! People 
easily forget that Islam is tolerant only (in theory) of revealed religions and that 
for infidels, it plainly and simply decrees the death penalty! And if we look at 
reality, and if to see it we employ appropriate concepts, we see that the problems 
today are no longer a matter of coexistence among the various revealed religions-- 
thet, fortunately, is now a fact of life--but rather of coexistence between believers 
and unbelievers. Modern political life revolves in fact around the notion of secu- 
larism: that is, the idea that everyone, regardless of his beliefs and even if he 
has none, has the right to be a full member of society and, because of that, to 

seek any responsible office at any level. And it is that key notion of secularism 
which Islamists challenge and reject, as do fascists of all shades, naturally. 


If they someday take power, it will be logical for them to execute all communists, 


socialists and secular democrats in the name of God. Unfortunately, we have the 
sad privilege of seeing that pitiless logic already in operation in Iran! 
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Incidentally, the notion of secularism is basic, because it is a war cry against the 
monopolizing of the wheels of government by a unidimensional system and, by that fact, 
a totalitarian system. And a system is totalitarian when it regards itself as the 
absolute model for all possible societies, the only standard and only criterion by 
which every other system is judged and rejected. 


From that viewpoint, every religion, whatever it may be, is respectable and legiti- 
mate as a philosophical system and world view, but it becomes dangerous and harmful 
as soon as it takes the reins of power and makes its reasoning lav and its practices 
virtue. 


But as people tend to believe today, it is not only the systems recognized as reli- 
gions which are truly religions. There are also many other systems which, while 
hiding under the mantle of scientism, are nevertheless systems of dogmas operating 
on the same pattern as any religious dogma. And that is why one must not misunder- 
stand the so-called secularism that prevails in the Eastern bloc countries. How can 
such countries claim to be secular when dialectical materialism is made the state 
religion? 


In short, claiming that Islam, properly understood, is practically democratic and 
secular means not only misunderstanding it, but above all distorting and misrepre- 
senting it. On that point, the Islamists are correct, and the supporters of secu- 
larism are wrong. That is why that kind of argument, instead of confounding the op- 
ponent, adds grist to his mill and strengthens him further. 


Understanding the Islamist Movement 


The second big mistake, in addition to the one we have just discussed, would be to 
condemn the Islamist movement or to take action against it without really understand- 
ing it. 


What is certain is that the political class in general--right, left, and center-- 
indeed senses that something fundamentally new is taking shape--something it finds 

it difficult to understand and define. Perhaps that is why it is edgy as a whole, 
despite the complacent and apparently caim statements made by some. That is also 
why the political class in our countries seems helpless to cope with the phenomenon. 
But while the political class as a whole, as we have just said, "smells" the approach 
of danger, it clearly shows by its very reactions that it is far from having under- 
stood the phenomenon. 


"Nationalist" Theses 


For the "nationalists"--that is, those who brandished nationalism as a weapon of 
combat during the struggles against colonialism--the situation could not possibly 
be more confusiny. 


They do not understand why, after lauding the nationalists to the skies and putting 
their destinies in their hands, the people should now be rebelling and starting to 
challenge their hegemony. Have the ruling classes of the newly independent countries 
not spent a quarter of a century instilling in their people the idea that foreign 
domination is the only source of poverty, exploitation and underdevelopment? So 
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why do those peoples now want to reject them as common exploiters and tyrants? Are 
they not blood brothers and sons of the same land that gave them birth? 


In fact, what the "nationalist" mentality does not want to understand is that coloni- 
zation has changed its shape and that while there was a time when the concept of na- 
tionalism in sorting people out--that is, the fact of belonging to a specific ethnic 
group and culture--could certainly operate on both sides as a means of distinction, 
incorporation, or exclusion, and thus of exploitation and domination, those same 
functions of distinction, incorporation, and exclusion, and thus of exploitation, 
can now be fulfilled by factors other than national membership. For example, if a 
colonized people revolted in times past, it did so against the colonist, the "other" 
who exploited and dominated it. But if a newly independent people revolts today, it 
does so against a part of itself--a part of itself which it no longer recognizes as 
its own because it is a defiled and gangrenous part and must therefore be amputated. 


Marxist Theses 


For others--those drawiny their inspiration from Marxism and thus from the class 
struggle and historical materialism--it is difficult to understand how religion-- 
that superstructure, that superstition, and that opiate of the people--can mobilize 
peoples against oppression and tyranny. No! That is not the way it is supposed to 
happen: theory has not provided for it. It is true that the shrewdest theoreticians 
have developed the concept of overdetermination in an attempt to account for a reali- 
ty underestimated by the great masters, but the fact remains that their explanation, 
while attractive, is tainted with primary materialism, the deficiency in whose name, 
incidentally, this new concept was worked out. In a word, their thesis informs us 
that religion, like any other component of the politicoideological superstructure, 
may in certain periods and for certain social groups be endowed with a power and 
efficacy in relation to the infrastructure which were not completely recognized by 
traditional theory. ‘What that means in plain language is that while religion, for 
example, may fulfill that function, its inspiration comes from society's material 
structure, so that the efficacy of which it is capable does not come from itself as 
an originai structure but from the very nature of its relationship to the infrastruc- 
ture, which is that of a mirror. Because in the final analysis, the decisive factor 
is always the material infrastructure of society. 


"Relative" Autonomy of Superstructures 


Structural theories have demonstrated clearly in every area of modern science that 
natural objects--the subjects of science--present themselves to us as interlocking 
Russian dolls--as a stratification in which each stratum, while the product of the 
stratum underlying it, nevertheless functions according to other laws which in gen- 
eral have no connection with the laws governing the underlying stratum. More pre- 
cisely, what this means is that although a structural entity such as language, for 
example, issues from the impenetrable alchemy of the brain and its intertwining 
with social reality, it cannot be considered that in the laws governing its vse 
(grammar, conjugation, and so on), it is a reflection of cerebral biochemistry! 
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Like any natural phenomenon, of course, such entities have an origin and a process of 
production that explains their coming into being and existence, but this does not in 

any way mean that the process alone explains the functioning of those entities. Be- 

lieving that it does would be the same as thinking that the theory of relativity, 

for example, can be understood only by the embryogenesis of the human brain! Think- 

ing that way, one can see that one is in the midst of metaphysical speculation. 


The causal reasons for the production of a phenomenon therefore do not explain and 
account for anything more than the production of the phenomenon. They are incapable 
of explaining and accounting for the functioning of the new phenomenon to which they 
nevertheless gave rise. Its functioning requires other laws in principle that are 
sometimes unsuspected at the level of the parent stratum. 


In a word, through a process that has become a vice among Marxist thinkers, every- 
thing is flattened, rendered insipid, and reduced to infrastructure--the myth of 
origin--as though for every political event, every Marxist must remind us that he is 
a good materialist and that it is necessary to recite the lesson of the proper filia- 
tion of phenomena, even though in fact, the laws proper to the political phenomenon 
in view are denied by such a process at the very moment when they are formally recog- 
nized. 


The independence or relative autonomy of ideological or other phenomena is in fact 
recognized only to be denied in what makes them efficacious--that is, their relevance 
and singularity. That way of thinking of autonomy boils down very simply to the 
idea that in fact it does not exist. 


For that matter, what is a revolution from the Marxist viewpoint? Is it not the cor- 
rection of an imbalance--of a contradiction between productive forces and the rela- 
tions of production? In other words, the relations of production--that is, the po- 
litical, legal, and ideological fields in general--have proven to be too independent 
and have not automatically followed the progressive movement of the productive forces, 
and perhaps that is why force alone is capable of compelling them to resume the place 
that is theirs by nature--that of being a docile reflection of the productive forces. 
So that is why history is said to give birth only through pain! 


The only thing is that in certain moments of lucidity, the Marxists themselves admit 
that if that is what is required for a revolution, then a revolution is no doubt as 
improbable as a miracle. 


And that, incidentally, is why Althusser, having concluded that all the Marxist pre- 
dictions of revolution have never come true in the countries most concerned, tried 


to remedy the theory's deficiencies through the concept of overdetermination, as we 
have seen. 


Concerning the Concept of Revolution 
Well, then, what is a revolution? 


For what reasons does an entire people mobilize as one to break the chains that op- 
press it? 
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If the reason is the contradiction between the productive forces and the relations 
of production, and only that, why has the revolution been so long in coming, seeing 
that the contradiction is at its peak, and has been for a long time, in the capital- 
ist countries at the center? 


As an example, is it possible on the basis of that explanation to regard the anti- 
colonial struggles as revolutionary? Or are they not simply an ordinary process of 
power passing from the colonist to the colonized people's comprador fringe? 


And is it possible, on that same basis, to describe as revolutionary the process 
underway in Iran, which may spread like wildfire in other Moslem countries? 


In short, is it possible to understand the major political events in our history 
without attributing to the superstructure and to ideological factors in general the 
efficacy that is their own? 


Lastly, what is the source of the Islamist movement--that ground swell which is 
threatening to sweep everything before it and causing, rightly or wrongly, so much 


trembling? From where does it draw its strength? 


That is precisely the question--the question of the inner mechanism of its efficacy-- 
that we will try to answer in the second part of this article.

[Article: "Total of 729 Million Dirhams Spent in 9 Months on Investment 
Program" | 


[Text] Expenditures on investment program projects totaled 729 million dirhams 
for the first 9 months of this year out of the 2.55 billion dirhams which had 
been appropriated for this program. 


A report by the annual programs and monitoring department in the Ministry of 
Planning on monitoring the implementation of projects in the ministries of the 
state for the period from 1 January to 30 September showed that the following 
projects had been implemented: projects worth 215 million dirhams by the Min- 
istry of Education; projects costing 42 million dirhams by the Ministry of 
Electricity; projects costing 130 million dirhams by the Ministry of Public 
Works and Housing projects worth 108 million dirhams by the Ministry of Commu- 
nications; 84 million dirhams by the Ministry of Interior; and 50 million dir- 
hams by the Ministry of Health. 


The report stated that the Ministry of Education has built the following nursery 
schools: 31 West, 52 East, al-Batin, al-Hayli, al-Sa'udi, al-Qatarah, al-Jahili, 
Jarn Yafur for Boys, Jarn Mafur for Girls, al-Masfahah and al-Muayja'i for a 
total cost of about 70 million dirhams. The report said that seven nursery 
schools were built in Dubai during this period at a cost of 21 million dirhams. 
These schoois were al-Ra's, Hur al-‘Anaz, al-Kiramah, al-Wasal, al-Rashidiyah, 
al-Safiyah and al-Wasal Number 2. 


Seven nursery schools were established in al-Shariqah costing 17 million dirhams. 
These schools are al~Manakhah, al-Ramlah, al-Snarqan, Kalba, Khurfkan, al- 
Kharanah and al-Khan. In addition, one nursery school was built during this 
pertod in each of ‘Ajman, Umm al-Qaywayn, Ra's al-Khaymah and al-Fujayrah. 


The monitoring report said that, in the Ministry of Information and Culture, 
8.3 million dirhams had been spent during the first 9 months of this year of a 
total ministry appropriation of 25 million dirhams. 


It stated that the cultural center in Abu Dhabi could not be built on because 


of difficulties with the site and there had not yet been any decision on an al- 
ternate site. 
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With regard to the cultural centers in Dubai, al-'Ayn and Ra's al-Khaymah, the 
final blueprints for them are being checked. The site of the cultural center 
in Bada' Zayid is being handed over preparatory to construction and work is un- 
der way on constructing the cultural center in ‘Ajman. The appropriate quar- 
ters in Umm al-Qaywayn have been paid the sum of 5 million dirhams to build a 
cultural center. With regard to the cultural center in al-Fujayrah, work is 
actually underway on it as well as the one in al-Sharigqgah. 


The report said that, with regard to the local news agency complex, the build- 
ings alone would cost 3.3 million dirhams and that 1.5 million have been appro- 
priated to start construction. 


With regard to construction of a large television studio, the report said that 


it would cost 40 million dirhams for the buildings of which 17 million had been 
appropriated for disbursement during 1981.

BUREAU OF STANDARDS CRITICIZED 
Al-Shariqah AL-KHALIJ in Arabic 25 Dec 81 p 10 


[Article: "Quarters Participated in Formulating the Industry Law and Opposed 
It After It Was Passed"] 


[Text] The Bureau of Standards has encountered strong criticism both from pop- 
ular and governmental circles. We met with its director, Ja'’far al-Fardan, to 
give him a chance to defend this bureau. 


Al-Fardan says that the law establishing the Bureau of Standards was passed in 
1976 by the cabinet, and the Ministry of Finance and Industry was instructed to 
formulate the duties of the bureau. 


The law was deposited with the cabinet along with the federal industry law at 
the end of 1975 and both were debated. However, the standards law was promul- 
gated before the industry law and responsibility for the industry law was given 
to the director of industry who had not yet been legally authorized to apply the 
industry law inasmuch as law was not ratified by the supreme council until 1979. 


Since the two laws are complementary, the industry law being the trunk and the 
standards law being the branch, the gap in time between them paralyzed applica- 
tion of the standards law. It would have been better had they been promulgated 
together or had the industry law been promulgated before the standards law since 
how can we draft a standards law for a state when there is no industry law? 


Ja'far al-Fardan went on to explain that this was the legal situation up to 
1979. As for the period from 1979 to 1981, one has to ask why the standards 
law did not then play its role? The answer is that the industry law then 
stumbled along and became a law which some did not obey while others evaded 
some of its provisions. We got hit with complaints and criticisms after it was 
ratified by the supreme council (throughout the period from 1975 to 1979 the 
law had been deposited with H.H. the Ruler of the UAE and copies had been de- 
posited with many members of the National Federal Assembly and with offices of 
the ministers and the industry law received an elaborate debate as no other law 
has received in the country). After the law emerged from the ministry by agree- 
ment with the Ministry of Justice, the Ministry of Trade and Economy and the 
Ministry of Planning, it was deposited with the cabinet after having been care- 
fully checked. It was given to the National Federal Assembly once again after 
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the initial approval, was extensively debated and certain provisions were added 
by the National Federal Assembly at the wish of some members. It was then de- 
posited with the Supreme Council of the Federation where it stayed a full year 
and then, in the Spring of 1979, the law was promulgated, carrying No 1 for 

1979. Given this form and having passed in such a wanner, no one has the right 
to object to it because it was not promulgated haphazardly or arbitrarily but 
rather climbed the legal ladder. It was promulgated by consensus and unanimously 
and after all were persuaded. 


Experts from the UN Organization for Industrial Development and the Arab Organ- 
ization for Standards assisted in formulating it and this was preceded by ex- 
changes of information with Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Qatar and the industrial 
survey of 1974. 


Al-Fardan went on to say that certain quarters, locally, had begun to oppose 
the law publicly after it was promulgated despite the critical stages through 
which it has passed with the result that the bureau had been completely para- 
lyzed and its ability to act muddled.

PORT ZAYID TRAFFIC FIGURES--Saqar Sayf al-Muhayrbi, undersecretary of the De- 
partment of Seaports, stated that the average number of containers unloaded at 
Port Zayid had risen from 1,200 to 2,500 a month since the new container station 
had been put into operation at the port. He said that this number would double 
to 4,000 to 5,000 containers a month during the next few months. He referred 
to the improvement of services at the port which has now become one of the most 
modern ports in the Middle East, using modern cranes and equipment for unload- 
ing and ship services. He said that the anticipated port capacity would rise 
this year to 4 million tons of goods as compared with about 3.47 million tons 
during 1980, 2.91 million tons in 1979, 2.67 million tons in 1978 and 2.63 mii 
lion tons in 1977. He added that the port's unloading capacity had increased 
about 15 percent this year compared with last year. He stated that the first 
stage of the port for small launches and small Gulf commercial ships had been 
opened and would handle about 200 launches and would provide complete services 
to small Gulf commercial ships.
